President and Members of Council, 

City of Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen: 

Referring to Council Bill No. 1938— 
an Ordinance making provision for tem¬ 
porary employees for completing the 
accounting and cost records of Unem¬ 
ployment Projects—which bill was 
affirmed at a meeting of the Finance 
Committee on January 3, 1933, and in 
connection with which the Finance 
Committee requested a report as to 
whether this additional investment Is 
necessary, I beg to advise as follows: 

In the first place, there are certain 
open accounts in connection with the 
Mt, Washington Roadway with regard 
to payments for materials and certain 
cost accounting in connection with the 
purchases which should be taken care 
of. In the next place, there are some 
open accounts on a number of the other 
Unemployment Projects which we have 
not settled for various reasonSi, and 
which should be finally disposed of. 
Finally, we have completed a program 
of Unemployment Projects involving an 
expenditure of public and Emergency 
Association funds in the amount of 
two million dollars, and it would seem 
desirable that the records be properly 
closed, Indexed and filed so as to be 
later available, and that as complete a 
report as possible be made as to the ex¬ 
penditure of the funds. Our only desire 
is to see that the records having to do 
with the expenditure of funds in con¬ 
nection with these projects be put in 
place in first-class shape. 
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As to the number of employees called 
for In the Ordinance, I would say it is 
not my intention to appoint any more 
to fill the positions except as to the ex¬ 
tent made necessary and we will util¬ 
ize, in addition to the temporary em¬ 
ployees, such permanent employees as 
may be necessary; although it is abso¬ 
lutely Impossible to take care of the 
situation with the present reduced 
permanent forces. 

I am transmitting to you herewith a 
detailed report, in regard to the neces¬ 
sity for providing the temporary em¬ 
ployees, which has been prepared by 
.Henry D. Johnson, Jr., who has had 
general charge of the accounting and 
cost distribution work on these projects.

Dear Sir: 

In reference to Council Bill No. 1938 
—^“An Ordinance fixing the rate of com¬ 
pensation of certain temporary em¬ 
ployees required for the completion of 
certain improvements authorized to be 
carried out by City forces or by forces 
otherwise provided in the Department 
of Public Works”—^please be advised 
that the physical work in the field on 
the Mt. Washington Roadway, the last 
of the Unemployment Relief Projects, 
was not completed until late at night 
on Dec. 31, 1932. Naturally, all of the 
bills for materials, rentals and supplies 
used during the last few weeks on*Mt. 
Washington Roadway remain unpaid, as 
no determination as to the quantity of 
materials could be made until after de¬ 
liveries were completed. 

In addition to the Mt. Washington 
Roadv/ay work there are encumbrances 
for materials and supplies on the Im¬ 
provement of Dirt Streets, Duquesne 
Way Ramp and the Bennett Street 
Sewer remaining to be cleaned up. The 


accounts of these projects other than 
Mt. Washington Roadway, are still open 
due to the fact that there has been a 
disagreement between the vendors and 
the City as to the amount of materials 
delivered, or because the vendors have 
not i*endered the necessary invoices. 

It is advisable that these orders be 
cleaned up and the accounts closed as 
quickly as possible. Hov/ever, as you 
know, all of the clerical work required 
by the carrying out of Unemployment 
Relief Projects has been performed by 
temporary employees. These employees 
have been employed in some instances 
as long as two years on this work. They 
are familiar with their own files, ac¬ 
counts and ledgers and it would be to 
the advantage of the City to re-employ 
a few of the twenty-four clerks to close 
these accounts. 

In addition to the above mentioned 
work, I have been directed to prepare 
a complete report of the Unemployment 
Relief Work carried out under your di¬ 
rection since October, 1930. This sum¬ 
mation of the relief work Is well under 
way but it Is not completed, and when 
it is understood that over two million 
dollars worth of construction work has 
been performed it will be seen that 
complete and accurate records of the 
expenditure of this money, of the dis¬ 
position of tools and equipment pur¬ 
chased should be made. 

It is also necessary to permanently 
store the records of payrolls, purchases 
of materials, supplies and equipment 
and to prepare indexes in order that, 
if at any future time City Council or 
investigative bodies v/ish to examine the 
records, it will be possible to obtain 
any desired information with a mini¬ 
mum of delay. 

It is not felt that the expenditure of 
the money required for these clerks is 
excessive, as the entire clerical overhead 
on all of the Unemployment Work has 
been less than two and one-half per 
cent of the amount of the work done, 
and the funds for the payment of these 
clerks has already been provided by the 
necessary encumbrances of existing Un¬ 
employment Relief Project code ac¬ 
counts. It is believed that this work 
can be completed in a very satisfactory 














manner in ■ six -weeks to two months 
time.

Gentlemen:— 

On December 28, 1932, we sent you a 
communication in which we made the 
following statement:— 

“Permit me to say that it is human¬ 
ly impossible for anyone to make a 
prediction of the possible condition of 
the City’s finances at the end of the 
coming year. 

According to the figures submitted to 
the Controller’s office and the estimated 
revenues, I should say that the Budget 
at this time does balance. I do not 
think it possible for me, or anyone, to 
estimate the collections for the ensuing 
year, because of existing conditions. We 
can only be guided by our experience 
of the past year as to what we may 
reasonably expect during the next year.” 

The Controller’s Department did not 
make any estimate of the percentage of 
collections of the estimated revenues for 
the year 1933. We accepted your esti¬ 
mation of 78.5% and stated at that 
time that if we were able to collect 
78.5% of the estimated revenues that 
the Budget as submitted to us would 
balance. 

As to whether it is possible to col¬ 
lect the estimates as submitted by your 
Honorable Body, we are not able to pre¬ 
dict. 'The possibility of a deficit for the 
year 1933, depends entirely upon the 
amount of revenues collected and an 
economic administration of the City’s 
business. We are not in a position to 
state definitely at this time as to the 
possibility of a deficit for the year 1933. 

The deficit at the end of the year 
1932, including the deficit of 1931 of 
$964,722.26 is $1,345,650.45. We do not 
have any knowledge as to the manner 
in which the Council Intended to pro¬ 
vide for the deficit of 1932. It was not 


provided for, as we see it, in the tax 
levy. 

In 1932, the actual collection of the 
original billing not including delinquen¬ 
cies, was 73.20%. In the same year, the 
percentage collected of original billing, 
including current delinquencies was 
78.63%, of the estimates necessary to 
meet the Budget requirements. 

If this standard of collection is main¬ 
tained throughout the year 1933, as we 
have stated before, it is our opinion 
that the Budget as submitted will bal¬ 
ance. That, however, does not take into 
consideration the deficit of 1932. We 
are of the opinion, owing to the eco¬ 
nomic conditions and the industrial and 
business depression, that it is not pos¬ 
sible, as we stated above, for anyone 
to make an intelligent estimate of the 
possible financial condition of the City 
at the end of the year 1933. 

We are attaching hereto a compara¬ 
tive statement of appropriation revenue 
received, from January 1st to Decem¬ 
ber 31st. 1932.

Code Account No. 1075 is the account 
to which is charged the cost of filing 
municipal liens, delinquent tax liens, 
the issuing of Court writs thereon, 
petitions for the appointment of Viewers 
and record costs in personal injury 
cases and appeals to the Common Pleas 
Court from the awards of the Board of 
Viewers. On account of the filing of 
delinquent tax liens amounting in costs 
to the sum of $15,000.00, I spoke to 
Council in September as to there being 
no funds in the account to pay for 
same. Council asked that the matter 
be left open. There was no money In 
the account to pay the second, third 
and fourth quarters of 1932, and on 
the first of January, 1933, I received a 
bill from the Prothonotary for $21,- 
600.69, on account of which we paid 
$15,000.00, leaving a balance due of 
$6,600.69. 

On January 27, 1933, I received a 
letter from the Prothonotary, a copy of 
which I attach hereto, in which he 
asked that the balance due of $6,- 
600.59 be paid. 

This matter is very important for the 
reason that if the City does not pay 
this account, and the Prothonotary does 
not allow the City credit in the filing 
of City cases, we would be in a very 
precarious condition, especially as to 
liens.

Resolved, That this Council respect¬ 
fully requests the members of the State 
Legislature to give this subject their 
fullest consideration, with a view to re¬ 
lieving this burden on small savings 
accounts, and that a copy of this reso¬ 
lution be forwarded to Senator Morris 
Einstein and the other Senators and 
Rapresentatives from Allegheny County, 
also to his Excellency Governor Glilord 
Pinchot.

I 
want to say it is with sincere regret

I want to say that I 
hope if like the other political angels 
my wings become tarnished it Is from 
the smoke I have helped to make arise 
from the kitchen chimneys of the poor 
and the stacks of the furnaces of 
industries.

of the people of this vast community 
which he had the honor and pleasure 
of representing. 

Secondly, it is my honor to be here 
to vote for his successor. I never had 
the pleasure of voting for his successor 
before. I have seen him in public life 
and acted with him in public life for 
many, many years; and in addition to 
having the knowledge of public affairs. 
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he also knows the wants and necessi¬ 
ties of the people of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh; and to show you how consci¬ 
entious he is, was evidenced today when 
he refused to vote when his name was 
called because he was not cognizant of 
the facts that were before him at that 
time.

who said that he hoped, shortly after 
going into office, that he would be able 
to give everyone that came to him a 
position, Tliat to my mind would be a 
great accomplishment indeed, especially 
during these present times, which task 
I have experienced as Mayor of the City 
of Pittsburgh, I know it is the wish of 
everyone assembled here that your path¬ 
way will be crowned with nothing but 
success in the new office which you 
now hold. I thank you. 

Tlie Chair called upon Hon. M. J. 
Mulrtowney, who said: 

Mr. President, Members of 
Council, Mayor Kline, and Friends:— 
After having listened to all the con¬ 
gratulatory remarks of my good friends, 
I think it behooves me to be careful 
what I say lest I may spoil the good 
opinion some of you may have formed 
of me after listening to those remarks. 


I assure you it is with deep regret 
that I sever my connection with this 
body. I will always cherish and re¬ 
member the many friends that I have 
made during my time here. I will al¬ 
ways be thankful to this body for the 
honor of having been a member and 
for the experiences that I have gained, 
which I feel will serve me for many 
years to come. It isn’t so easy to leave 
friends that you have known all your 
life and go to distant flields and take 
up new duties and make new friends. I 
feel sure that I will get along in Wa,sh- 
ington, but I feel doubly sure that T 
will never form the real friendships that 
I have formed here as a member of this 
body. 

I wish to thank Mayor Kline, the 
members of this Copncil, and the news¬ 
paper boys for all the considerations 
and courtesies that they have extended 
me.

I read the article myself; it stated that 
we were in such terrible financial con¬ 
dition that we were able to collect only 
8 per cent, of our taxes, and compared 
our administration to that of A1 Ca¬ 
pone’s, or words to that effect. I do not 
think anybody should hesitate. As far 
as the Controller’s office is concerned, 
it is an altogether different organiza¬ 
tion. We are the legislative branch of 
the City’s government; he is simply the 
auditor. We are the ones who are re¬ 
sponsible for the financial condition of 
the City, and we should not permit 
ourselves to sit idly by while such state¬ 
ments are being made. This resolution 
was introduced in Council in proper 
form; referred to the Committee in 
the regular way, and then sent back to 
Council with an affirmative recommen¬ 
dation.

be given an annual vacation of two 
full weeks with compensation at 
the same rate as he receives when 
on duty. In addition thereto every 
such policeman shall be allowed at 
least two full days out of each 
month for the purpose of increas¬ 
ing his efficiency as a member of 
•such police force. 

Section 2. All act and parts of 
acts inconsistent herewith are here¬ 
by repealed.” 

Mr. .tnderson said: 

If that bill passes, would it be 
compulsory for the Council to do this? 

Mr. Waldschmidt said: 

The bill provides that every 
policeman shall be given an annual va¬ 
cation of two full weeks with compen¬ 
sation, and so forth. 

Mr. Garland said: 

It is mandatory, then. 

Mr. .indersoii said: 

What does the resolution pro¬ 
vide for, a hearing? 

The Chair said: 

It provides that the bill be re¬ 
committed for the purpose of a hear¬ 
ing, and instructs the Clerk to send 
telegrams to the members of the Senate 
and to the Secretary of the Senate ask¬ 
ing recommitment. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr, Chairman:—want to say 
this about It. Regardless of the merits 
or demerits of the proposal, the im¬ 
portant thing involved la it is that this 
bill, like many another bill passed by 
the Legislature of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Imposes an obligation of sub¬ 


stantial amount upon the municipality 
of the City of Pittsburgh In the con¬ 
duct of its own Internal affairs, with¬ 
out the City of Pittsburgh having any¬ 
thing to say about it; and it is much 
more important, as I see it, than 
whether we are now prepared to pay 
fifty dollars, five hundred dollars, or five 
hundred thousand dollars. It is just 
another invitation, if successful, to have 
any group of employes, or any group of 
interests who are not satisfied with the 
manner in which the municipal officials 
of Pittsburgh are handling the affaiis 
of the City, to have the Legislature 
Impose upon the City an obligation 
which the officials themselves lor what¬ 
ever reasons disapprove. 1 am going to 
support the resolution, but want you to 
know fully what it contemplates. 

Mr. .Anderson said: 

I would like to know what the 
intention of the Committee is? W'ho Is 
going over there to Harrisburg? If they 
go, what do they hope to accomplish? 

Mr. Coniieiley said: 

We will ask lor a hearing. If 
they give us a hearing, we will decide 
who Is to go. 

Mr. Oliver arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman:—^This matter was 
called to our attention at the meeting 
of the Committee on Retrenchment and 
Economy and the Citizens' Committee 
on Taxation held Satmday morning last.

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant to request of Committee on 
Public Works at meeting held March 28, 
1933, in re BUI 2247, an ordinance ad¬ 
vertising for and awarding a contract 
for repair of streets, we have to submit 
herewith a report as to nature of work 
intended to be included within the con¬ 
tract. 

As to the nature and necessity for en¬ 
tering into a contract for the repair of 
street pavements, we would advise as 
follows: 

Hitherto it has been the custom in 
making the annual budget for the Bu¬ 
reau of Highways and Sewers to pro¬ 
vide an appropriation for labor and ma¬ 
terials approximating $20,000 under 
which appropriation salaries and wages 
were paid and materials purchased for 
the repair by Highways and Sewers of 
block stone, brick, concrete and other 
types of street pavements other than 
asphaltic. 

With this appropriation repairs were 
made which developed from time to time 
in the pavements and also the pave¬ 
ment openings by plumbers and utility 
companies was made and all other re¬ 
pairs necessary for the proper upkeep 
of this class of streets was taken care 
of out of the said appropriations. 

In making the budget for the present 
year, it was decided in view of the lack 
of funds and the desirability of reduc¬ 
ing the budget and also with the idea 
of trying to do the work In a more eco¬ 
nomical way that instead of the City 
hiring the men any buying the mater¬ 
ials to provide an appropriation and do 
the work by contract. For this purpose 
the Department requested, and Council 
granted an appropriation <f $5,000, the 


; amount provided being extremely small 
i in view oi the previous years’ experience. 
1 The purpose of the ordinance is to 
authorize a contract for making neces- 
I sary repairs to street pavements other 
I than asphaltic, which repairs are neces- 

I sary In the interest of the safety of 

j traffic and the proper upkeep of the 
streets. It is also absolutely necessary 
to resurface over the openings made by 
the utility companies and plumbers’ and 
others in the street pavements for which 
the City receives compensation, the re¬ 
ceipts going into the general fund. 

As the work to be done under the pro- 
j posed ordinance (Bill 2247) is absolute¬ 
ly necessary* we would request prompt 
action so that a contract for the neces¬ 
sary work may be promptly advertised 
and entered into.

To the President and 
Members of Council, 

City of Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen:—> 

In accordance with the letter of the 
City Clerk dated April 5th, 1933, the 
following report Is submitted as to Bill 
No, 2305, being an ordinance appropri¬ 
ating from the proceeds of the Smith¬ 
fleld St. Bridge Improvement Bonds 1932, 
the sum of $10,000.00 for the payment 
of engineering expenses. 

The estimated cost of contract work 
on this project is $285,000.00. Of this 
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amount, the appropriation of $10,000.00 
requested is 3.5 per cent. 

A previous appropriation of $5,000.00 
was made under Ordinance No. 26, ap¬ 
proved February 21, 1933. The sum of 
the two appropriations or $15,000.00 
would constitute 5.5 per cent of the 
estimated contract cost. 

No further requests for engineering 
funds for this project are contemplated 
and it is bellieved that the combined 
appropriation will be adequate for all 
'the expenses of drawing plans, the in¬ 
spection of materials and of construc¬ 
tion. The contract plans are in course 
of preparation and the construction 
work is scheduled to be done during 
the summer. More than half of the first 
appropriation will have been expended 
by the end of this month. 

It is planned to do all the engineer¬ 
ing work with the present employes of 
this Department. It may be pointed out 
that the salary schedule of the Division 
of Bridges for the year 1933 contem¬ 
plates a gross salary expenditure of 
about $50,000.00. Of this amount, the 
tax appropriation is $28,270.00 and the 
remaining $22,000.00 was planned to be 
paid from bond funds. The principal 
bond work is the Smlthfield Street 
. Bridge project and the combined appro¬ 
priation of $15,000.00 will furnish the 
greater part of the bond funds contem¬ 
plated in the yearly schedule.

. would affect, the engineering cost by the

and I think they ought to have made 
reference to that in their report.

Supposing we have the report 
read again to see if we can get a bet¬ 
ter understanding of it.

If I am In error the Clerk can 
correct that,

Mr. President:—To make my¬ 
self clear, if we take the figures as pre¬ 
sented they would appear very reason¬ 
able, but If it so happens that out of 
the $285,000.00 that we propose to spend 
for the improvement of this bridge, a 
half of it, or 40 per cent of it or 33 1-3 
per cent of it is Involved in a quality 
of material in which the Bureau of 
Bridges has nothing to do Insofar as it 
is part of the cost of engineering, It 
clearly raises this percentage of en¬ 
gineering expenses above that which 
they have given us. 

The Chair said: 

Mr. McArdle, this is a new ven¬ 
ture, and it is going to be constructed 
of aluminum. If this were to be con¬ 
structed of steel, there would be so 
many more tons in it, and it would 
cost considerably more. In fact, we have 
been told that it would be lighter, 
cheaper and more endurable. Would you 
like to have the engineering head here? 

Mr. McArdle said: 

It does not require any more 
engineering expense, yet the member 
may cost five times as much as steel 
would cost, and if It only cost us 5 per 
cent of the total cost on the steel, if it 
were built out of steel, then it ought 
only to cost 5 per cent of steel cost 
whether built out of aluminum or gold. 

The Chair said: 

The only answer is that it is an 
engineering practice, and they tell us 
that it costs $285,000.00, and the en¬ 
gineering expense is 5.3 per cent. We 
all know that architectural fees are 10 
per cent, and the architectural and su¬ 
pervision fees on the new buildings at 
the City Home and Hospital at May- 
view cost 10 per cent. This job Is to 
cost 5.3 per cent for engineering ex- 
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penses. We must provide the plans, and 
I am not in a position to tell whether 
it is much or little. 

Mr. Little said: 

By weight or volume. 

Mr. MeArdle said: 

Mr. President:—I am not finding 
fault, except that they are making a 
record here and setting forth the per¬ 
centage of the job as they estimate, 
that is going to be spent for engineer¬ 
ing expenses, and I say it differs in the 
sense that it is lower in this case than 
on others, but the basis on which It is 
to be is not reasonable. That is the 
contention I make. 


The Chair said: 

Suppose we pass it and watch 
it carefully. Certainly they cannot get 
more money unless Council wills that 
they have it. Suppose we hold this par¬ 
ticular bill over. I have sent for Mr. 
Reppert. 


Mr. ^fcArf1Ie said 

I don’t care to have him come 
up here. 

The Chair said: 

All right, we can pass this bill 
and interrogate him a little later.

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—We have Mr. Rep- 
pert here and Council has passed this 
bill. Mr. Reppert, we wanted a little 
further information as to the engineer¬ 
ing cost on the contract for repairing 
the Smithfield Street Bridge. Do you 
think the entire engineering expense 
will be 5.3 per cent of the total cost? 

Mr, C. M. Reppert, Chief Engineer. 
Department of Public Works, said: 

Mr. President and Gentleman of 
Council:—The funds provided for in this 
ordinance will be sufficient t") defray 
the engineering expenses. The designs 
and plans are partially completed. Dur¬ 
ing the remainder of the month we 
expect to complete the plans, and the 
balance of the appropriation is for test¬ 
ing the material and supervision of the 
work during construction. 
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The Chair said: 

Do you figure this is more ex¬ 
pensive than a Job where steel Is used? 

Mr. Beppert: 

This figures 5.3 per cent of the 
total cost of the Job. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

Mr. Chairman, Mr. Reppert, I 
raised this question on this ground, that 
the percentage of cost for engineering 
as set forth in your report as far as 
we were concerned would be taken and 
used in comparison with an ordinary 
bridge Job. As we understood' it, the 
$285,000.00 estimated cost is based upon 
the use of aluminum material in this 
bridge. Is that right? 

Mr, Beppert said: 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

And I raised the point as to 
whether the use of that material, which 
would very materially increase the total 
estimated amount of the cost, had any 
influence on the engineering cost as far 
as your department is concerned, 

Mr. Beppert said: 

There is more detailing to It. 
Mr. McArdle, than a steel Job. I can 
say that. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

I raised this point, that it be¬ 
ing a Job out of the ordinary, the only 
one we have ever done. In fact the es¬ 
timated cost of the engineering ought 
to be taken with special information 
with respect to this particular job. As I 
put it, if this Job is estimated to cost 
under the proposed use of this material 
$285,000.00, and If $50,000.00 is due to 
the Use of this material, then if the 
experience In this case is the ordinary 
experience, the engineering expense 
ought to be based on $235,000.00 Instead 
of $285,000.00 to make it comparable 
with any other steel Job. 

Mr. Beppert said: 

The point brought up on this 
Job, we first have to take one side of 
the bridge and fix that up, and we ex¬ 
pect to take the street car side first 
and fix that, and then take the other 
side, and that makes it a little more 
difficult than a new project. Therefore, 
the inspection cost Is a little higher 


than on an ordinary steel Job. On an 
alteration Job more supervision is re¬ 
quired. Well, we got a special type of 
fioor method. It may cost more on this 
Job than on a new project; I don't 
have the figures at hand. I can say 
this, if the cost is less, we will not 
spend this money. 

Mr. McArdle said 

We are only concerned with the 
record. You can spend only the money 
appropriated and on the basis of your 
report as compared with the engineer¬ 
ing cost, and based on my conclusion, 
they are not comparable with other 
figures that we used. May I ask how 
much more roughly is this bridge to 
cost, because of the use of this ma¬ 
terial, Mr, Beppert? 

Mr, Beppert said: 

It will run about $150,000.00 or 
$170,000.00, I estimate. 

Mr. Mc.4rdle said: 

Then over $100,000.00 is due to 
that, if estimated on the basis of your 
percentage? 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^As I under¬ 
stand this, it is the custom of engineer¬ 
ing forces of the country, and their 
practice, that the estimated engineer¬ 
ing cost of the Job is based on so much 
per cent of the cost. For Instance, on 
a project costing $200,000.00 they esti¬ 
mate like an architect, 5 or 10 per cent. 
Mr. McArdle calls attention to the fact 
that if this is going to be constructed 
of special material, something which we 
never used in Pittsburgh before, and 
taking that on the same basis of five 
cr six per cent of the $285,000.00, we 
would not need the $15,000.00 that you 
talk of. I think It Is all nonsense. I 
am going to suggest that Mr. Beppert 
keep close touch on this to ascertain 
whether the engineering cost and that 
of drawing the plans for aluminum is 
going to cost more than for steel and 
what the actual Inspection work of 
aluminum is going to cost as against 
steel. 

Mr, Beppert said: 

A large portion of the cost of 
this Job Is directly chargeable to In¬ 
spection and supervision. Similar charges 
on new construction would be consid- 
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erable less. It is generally agreed that 
on an alteration job it entails far more 
inspection and supervision costs than a 
new project. In other words, In repair¬ 
ing a house these charges amount to 
approximately 16 per cent whereas In 
constructing a new house they would 
be considerably less, 

Mr. McArdle said: 

Is that the answer? Would you 
not have to do the same thing if steel 
were used? The reason is not because 
you are using aluminum? That is the 
only question we are raising here. The 
steel will cost six per cent of the entire 
cost. Don't you think you could do this 
job for six per cent of the steel job? 

Mr. Anderson arose and said: 

I would like to ask the en¬ 
gineer what will be the life of this 
bridge after you spend the $286,000.00? 
How far will that extend the life of 
the bridge? 

Mr. Reppert said: 

It will extend the life thirty 
years. , 

Mr. Anderson said: 

If I am living at that time to 
see it, all right. Your answer pleases 
me very much. 

The Chair said: 

Now, on the suggestion of Mr. 
English and Mr. McArdle, we will deem 
it a favor if you will keep close tab on 
this to see what it will cost. We passed 
the bill. 

Mr, Reppcrt said: 

We will keep a close touch on 
this as we do on all jobs. Is that all? 

The Chair said: 

Yes, sir; thank you for re¬ 
sponding.

The Chair stated 

Tliat nominations for the posi¬ 
tion of Mayor, made vacant by the re¬ 
signation of Hon, Charles H. Kline, 
v/ere in order.. 

Mr. Oliver arose and said 

Mr Chairman: I have been but 
one short month a member of Council, 
and yet I readily see that this is the 
best school in which a prospective ex¬ 
ecutive could be taught the rudiments 
and requirements of City government. 

I have also found that in Council 
there are many with profoundest knowl¬ 
edge of the widely diversified city ac- 
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tlvities. It is amazing how much they 
know of all the details of the many 
departments; and having been re-elected 
many times they know well how to 
balance the political with the civic side 
of public problems. Council has been, 
is now and will ever after be filled with 
mayoralty possibilities. These for the 
most part heretofore have been unsuc¬ 
cessful. Today, for the first time, Coun¬ 
cil will select the Mayor. 

My candidate is one from among 
you. He is capable, honest and indus¬ 
trious; he is fair, loyal, broadminded; 
he combines sobriety with cheerfulness. 
He has lived so long before the mirror 
of publicity that it Is unnecessary to 
give the details of his public career. 
He started active life as an artisan, of 
which he Is Justly proud and ever re¬ 
members.

Mr. Connclley arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman: I desire to sec¬ 
ond the nomination of Mr. Herron be¬ 
cause I think his experience in Council 
for twenty years has fitted him for the 
position of Mayor. His knowledge of 
municipal affairs and his close touch 
with the management of the City makes 
him an Ideal candidate for the highest 


position the citizens of Pittsburgh have 
at their disposal. I think I represent 
the best interests of the city in sup¬ 
porting fully his nomination as Mayor. 

Mr. Soost arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman: I have known 
John Herron for the past 30 years. We 
have differed politically in years gone 
by, but we always retained our friend¬ 
ship for one another. While a member 
of this body for only 15 months, I am 
sure that “Jack” Herron will make one 
of the best Mayors that this city ever 
had. I therefore take great pleasure in 
seconding the nomination of John S. 
Herron. 

Mr, Little arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
I hardly thought it was necessary for 
me to say anything, but since Mr. Soost 
got on his feet, I too want to say to 
Mr. Herron that it is the greatest plea¬ 
sure of my life to second his nomina¬ 
tion. I am only sorry that my vote Is 
not for him to remain In office for the 
next four years; and if the good people 
of Pittsburgh use the same good judg¬ 
ment that we are using this afternoon, 
he will continue in office for the re¬ 
mainder of his life. 

I have known Mr. Herron for many 
years; I have sat with him in Council 
for eight years, and been on the same 
ticket with him and against him, and 
anytime a man is on the same ticket 
with another, he soon learns to knov/ 
the calibre of that man, and I want to 
say that during my acquaintanceship 
with Mr. Herron we have never had a 
cross word.

He was always cheerful and 
had a smile for everybody. Sometimes 
I thought he was a miracle man. 
Through his experience as a member of 
Council, I am sure that he will be able 
to conduct the office of Mayor with 
. ^ credit to himself as well as to the 
people of this great city. 

I therefore take pleasure in seconding 
I the nomination of John S. Herron for 
Mayor. 

I Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman: I think you and 
I, having travelled together as public 
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oflflclals for 20 years, realize the neces¬ 
sity of keeping one’s feet on the ground. 

There Is much that I would like to 
say to this splendid audience. One 
little thing I must say is that our hair 
is not the same color it was when we 
entered the service 20 years ago. Per¬ 
haps our material welfare and fortune 
has not been what it should. We did 
not participate in the big profits made 
by the war profiteers, nor in the bank¬ 
ing business and we have not received 
any of the large bonuses which have 
been paid to bank officials. On our part 
we have tried to serve the people, and 
I say honestly to the great audience 
present and the people of Pittsburgh 
and the world at large, that during all 
of our 20 years’ service with the City of 
Pittsburgh we have endeavored at all 
times to give a real and true demon¬ 
stration of what government is, that is 
the greatest good to the greatest num¬ 
ber; and never has Mr. Herron, in my 
opinion, faltered from that public duty. 
And so rising to my feet on this occa¬ 
sion, I think It is one of the greatest 
pleasures ^of my life to find that after 
20 years of day in and day out service 
together, I can truthfully say we never 
fell out and that we are still speaking 
to one another. I take great pleasure 
in seconding his nomination. 

Let me ask this for the newly-elected- 
to-be Mayor that he be given the same 
consideration and hearty support by the 
people of Pittsburgh, the newspapers 
and the opposition as the Congress, the 
newspapers and the public generally are 
giving to President Roosevelt, This is 
the most critical time in the history of 
America and the world. We are fortu¬ 
nate, indeed, to have as our Mayor a 
man who has grown up In the public 
service and has proven by his life and 
conduct what so many glib candidates 
say that “a public office is a public 
trust.” This man we are about to vote 
for has proven it over a long record of 
20 years. Everything he has done or 
said Is an open book.

Mr. Aiulersoii arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman: I wish at this 
time to place in nomination a man who 
has had years of experience as a mem¬ 
ber of this Council. Each and every 
member of this Council knows the gen¬ 
tleman; respects his ability; knows the 
courage that he shows in regard to the 
public questions that come before 
Council. Every citizen who appears be¬ 
fore the Council recognizes that ability; 
recognizes his knowledge of governmen¬ 
tal affairs. What is mostly evident is 
the Intelligent manner in which he ap¬ 
proaches the subjects and the manner 
in which they are solved by the gentle¬ 
man whom I have in mind. 

I have traveled a great deal through¬ 
out this country and throughout Can¬ 
ada. There are very few cities in 
America with a population of one hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand that I have not 
visited. I know very few men out 
of the thousands that I have met who 
has a keener mind or a more active 
brain or who has the knowledge of 
governmental affairs and the solving of 
governmental problems like the man I 
have in mind. 

He is independent and he has the 
courage to carry out that Independence. 
There Is no man or set of men who 
own him. There is no man or set of 
men who control him. The people of 
the City of Pittsburgh know him. At 
the last municipal election he received 
the highest vote of the councilmanic 
candidates. Therefore, his knowledge and 
his ability and his experience as a 
member of this Council, his wide knowl¬ 
edge of public affairs, his knowledge of 
working conditions, which he experienced 
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before he became a member oi this 
Council, the major problems that are 
now before the entire world, the eco¬ 
nomic home conditions, which he as the 
president of a large organization which 
has working men in every mill district 
in these United States and Canada, 
have gained for him the experience and 
the knowledge so necessary for a public 
olficial. 

It is necessary to have men of his 
ability in public office. Mr. Chairman, 
one of the other members of Council 
has been brief and that is what I in¬ 
tend to be. I have mentioned only a 
few of his qualiffcations, and some of 
hlB experience, and I wish you to re¬ 
member- his affiliations with an inde¬ 
pendent movement; his record as a 
member of this Council for all the 
years that he has been here, qualifies 
him in every sense of the word to All 
the honored position of the Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Therefore, Mr. Chairman, I wish to 
nominate Councilman P. J. McArdle. 

Mr. Englisk moved 

That the nominations close on 
the names of Mr. Herron and Mr. Mc- 
Aidle. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the Chair directed the clerk to 
call the roll on the names of Mr. Herron 
and Mr. McArdle.

And John S. Herron having received 
a majority of the votes of Council, was 
declared duly elected Mayor of the City 
of Pittsburgh to serve the unexpired 
term of Charles H. Kline, resigned. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman: Is it recorded 
that Mr. Herron has resigned as a mem¬ 
ber of Council? 

The Clerk (Robert Clark) said: 

He forfeits his office as a mem¬ 
ber of Council by reason of his elec¬ 
tion as Mayor, so the Law Department 
has advised me. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

I raised the question only be¬ 
cause of the very clear provision of the 
Act that—so long as he holds the office 
of Council, he is not eligible to any 
other office under the State or any sub¬ 
division thereof. If the President him¬ 
self, or the newly elected Mayor, is 
satisfied with the law as given to him. 
it is perfectly satisfactory to me. 

Mr. Garland arose and said: 

Why not resign orally? 

Mayor-elect Herron said: 

Gentlemen: There is no reason 
why we should have any friction. I 
will resign now. 

And Mr. Oliver presented

Which was read, received and filed, 
and on motion of Mr. Oliver, seconded 
by Mr. English, was accepted. 

And the Clerk introduced Hon. James 
R. Macfarlane, President Judge of the 
Common Pleas Court of Allegheny 
County, who administered the oath of 
office to John S. Herron, Mayor-elect. 
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And the Mayor, John S. Herron, arose 
and said: 

His Honor Judge MacFarlane, Mem¬ 
bers of this Convention, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

It is not my intention to at¬ 
tempt to make a long speech at this 
time, or to outline at any great length, 
the policies that I hope to he able to 
carry out. 

I am very grateful to the members 
of Council who elected me and I feel 
a deep sense of my responsibilities. I 
shall endeavor to conduct this office so 
as to bring credit, to you, as well as 
myself. 

My long association with you and my 
knowledge of municipal affairs have 
laught me that very little can be ac¬ 
complished in the interests of the City 
of Pittsburgh without your cooperation. 

It is my hope that I shall be able to 
conduct this office so as to merit that 
cooperation. It is my Intention to con¬ 
sult with public-spirited citizens who 
have the interests of their City at 
heart and I hope to bring about a 
better understanding of our problems 
which are of interest to all the people. 

It is my hope that we will be able to 
bring about a spirit of public confi- 
dence in our Police Department and 
that we will obtain the high stand of 
service therefrom which the City de¬ 
serves. 

For the city employes, I have nothing 
but the highest regard, and I am quite 
sure that they will cooperate with me 
in accomplishing the results hoped for. 
'10 bring about a successful adminis¬ 
tration, it will require the united effort 
of all of the city employes. 

Words, after all, mean very little—ac¬ 
tion counts. I ask a suspension of 
judgment on the part of the skeptical 
until we are given time to demonstrate 
our slncereity of purpose. I am quite 
sure that those who really desire econ¬ 
omy and efficiency will be quite pleased 
with our actions. 

Again, gentlemen, allow me to thank 
you for this vote of confidence and to 
again voice the hope that we will be 
able to continue on for the best in¬ 
terests of our City. I thank you. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Just before this convention ad¬ 
journs, I have a happy thought. The 


members of Council feel that you have 
presided so faithfully over them that 
you might need a gavel to preside over 
your cabinet and it is my pleasure, on 
behalf of the members of Council, to 
give you this as their token of esteem. 

It is our hope that you will preside 
over your cabinet with the same degree 
of consideration as you have as the 
presiding officer of this body. 

Mayor John S. Herron said: 

I want to thank you very much, 
gentlemen, for this present. If it were 
a little harder, I could do better work 
with it; and if there is no further 
business this convention adjourns.

At the meeting on Monday we recessed 
to meet at 12:30 o’clock today. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

So that the Council is technic¬ 
ally still in meeting since last Monday, 
during which time you have the record 
reading as having another meeting of 
Council. 
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The Mayor said: 

There being no precedent for 
Council, Mr. McArdle, the Law Depart¬ 
ment advised the City Clerk on our 
procedure. He had this call for a con¬ 
vention published and sent to you 
members, and if there is any mistake 
at all, it is because the Law Department 
wanted it legal, and in their desire to 
have it right they may have slipped. 
Is this a recess call, Mr. Clerk. 

The (’lerk (Mr. Clark) said: 

The Council asked for a recess 
until 12:30 today, and you as President 
called a special meeting for that hour, 
so that we would not have a double 
meeting, and to be certain as to the 
proper procedure it was done both ways. 
All the members of Council are present 
and it would be in order, even though 
you had no call. 

The Mayor said: 

When we have the unanimous 
consent of Council, it is not necessary 
to issue a call. 


Mr. Anderson arose and said: 

I move that we reconvene and 
consider the bond. I think the reason 
for the recess was to receive and ap¬ 
prove the bond of newly elected Mayor. 
That is all that is necessary to be done. 

Mr. English moved 

That the convention be now ad¬ 
journed. 

The Mayor said: 

Before you do that, allow me 
to present the first president of Coun¬ 
cil, a gentleman who has served you in 
the City and State, a gentleman who is 
well over eighty years. He has come to 
honor us on this occasion. I want to 
introduce to you, Senator John M. 
Goehring, our first president of Council. 
Unlike Mr. English, the gentleman is 
bashful and does not care to speak. 

And the question recurring on the

I might say, 
too, at this time, of course realizing 
my own responsibilities, that the re¬ 
sponsibilities of the President of Coun¬ 
cil, after all, are no greater than the 


I want to point out to the members 
of Council, particularly those who voted 
for Mr. Herron, my opinion regarding 
their responsibility. As to those who 
did not vote for him, I take it, did 
not do so as an expression of their per¬ 
sonal opposition toward him; but for 
all of us, I want to impress upon this 
Council and the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh that the newly elected Mayor 
has become Mayor by virtue of Council 
having exercised Its function under the 
law of the State. Therefore, in a great 
measure the Council is responsible to 
the people of Pittsburgh for this new 
Mayor. 

Therefore, by reason of the responsi¬ 
bility placed upon us by the Act of 
Assembly, it seems to me that, person¬ 
ally, each one of us must assume some 
of that Mayor’s responsibility. It ‘ Is 
exactly like when we elected City Con¬ 
trollers. After Mr. Morrow died we 
elected Mr. Henderson, then Mr. Evans, 
and following him Dr. Kerr. In all 
these the Council was responsible for 
the men Council had chosen. 












































It seems to me that if we will keep 
that fact in mind and knowing Mr. 
Herron as I do, I feel that we now have 
a Mayor who realizes that there is a 
distinct line between the legislative and 
executive branches of the city govern¬ 
ment. He will be our chief administra¬ 
tor. We make the laws and it is the 
duty of the executive to carry them 
out. At the same time, through confer¬ 
ences and cooperation, there is no rea- 
1 son under the sun why we cannot sit 

together, politically or not. at least in 
the duties to which we are sworn to 
fulfill to the best of our ability, to 
i give this new Mayor all the help, aid 

and cooperation we can. 

Certainly we all make mistakes. When 
executive appointments are sent to 
Council for confirmation it is the duty 
of Council to approve or disapprove 
them. If you will refer to the record 
you will see that Council has in most 
every Instance extended its cooperation 
to the Chief Executive and approved 
these appointments, so that we are 
obliged to work with the tools given 
us. We should approach this new deal 
for Pittsburgh with full confidence in 
Mayor Herron. If all of us will lend 
our efforts for the welfare of the City 
of Pittsburgh, and If the public will 
extend to us the same degree of co¬ 
operation as they are lending to the 
national government under these trying 
circumstances, then I think we will 
J have success. 

Chair said:

Mr, President: I just want to 
make one request on the new President, 
in line with his declared policy; that 
is, between now and Monday, or the

In answer to your oral request re¬ 
garding the pavement which settled on 
the north flank of Arlington avenue, 
adjacent to the side of the west abut¬ 
ment of Mt. Washington Roadway Ex¬ 
tension, please be advised that the 
foundations for this abutment extend¬ 
ed a great many feet below the sur¬ 
face of Arlington avenue and that It 


was necessary to carry out extensive ex¬ 
cavation at the location for the proper 
construction of this abutment. 

During the course of the work a 
minor slide developed at this location 
which somewhat undermined the side¬ 
walk area and part of the flank of 
Arlington avenue. When the contractor 
made the backfill between the new 
abutment walls and Arlington avenue 
he endeavored to pack slag back under 
the pavement, and did actually place 
I material back there to the best of his 
ability. 

Although the pavement of this fiank 
settled a few inches after this, the coxi- 
dition was not considered dangerous t:) 
the traveling public and it was be¬ 
lieved that the backfill as placed was 
sufficient to hold the existing paving 
until the contract for surfacing the 
roadway would be let, 1, e., sometime 
in April. 

An investigation last week revealed 
the fact, however, that this paving had 
settled an additional one foot or fifteen 
inches resulting in a hazard to the 
traveling public. Immediate steps were 
taken by the Division of Bridges tj 
barricade this section of Arlington 
avenue to prevent additional accidents.

Mr. President:—I am not ob^ 
jecting to the audit being made, but 
the point I want understood is that we 
have a piece of legislation before us 
now, which would indicate to be a move 
on the part of Council to authorize the 
employment of these accountants. The 
legislation comes to us without the ap¬ 
proval of the Controller, whose duty it 
is to audit the accounts of these offi¬ 
cers without first being on record. The 
responsibility rests with the Controller 
and not Council, and I want him to 
say what it will cost. It requires no 
action on the part of Council in the 
case of both of these vacancies to make 
an audit of the offices referred to.

Tlie enclosed ordinance was considered 
by the Traction Conference Board at a 
meeting held May 4 th, 1933, and is 
recommended for your favorable con¬ 
sideration : 

"Authorizing and directing the 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh 
to make, execute and deliver for 
and on behalf of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh an agreement with the Phil¬ 
adelphia Company and Pittsburgh 
Railways Company, supplementing 
and amending the agreement be¬ 
tween the same parties dated De¬ 
cember 20, 1921, as supplemented 
by an agreement dated March 31, 
1924, which agreement of December 
20, 1921, provides among other 

things for the creation of a Trac¬ 
tion Conference Board, so as to con¬ 
tinue the original agreement in 
force for an additional period of 
two (2) years from the flrst day of 
February, 1934." 

The existing agreement between the 
City of Pittsburgh and Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company expires February 1st, 
1934, having then been in effect for a 
period of ten years. During this ten- 
year period the gross revenues of the 
company have declined from $22,000,000 
in 1925 to $12,700,000 in 1932. Gross 
revenues in 1929 were $20,300,000. The 
estimated gross revenue for 1933 is 
$11,400,000. 

This severe loss of revenue since 1929 
has placed the company in such a posi¬ 
tion that it cannot maintain the serv¬ 
ice and also pay the full annual charges 
on the outstanding debt obligations 
against the property. 

It would be advisable for the City and 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company to 
enter into a new long term contract 
on the service-at-cost principle, such a 
contract would rest largely upon the 
determination of two factors: Property 
value and the ability to forecast future 
earnings. The Industrial and financial 
conditions existing today, are such that 
it would be unwise and practically im¬ 
possible to devise the terms of such a 
contract covering any material length 
of time because of the unknown and 
uncertain condition of business and 
finance during the next year or two. 


The property today appears to face two 
alternatives, either a receivership or. If 
possible, a financial reorganization. Such 
reorganization if accomplished, must be 
carried out in the immediate future. 
Railways is of the opinion that the 
assurance of a continuance of the pres¬ 
ent relations with the City is an essen¬ 
tial element in securing certain needed 
support in favor of such reorganization. 

In view of the fact that times and 
conditions are such that no agreement 
covering a long period Of time can be 
intelligently entered into at this time, 
it is believed by the Board that the 
matter of a financial reorganization can 
best be handled and disposed of by con¬ 
tinuing the terms of the present agree¬ 
ment over a period of two years beyond 
tne date of its present expiration. 

The Pittsburgh Railways Company Is 
made up of three main underlying sys¬ 
tems, in the order of their financial im¬ 
portance, they are as follows: The Con¬ 
solidated, The United and the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways. Expressed in general 
terms, Consolidated serves that part of 
the City between the Allegheny and 
Monongahela rivers from the point 
eastwardly, United covers the North 
Side and the South Side, Pittsburgh 
Railways serves the West End territory. 
The importance of maintaining the uni¬ 
fied operation of these three main sys¬ 
tems has been outlined in a previous 
report and is obvious. It is believed 
that a receivership at the present time 
would undoubtedly result in the break¬ 
ing up of the present unified street car 
system into its underlying units, the 
abandonment of non-paying lines and 
the consequent cessation of service on 
a large percentage of the present oper¬ 
ating lines. It is believed and generally 
accepted in disinterested transportation 
circles that mass transportation in cities 
the size of Pittsburgh cannot be suc¬ 
cessfully accomplished except by the 
operation of street cars. 

With these facts in view, the Board 
is of the opinion that it is advisable 
to lend every possible 'assistance to 
Railways in its efforts to avoid a re¬ 
ceivership and that the extension of 
the terms of the present contract over 
the time requested is necessary in order 
to assist in the attempted financial re¬ 
organization. The Board therefore rec- 
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ommends the passage of the appropri¬ 
ate legislation.

total of 71,000 families in Allegheny 
County are being taken care of by the 
Allegheny Emergency Relief Association 
and that approximately 36,000 families 
are receiving aid and assistance from 
other charitable, and industrial ; relief 
organizations. 

These stupendous figures require im¬ 
mediate consideration of the Legisla¬ 
tive, as well as the Executive br&nch 
of the City of Pittsburgh, 

It is my thought that we should im¬ 
mediately proceed, so far as it is In 
our power, to relieve this situation and 
I would respectfully suggest that you 
gentlemen authorize an expenditure' of 
$300,000 chargeable to Peoples. Bond*'Is¬ 
sues, so that we may be able to relieve 
some of this distress. With co-operation 
on the part of the City and the Wel- 
lare groups, we will be able to bring 
some slight measure of hope to these 
our unfortunate fellow citizens. We will 
work with the Welfare groups and feel 
as though the Department . of Public 
Works can provide, with our unim¬ 
proved streets, parks and recreational 
centers, a sufficient amount of wovk to 
justify this expenditure, and. .1 there¬ 
fore request that you pass the neces¬ 
sary legislation at once.

Mr. .McArriU' arose and said: 

Mr. President: Why was that 
bill held up? .. 

The Chair said: 

It was held up last week for a 
report from the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 

Mir. Eni^llsli arose and said: 

... Mr. President: Why does any¬ 
body’ need a report on an ordinance 
like this? 

The Chair said: 

Recaasp some member of Coun¬ 
cil asked for the Information it contains. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President: Is the bill on 
second reading?* ^ . 


The Chair said: 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

I want to raise a question. Is 
there an appropriation against which 
these contracts are to be charged? 

The Chair said: 

They don’t recite any here. 

Mr. Oliver arose and said: 

The costs are to be charged 
against the $300,000,00 for the unem¬ 
ployed, an ordinance for which we are 
introducing in Council today. 

Mr. English said: 

This Is a general authorization; 
in cr.se any work is done it is charge¬ 
able against the bonds to be provided 
for in the ordinance presented today. 

The Chair said: 

The Clerk will please read the 
ordinance again. 

And the Clerk again read BUI No. 
2221. 

Mr. Anderson arose and said: 

Mr. Pre.sident: In the'Commit¬ 
tee on Finance when the ordinance was 
up for action, a motion was adopted 
that the Department of Public Works 
furnish a report as to who was to oper¬ 
ate these shovels. That Ls why it was 
held up. 

The Chair said: 

Did you ask them to comment 
on that? 

Mr. Anderson said: 

Yes, sir; I asked Mr. Reppert 
two or three times if there were not 
certain firms who would hire equipment 
like that without hiring the employes. 
It is the contention of the labor unions 
that this equipment when hired should 
be hired without the operators. That 
Is their objection. 

Mr. English said: 

Mr. President; I think we can 
readily explain that to the labor dele¬ 
gations. This ordinance does not men¬ 
tion the labor item. It says for “the 
rental of concrete buckets, concrete 
buggies, clam shell buckets, air compres¬ 
sors, cranes, rock drills, pavement 
breakers, pumps, road rollers, power saw 
rigs, gasoline shovels, tractors, concrete 
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mixers» drill steel, pneumatic tampers, 
belt conveyors, derricks, pile drivers, 
motor trucks, wheel scrapers and any 
other construction equipment which 
may be necessary for the proper per¬ 
formance of the work.” It doesn't say 
anything about wages. That Is a policy 
to be decided after you decide to do 
this work. This is a general authoriza¬ 
tion in case any funds are appropriated, 
and I understand an ordinance was 
presented today for $300,000.00 for un¬ 
employed relief projects. We must have 
something like this preliminary to the 
awarding of a contract. I think we 
should pass this ordinance. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

Mr. President: That is opposite 
to what the gentleman told us. They 
do not do it that way, and we asked 
for a report from the department to 
see whether it can be done that way. 
That is what we asked Mr. Reppert. I 
do not care who receives the contract; 
I am not interested in that; I am de¬ 
sirous of knowing if in the securing of 
this equipment, the hiring of the oper¬ 
ators is included. 

The Chair said: 

Did you ask for a report, Mr. 

Clark? 

The Clerk (Mr. Clark) said: 

The report was asked for by the 
Finance Committee, and when the ordi¬ 
nance came up in Council, you held it 
up because the report asked for was 
not here. That is the report which was 
Just read. 

Mr. English said: 

What was the question directed 
to the Director? 

The Clerk said: 

The letter was sent by the Fi¬ 
nance Committee. At a meeting of the 
Committee on March 21, 1933, Mr. Gar¬ 
land moved to refer to the Director of 
the Department of Public Works for a 
report of the amount of equipment and 
the length of time it will be required, 
and the cost. That is the endorsement 
on the bill. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

I know the repor*" doesn’t say 
that. There is nothing In the report to 
that effect. 


Mr. English said: 

Even if there were a report like 
that, they couldn’t decide the ques¬ 
tion under this authorization. If we 
don’t do any work this year, it will 
not obligate the City in any manner. 
If, on the other hand, the City should 
do work to help otit on this unemploy¬ 
ment situation, such work as was done 
on the Mt. Washington Roadway, for 
Instance, the department will require 
certain kinds of machinery. However 
I don’t anticipate a Job of that size. 
It might be the raising of the streets 
In the North Side Flood District, al¬ 
though I think that should be a con¬ 
tract Job. -’That policy has not yet 
been determined, and that policy will 
be fixed at the time we determine to 
do the work. The department must 
have some sort of authorization to let 
them do anything at all. and it Is 
necessary to pass this ordinance before 
we provide the money. If we don’t pro¬ 
vide the money, you will not need this. 
Generally, when you try to do some¬ 
thing 10 days or two weeks delay is 
occasioned awaiting the passage of the 
necessary authorization legislation, and 
in the rush something is overlooked. 

The Chair said: 

Why not pass this ordinance 
today and take up the details later, if 
we can satisfy you Mr. Anderson? 

Mr. Anderson said: 

You cannot satisfy me. If you 
want to pass it without the report, it 
will be satisfactory to me. 

The Chair said: 

Let us send for Mr. Schiipp end 
find out Just what inquiry he directed 
to the Director. 

The Clerk (Mr. Clark) said: 

The endorsement on the back 
of the ordinance reads, ‘‘March 21, 1933 
—Mr. Garland moved to refer to the 
Director of Public Works for a report 
of the amount of equipment and the 
length of time It will be required.” 

The Chair said: 

That Is nothing mentioned 
about operators. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

Under this bill as drawn they 
cannot rent equipment and hire men 
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to operate the equipment. They make 
no mention of the operators. If that is 
luwii- lUveiivion or not, I don’t know. 

The Chair said: 

I don’t helievc they could rent 
operators. Mr. Anderson. What do you 
want us to do? I don’t think there is 
any great huny in passing this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Mr. Ainlerson said: 

I don’t think it will hurt to 
lay it over until we get the information 
asked for. 

The Clialr said: 

What do you want to get? 

Mr. Aiulersoii said: 

Information why It is necessary 
to be done and the amount of equip¬ 
ment required and the length of time it 
will be required. 

The Chair said: 

Let us send for Mr. Benner, the 
City Solicitor. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

Let them tell us how they are 
going to rent the equipment and the 
amount. 

Mr. Garland said: 

Mr, President: The question was 
asked last week for specific information. 
That information has not been furnished 
us. Personally, I don’t think the thing 
is legal. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

I beg to differ with the gentle¬ 
man. If he is serious when he made 
that motion, If it is credited to Mr. 
Garland, it was a silly question, in my 
opinion, to ask the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works how much 
money he proposes to spend for the 
rental of equipment. If that question 
were asked it Is silly. How can the 
Director tell the Ckjuncil what amount 
of equipment will be required until the 
Council tells him how much money we 
are going to allow him to spend? If 
he is going to do One Hundred Thou¬ 
sand Dollars worth of Improvement 
work, of course, he then could inform 
us how much of that will be spent on 
the rental of equipment. Since there is 
no ordinance before Council for doing 
the work, that information could not be 
furnished, The ordinance before Coun¬ 


cil today is a general authorization or¬ 
dinance to permit the Director to go 
out and ask for bids on furnishing this 
equipment, so that when money is 
available, he will be in a position to 
promptly engage the low bidders to 
furnish the equipment required. There¬ 
fore, I cannot see any reason for raising 
these questions at this time.. Any per¬ 
son familiar with awarding of city con¬ 
tracts knows, under the law. that the 
Director must advertise for proposals 
and award the contract or contracts to 
the lowest responsible bidder. If this 
bill becomes a law, it will permit the 
department to ask fot these bids and 
be in a position to engage the eq\ilp- 
ment as the work progresses. This then 
will be done in a legal manner. 

Mr. Garlaml said: 

Mr. President: I would like the 
Clerk to read the question asked last 
week. 

The Clerk (Mr. Clark) read: 

‘Tn Finance Committee, March 
21, 1933, Bill Read and Mr. Garlan'J 
moved to refer to the Director of tae 
Department of Public Works for a re¬ 
port of the amount of equipment and 
the length of time it will be required.” 

Mr. Garland said: 

There is nothing silly about 
that question, and if he says Council 
fixes this amount he Is mistaken. We 
asked the Department how much It will 
cost. That does not mean the exact 
amount; what we wanted is the approx¬ 
imate amount required for this equip¬ 
ment. Certainly that is a fair question. 
There is nothing silly about it, except 
the gentleman’s talk. Mr. President, we 
asked for that Information, and I ex¬ 
pect to get it in writing for the record. 
It was asked for last week, and we 
should have the answer in no uncertain 
way. He ought to be able to say ap¬ 
proximately what It will cost, $2 000, 
$5,000 or $10,000. Council is entitled 
to a reply to its question. There is 
nothing silly about it. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: I would like to 
answer the gentleman’s question. If the 
Council does not make any appropria¬ 
tion, how can they answer tlic ques¬ 
tion? 
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Mr. Garland said: 

Why was the ordinance brought 
in? 

Mr. BngltKli said: 

Why did you bring it in? 
Mr.Garland said: 

Why was the ordinance brought 
in? 

Mr. English said: 

You are begging the question. 
Mr. Garland said: 

I am asking the Council. 

Mr. English said: 

There is no answer. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Let us see If there cannot be 
an answer. This ordinance is absolutely 
premature. It is proposed to let a con¬ 
tract for which no funds have been 
provided to make a charge against, and 
it is in anticipation of an appropria¬ 
tion. The bill to make which appropri¬ 
ation is introduced in Council today, 
and haste is urged because of that, and 
the bill introduced today, making the 
appropriation, is introduced at the same 
time that the bill is introduced to sell 
bonds from which to get the money to 
make the $300,000.00 appropriation. 
There Is not anything in here to base 
this thing 'on at all; there cannot be 
until first the bonds are sold and the 
funds provided. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: The last speaker 
is right. I am glad he sees what we 
are trying to do. We are trying to give 
the Department of Public Works auth¬ 
ority in a legal and proper way, so that 
if and when it is possible to give them 
any bond money, they will be ready to 
do the work. If we pass this they can 
go ahead and put out proposals, regard¬ 
less of whether they have any money 
to pay for it or not at the time they 
engage the services of this equipment, 
J\)st as we do in damage cases when 
Improving streets. If we discover that 
no work will be done, we can rescind 
our action and no money is wasted, 
except a small amount for printing the 
ordinance. We can do this in a legal 
way, and the Director can ask for bids 
for the rental of clam shell shovels for 
a month. Why should we stand here 


wasting our time waiting for reports 
from the department as to how much 
money they are going to spend when 
they do not know whether we are going 
to give them any money at all. Why 
does the gentleman persist in asking 
for this information? It looks to me 
like a deliberate obstruction, and I am 
going to treat it as such. 

Mr, McArdle said: 

I wonder who will worry about 

that? 

Mr. Oliver arose and said: 

The unemployed. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

The unemployed cannot worry 
about something that has not been fi¬ 
nanced. This bill could readily pass if 
the Council wanted to pass it if it had 
an appropriation against which to 
charge it. To urge haste in the name of 
the unemployed is to Ignore the facts; 
and the Controller will tell you that it 
will take three or four weeks from next 
Monday—not today—if we do pass this 
bond ordinance—before money is in the 
treasury. Everybody around here knows 
that. 

Mr. English said: 

We are working on a plan to 
beat that by half the time the gentle¬ 
man says. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

I will not say anything further 

on that. 

Mr. President I desire the courtesy 
of the floor on a question of personal 
privilege, I am called out of the meet¬ 
ing to a case in Court, and I merely 
want to say if I were here when the 
roll is taken, if it comes to a roll, I 
would vote against it: and if I were 
here when Bill Nos, 2442 and 2429 are 
up for final passage, I would vote neg¬ 
atively on each of them, 

Mr. Oliver said: 

Do you want this bill delayed 
for a week? 

Mr. McArdle said: 

No, sir. 

At this time Mr. Thos. M. Benner, 
First Assistant City Solicitor, and Mr. 
Charles M. Reppert, Chief Engineer, De¬ 
partment of Public Works, appeared.

The Chair said: 

Mr. Reppert, you presented this 
bill to Council. Can you tell Council 
the amount of money you will require 
for the hiring of equipment? 

Mr. Iteppert said: 

Mr. President and Members of 
Council: Whatever the requirements of 
the Department are to carry out the 
authorization of Council, I cannot fur¬ 
nish that information at this time. It 
is difficult to advise you Just how much 
money will be spent for the hiring of 
equipment when we do not know how 
much will be available for improvement 
projects on which this equipment will 
be used. This authorization is merely 
desired for the purpose of permitting 
the Department to send out for pro¬ 
posals, such as we do in taking annual 
olds for materials. However, this is for 
a six months’ period. We take these 
bids for six month.s, and this is more 
to have the bids taken and the low 
bidders determined so that when we 
need this equipment we can put it to 
work. It takes some little time to ad¬ 
vertise for bids and award the contracts. 
You will notice in the ordinance “that 
the rentals shall be and the same are 
hereby made payable from the funds 
which have been or may be from time 
to time appropriated for the construc¬ 
tion of improvements by city forces.” 

Mr. English said: 

Mr. Benner, Is that language all 

right? 

Mr. Benner said: 

Yes sir. 

Mr. CUmnelley said: 

Is that perfectly legal? 

Mr. Benner said: 

If there is no money set up. 
it does not mean anything. 

Mr. Reppert said: 

When this bill was in commit¬ 
tee. it was my understanding that a 
motion was introduced in the form of a 
request from one of the Labor Union— 
Mr. McGrath— 

Mr. Anderson said: 

Mr. Dagnall— 

Mr. Reppert said: 

Mr. Dagnall, It was my under¬ 


standing that action on this bill was 
held up until the report was made, and 
the Department of Public Works sub¬ 
mitted a report. Briefly, the situation 
is this: As we have been advertising 
lor bids, we included all cost for equip¬ 
ment; that is, the successful bidder 
must furnish the equipment, insurance, 
operators for the equipment, furnish all . 
repairs, fuel, oil and that includes all 
operating costs. The policy the Labor 
Union would like us to follow would 
be to rent the equipment without the 
operator, In which ca*e the city would 
furnish the operator, and that brings 
up the question of liability and damage 
to the equipment, which the city under 
that policy might have to assume. It 
was our policy, and we were very care¬ 
ful about the terms, that the equip¬ 
ment be delivered on the work and the 
bidder assumes all responsibility for Its 
operation. Our position is that the 
bidder is made responsible for every¬ 
thing; it absolves the city from the pos¬ 
sibility of a lot of charges for the up¬ 
keep or repairs of damages to the equip¬ 
ment. It is simply a matter of policy 
that we submit to you. 

Mr. English said: 

Could you adopt their policy? 

Mr. Reppert said: 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. English said: 

If we passed this ordinance and 
decided to tell you that we want to 
rent the equipment only, can you do 
that? 

Mr. Reppert said: 

Yes, sir; we can do It either 

way. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

There is no firm bidder whose 
men have had experience? 

Mr. Reppert said: 

I would not say that we could 
not get them. We can only determine 
that by stating this. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

Our experience in the past has 
been that the work was done this way 
and even on this Mt. Washington Road¬ 
way Job diflerent equipment was hired 
and the men placed there without 
any experience to make repairs to the 
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equipment. It was Just reported to us 
these men were unable to take 
c^re of the equipment and they claimed 
they never had the experience. The 
1 epresentatives of the Union feelj this 
way, as they stated before this com" 
mlttee, that the City doing the work 
they have an understanding that they 
will employ the men and pay their 
wages, which they did not do under 
this condition. The objection is that 
you are doing it by City forces. If you 
are going to extremes in one way you 
should in another. If it is the policy 
of the department to rent equipment 
of this character, it should apply to 
work of this kind which you contem¬ 
plate doing. The same way with the 
laborer. It is generally known that 
contractors on government work are 
paying 25 cents an hour for labor, and 
the City is paying 45 to 55 cents an 
hour. They claim the same rights with 
regular employed members of these dif¬ 
ferent organizations. Now, I under¬ 
stood it was not from this department, 
but the Law Department that it was a 
question whether this equipment could 
be hired for that purpose. These com¬ 
mittees appeared before the Council two 
or three times. I think they ought to 
have another chance. If you don’t go 
along with that suggestion, you should 
tell him. These things have been lay¬ 
ing on the table and quarreled about 
at different times, and I suppose most 
of the work of this character is done 
on this particular job and now you 
contemplate doing another work and 
they want to know whether they are 
entitled to It. There is no question 
about the price. The price has been 
named. You know how many men will 
be required to operate the steam shov¬ 
els, specified or whatever the depart¬ 
ment contemplates using, and that is 
the question these men desire an¬ 
swered. On Saturday they inquired 
Just what will be done, and they saw 
In the papers that Council was going 
to spend this money, and If possible, 
some of their members want to benefit 
by it, and don’t try to tell the Law 
Department what to do. The matter 
has been referred to the Law Depart¬ 
ment. Mr. Dagnall told me that the 
Law Department says that we were just 
passing It over to them; that Council 
was passing the “buck”. 1 don’t like 
that kind of stuff. If they can answer 


this question, and if both departments 
are satisfied about the men, I think 
we should have their answer. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: I think it is un¬ 
fair to put the Council in such an 
embarrassing position. I don’t think 
the gentlemen who just spoke quite 
grasps the scope of this ordinance. I 
believe he believes me to be sincere and 
truthful when I saw that this is a 
general ordinance which is necessary In 
order to allow the department to do 
some work now, and he cannot on the 
one hand participate with this Council 
in trying to do some work, and on the 
other hand get credit from the Labor 
Union. I say to, him and the Labor 
Union, if this ordinance is passed, there 
are two things that can be done. We 
can either employ this machinery with 
an operator furnished by the lowest 
bidder or not, and write that in the 
specifications. The question that Mr. 
Anderson raises is not pertinent or 
germain to this at all, and I don’t 
mean to be discourteous to him when 
I say that. I think Mr, Benner of the 
Law Department will say that It is 
necessary to have this general authori¬ 
zation, and the policy to be pursued 
is whether or not we will rent ma¬ 
chinery from contractors who are un¬ 
employed and ought to get their fair 
share. We can determine that policy to 
rent the machinery with or without the 
operator, or we can do nothing at all. 
I think there is a lot of this machinery, 
such as saw rigs, gasoline shovels, etc., 
that will not be used. 

The Chair said: 

They are mostly trucks. 

Mr, English continued: 

And the policy can be set up 
in the specifications. We should pass 
this ordinance and give them some 
money and start work. Council can 
determine the policy later when they 
call the men in and say what wages 
they are going to pay the men on the 
job. Why not proceed with this work? 
I don’t accuse Mr. Anderson of being 
an obstructionist, but I think his ques¬ 
tion can be properly answered and the 
manner of doing the work arranged in 
conference with the Labor Union and 
the Director; we can bring them into 
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Council and work out a program that 
will be harmonious. No work can be 
dons unless we give them some money. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

I don’t want any credit for vot¬ 
ing for or against it. I don’t care what 
they do about it. I know as much 
about it as the men do. . From experi¬ 
ence in the past it is wrong in prin¬ 
ciple; there is nothing right about it. 

I know how the men were hired and 
know the reason and know the kind of 
men and know what the Director did 
on the job we are talking about. I 
am not going to vote for it, and don't 
look to both sides for credit in doing 
so. If any credit is coming to any 
members of Council, they can have it. 
It is all right. I will not quarrel about 
that either, but I am not looking for 
credit for anything I am opposed to, 
and I consistently opposed this method 
of letting out work. Therefore, I can¬ 
not get credit from that side. I am 
not looking for credit. I am as much 
Interested in labor unions as any man 
in the movement. On the other hand 
on this work I don’t agree with the 
majority of Council, and I have no 
quarrel with them because of their 
stand. I merely want to make myself 
clear in my opposition to it. Therefore, 
I am not looking for credit. I am Just 
as honest on this as any other member, 
and I don’t want credit for something 
I do here, 

Mr. Kiiglish said: 

Assuming that it would be sat¬ 
isfactorily arranged that we would hire 
men consistent with the Union scale, 
would you vote for this ordinance after 
that? 

Mr. Anderson said: 

I don’t know that I would. 

Mr. English said: 

You said you are opposed to 
the ordinance? 

Mr. Anderson said; 

I told you that there was a 
committee here, and I am not going to 
stand here and argue for or against 
them. This committee came here and 
spoke to Mr, Reppert and to someone 
In the Law Department. That is all I 
am calling your attention to; I am not 
demanding anything. 


The Chair said: 

Are there any further remarks? 

Mr. Coiinelley arose and said: 

Mr. President* I hope we will 
get somewhere on this. The citizens 
voted for $2,000,000 bond relief fund. 
In order to expedite this, we were try¬ 
ing to get somewhere and do something 
for the unemployed. The people want 
work and need work, and I think we 
are trying to give them work. I don’t 
want to do anything with my vote 
which is not legal, and I asked the Law 
Department about it, and they said it 
is absolutely legal. When Mr. Anderson 
says he does not want credit for any¬ 
thing he does here, we know he does 
not want credit. We know he is honest 
and sincere, and I believe, like Mr. 
English, he is honest in this. Let us 
stop quibbling. I want to call the 
Chairman’s attention to the gentleman 
on my left who is always interrupting 
me: some day I will answer him. In 
this what we are after, Is to get soma- 
I thing done for the people. We have 
been wrangling long enough on this. 

Mr. Garland arose and said: 

Mr. President: Will Mr, McArdle 
be recorded as voting No on this bill? 

Mr. English said: 

Mr. President: He didn’t ask to 
be recorded as voting against the bill. 
A’^vbody familiar with parliamentary 
law, knows that such a request could 
lAoc be granted. Such a question is 
silly. 

Mr. Garland said: 

Mr. President: Mr. McArdle 
asked the courtesy of the floor and 
asked to be recorded as voting No on 
this bill. There is nothing silly about 
the question and there is not a gentle¬ 
man In Council who would say that the 
question Is not a proper one. 

Mr. English said: 

Mr. President: Mr. McArdle In 
his statement asked the courtesy of 
the floor on a question of personal 

privilege for the purpose of inserting in 
the record his statement that if he were 
present he would vote against the bill. 
He didn’t ask to be recorded as vot- 

1 Ing No when the roll was taken. In 

I order to clarify the matter, I would 
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suggest that the stenographer read what 
Mr. McArdle said. 

(The statement of Mr. McArdle was 
read).

Mr. President: Here is what I 
think we should do. We should give 
Mr. McArdle the same courtesy as I 
would expect the Council to give me.

Subsequent to your favorable action 
on Ordinance No. 2444. providing for 
the letting of a contract for furnishing 
and installing automobile radios in au¬ 
tomobiles of the Bureau of Police, a 
bid has been received from a reliable 
company below the sum of $500.00. This 
bid includes the installation of the fif¬ 
teen (16) radios in question and allows 
the Department to keep the radios at 
present in the cars. 

As I stated in my letter of May 1st, 
this new type of radio is far superior 
to the old type and has all the ad¬ 
vantages to be found in modern auto¬ 
mobile radios.

FINANCIAL AID PLEDGED CITIES BY 
ROOSEVELT 

Tax Anticipation Loans to Save Centers 
Facing Ruin; Not Needed Here. 

WASHINGTON. May 6.—President 
Roosevelt has pledged federal aid to the 
great American cities now facing finan¬ 
cial ruin through depleted public 
treasuries, It was learned today. 

The President has agreed to include 
in the administration banking reform 
bill a section authorizing the cities to 
borrow for one year from Federal Re¬ 
serve Banks on tax anticipation war¬ 
rants. This will rescue such cities as 
Boston, New York. Philadelphia, Pitts¬ 
burgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Milwaukee, 
Chicago, and many others from their 
immediate financial plights, 

(There is no present indication that 
Pittsburgh will find it necessary to re¬ 
sort to a tax anticipation warrant 
scheme to meet the expenses of the 
current year, those familiar with the 
City’s fiscal affairs said.) 

PUSH R. P. C. LOAN 

The President also favored amend¬ 
ment of the law creating the Recon¬ 
struction Finance Corporation, so that 
cities can borrow from that agency. 
This relief may have to be furnished in 
a separate bill or may be Included in 
the banking reform measure. 

Complete agreement on all phases of 
the Glass-Steagall bill, with its provi¬ 
sions for federal Insurance of bank de¬ 
posits, meanwhile was announced by 


Senator Glass (Dem.), of Virginia. The 
bill will be reported by Senate and 
House committees early next week and 
rushed to enactment. 

The deposit insurance fund will be 
created by mutual contributions of 
$150,000 000 by the federal government 
the 12 Federal Reserve banks and by the 
hundreds of member banks of the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve system. 

The fund will be used to guarantee 
all deposits up to $10,000. It would take 
effect one year after enactment of the 
bill. Eventually, the federal government 
would withdraw and the fund would be 
maintained by contributions equal to 
one-half the surplus of Federal Reserve 
bauksj and one-half of 1 per cent of the 
deposits in member banks. 

BUSINESS DIVIDED 

Other provisions of the bill would 
compel member and national banks to 
divorce all business and Investment af¬ 
filiates. Another section would permit 
member and national banks to engage 
in branch banking within their city 
or county limits in states allowing 
branch banking by state banks. 

The municipal relief was won by a 
special committee of Mayors James M. 
Curley, of Boston; T. S. Walmsley, of 
New Orleans, and Daniel W. Hoan, of 
Milwaukee. They warned the President 
and congressional committees that 
scores of first-class cities would be 
bankrupt within 30 days unless the 
federal government provided loans for 
meeting current expenses. 

They declared the cities were unable 
to borrow from local banks, that tax 
collections were in default and that many 
cities would be unable to pay their 
police, firemen and other employes after 
July 1,

To the Honorable, the Members 
of Council. 

Gentlemen: 

At the request of the Committee on 


Public Works we went to Washington, 

D. C., on May 7, 1933, for a conference 
with the members of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and as observers 
between the Representatives of Allegheny 
County and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 

We are pleased to report that we at¬ 
tended these conferences on Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday and have received 
considerable and valuable information, 
and have especially made contacts with 
all those in authority, which will be of 
extreme importance at any future con¬ 
ference In this matter—knowing whom 
to consult. 

While our mission was one which re¬ 
sulted in considerable information and 
advantage for any future conference, 
we cannot report anything definite in. 
the way of help from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation under the present 
Wagner Bill, but we are hopeful that 
when the new Act is passed, which is 
now in a formative state, that it will be 
more flexible, and the Board of Directors 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corpor¬ 
ation will have greater discretionary 
power and broader liberties In the loan¬ 
ing of money, especially to municipali¬ 
ties. 

Under the present Act the Recon¬ 
struction Finance Corporation is not 
permitted to loan money except on self- 
liquidatlng projects adequately secured, 
at an interest charge of not less than 
5%. You cannot use funds of the Re¬ 
construction Finance Corporation except 
for construction, but the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has no authority 
to loan any money for highways, sewers, 
trunk sewers, or any project for which 
an assessment would be made against 
the property owners, as they have con¬ 
strued the assessment to be another 
means of taxation. This money cannot 
be used for the acquisition of property. 

No information can be learned of the 
conditions or the terms of the .new ad¬ 
ministration measure, as this is before 
the President and no one except the 
President and his advisors have any 
knowledge of same, and no information 
can be had as to the same until he 
sends his message to Congress with this 
legislation. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corpora¬ 
tion authorities do not look with favor 
upon public work being done by pri- 
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vate corporations. This In their Judg¬ 
ment Is a subterfuge and Is voiding the 
very thing that the government expects 
to carry out as a matter of business 
policy, and they feel that It will entail 
an extra expense upon the municipality 
carrying on work in this manner. Not¬ 
withstanding that they are averse as a 
matter of policy to having private cor¬ 
porations undertake pviblic projects, in 
the final analysis the political unit must 
be absolutely responsible for the repay¬ 
ment of sinking fund and Interest on 
such projects, and such charges are a 
direct obligation upon the municipality, 
and the only way the Reconstruction 
P'lnance Corporation will consider these 
items at all will be that the munici¬ 
pality shall incur the obligation of 
maintenance and upkeep, and any defici¬ 
encies in the income from them must 
be guaranteed by the municipality, 

A list of improvements was submitted 
to the authorities in Washington as was 
submitted to the conference of the 
Mayor and Council some days ago, and 
of all the projects that we had on our 
schedule the only one that would re¬ 
ceive any consideration from the Recon¬ 
struction Finance Corporation under the 
present Act was that which pertained 
to our water improvements, reservoirs 
and pipe lines. The other projects did 
not come within the scope or intent of 
the present law and the policy of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation.

In response to the motion of the 
Committee on Hearings of May 3rd, rel¬ 
ative to proposed wage adjustments at 
the Tuberculosis and Municipal Hospi¬ 
tals, the following information is sub¬ 
mitted. 

If the rate of the three stokers at 
each institution is incrcarjOd from $3.60 
to $5.75, or $2.15 per day, this will 


amount on a 365-day schedule to 
$784.75 per year for each man, or a 
total of $4,708.50 for the two institu¬ 
tions. Naturally if this increase in com¬ 
pensation is approved by Council it will 
reduce the present savings between gas 
and stokered coal by this amount. 

The Department of Health recom¬ 
mends that no change be made in the 
titles of these positions nor in the rate 
of compensation. 

Roughly speaking, there will be burned 
at the IHiberculosis Hospital not over 
2000 tons of coal per year, and at the 
Municipal Hospital not over 1000 tons 
per year, the work of firing consisting 
merely of shoveling the coal from the 
floor of the boiler room to the hopper 
of the automatic stoker. The weight of 
the clinker resulting from the burning 
of this coal should not exceed 10% of 
the weight of the coal burned, which 
would make the weight of coal to be 
shoveled into the automatic hopper 
and clinkers to be removed 2200 tons 
per year at the Tuberculosis Hospital 
and 1100 tons at the Municipal Hospi¬ 
tal, or about 700 tons per man at the 
Tuberculosis Hospital and 300 tons per 
man at the Municipal Hospital, less 
than 2 tons per day at the Tubercu¬ 
losis Hospital and less than 1 ton per 
day at the Municipal Hospital.

An Ordinance en¬ 
titled, “An Ordinance authorizing and 
directing the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh to make, oxecute and deliver 
for and on behalf of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh an agreement with the Philadel¬ 
phia Company and Pittsburgh Railways 
Company, supplementing and amending 
the agreement between the same parties 
dated December 20, 1921, as supplement¬ 
ed by an agreement dated March 31, 
1924, which agreement of December 20, 
1921, provides among other things for 
the creation of a Traction Conference 
Board, so as to continue the original 
agreement In force for an additional 
period of two (2) years from the first 
day of February, 1934.” 

Which was read, 

Mr. McArdle moved 

A suspension of the rule to 
allow the second and third readings and 
final passage of the bill. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the bill was read a second time, 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—On Bill No. 2489, 
being the ordinance providing for the 
extension of the agreement between the 
City of Pittsburgh and the Philadelphia 
Company and the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company, I think It should be said that, 
in considering this bill, the members 
of Council had only In mind the in¬ 
terests of the citizenship of Pittsburgh, 
insofar as it Is concerned by preserving 
the integrity of one operating company 
of the railways properties within our 
city; and we are mindful of the fact 
that under existing conditions It would 
not be at all favorable to a satisfactory 
agreement to negotiate and enter into 
a new agreement within the time that 
the present agreement has to live. 

I think we had before us during the 
conferences and committee consideration 
of this bill substantially every point 
that has been raised in the communi¬ 
cation from the Allied Boards of Trade, 
with possibly one exception, that con¬ 
cerning the rate paid by the Railways 
Company for electric current. 

With respect to that, I take it that 
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that would not necessarily have any 
part In the question whether we should 
or should not extend that agreement, 
for the reason that that rate, I take it, 
is the rate fixed by schedule on file with 
the Public Service Commission by the 
company furnishing the electricity, and 
its reasonableness would be subject to 
attack on the city’s part at any time 
regardless of whether this agreement 
was extended or allowed to remain as it 
is, or terminated; and hence Is not an 
essential point to argue for the allow- 
ance of this agreement to be terminated 
on the date fixed by it. 

All of us are mindful, I think, that 
neither the City nor any one else in 
particular, is in position to control 
the situation that confronts our rail¬ 
ways transportation system, and it is 
by no means to be considered as Just 
a matter in which the city as a cor¬ 
poration, having some financial Interest 
in this agreement, and the railways 
company, an operating corporation, hav¬ 
ing a financial interest in the operation 
of the properties; but It must be con¬ 
sidered in the light of one of the prime 
essentials to the permanent prosperity 
of Pittsburgh, that it shall have some 
adequate, major mass transportation 
facilities; and the thought that actuat¬ 
ed, I think, every member of Council 
(insofar as they have, up to this min¬ 
ute, expressed agreement with this bill), 
was that of affording an opportunity of 
preserving the system upon the best 
terms that may be made for the best 
interests of those whom they serve as 
well as the city and community as a 
whole, because on those our entire pros¬ 
perity depends; and we have looked at 
it from that angle, rather than from 
the angle of any financial obligation 
that might rest upon the Railways Com¬ 
pany towards the City, as referred to 
in the communication that we have re¬ 
ceived from the Allied Boards of Trade. 

I make this statement, because I 
think the importance of it needs some 
clarifying comment. 

Mr. ronnelley arose and said: 

Mr. President:—hope the 
Allied Boards of Trade will be furnished 
a copy of Mr. McArdle’s statement, and 
have it broadcast with their members 
because we are suffering Just as much 
as they are in all points of the City.

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: It has been my 
pleasure on several occasions during the 
past twenty years to accept the respon¬ 
sibilities placed upon a member of 
Council by the power of the Legislature, 
which permits the Council to fill vacan¬ 
cies which occur from lime to time. 

I want to say, with all seriousness at 
my command, that since I have been a 
member I never voted for a man to 
lake a place In this Council unless I 
thought he would measure up to the 
terrific responsibilities of the office. I 
do not want to take your time to go 
over the number of men, perhaps nine 
or ten, within the last twenty years I 
have been In Council (and the life of 
the Council of Nine being twenty-two 
years) who were elected to fill vacan¬ 
cies in this body. During all these years 
I have never voted to bring into our 
ranks a man whom the people could not 
respect, and the actions and votes of 
the new councilman from that time 
forth were absolutely his own. 

The man whom It is a pleasure 
for me to nominate today, Is a man 
who has not sought the office; but the 
office has sought the man. 

We were criticized for taking too long 
a time to fill the vacancy In Council 
caused by the elevation of President 
Herron to the office of Mayor. 

I want to say for my part if this 
gentleman is elected, he will come into 
Council with clean hands. He is not 
under a single promise of any kind, 
and he can take the oath of office, feel¬ 
ing secure that whatever he does or says 
in this Council, will be his own re¬ 
sponsibility “as he shall answer to God 
In the last great day.” 

Mr. President, If this Council has done 
nothing In the twenty-two years of its 
existence, the people of Pittsburgh 
should be Informed that the type of 
men brought into this Council by the 
votes of the members, have been men | 


of exceedingly high character; men of 
whose acts in public life we need not 
be ashamed and of their private life 
there is no criticism. If we continue 
this policy and the members of Council 
will do the work which they sought 
when they asked the public to vote for 
them, we will be doing our. duty. We 
may suffer from political storms and 
suffer unjust criticism, but if we mea¬ 
sure up to our work I feel sure that 
the people who criticize us unjustly will 
eventually face about and give credit 
where credit is due. 

With that feeling in my heart and 
in my mind, I take pleasure in pre¬ 
senting the name of the man I have In 
mind. I hope he will receive all the 
votes of Council for this election. 1 
am proud to say that no man in Coun¬ 
cil controls the vote of any other man. 
Even though the vote may not be unan¬ 
imous for the man I nominate, let it 
be said that we have always brought 
into this Council a man of Intelligence, 
experience, a man who is respected and 
has the courage of his convictions. The 
man, whose name I will present, has 
long served the City of Pittsburgh In 
his private capacity; and I have a clear 
recollection that within the past fifteen 
years, he has appeared before Council on 
many occasions petitioning for certain 
things for the good of the City of 
Pittsburgh. I have in mind that terri¬ 
fic problem of Traffic Regulation which 
has been thrust upon municipalities by 
the automobile and the popularity of 
that machine. In this man, we have 
one who is thoroughly acquainted with 
traffic conditions—a man who has 
worked day and night, giving of his 
own time from his business and from 
his family, to help soothe the outraged 
feelings brought about In the down¬ 
town district by those who felt they 
had a grievance because of the traffic 
regulations. As anyone who knows any¬ 
thing of the traffic conditions existing 
In our city by reason of the high cost 
of Improvements in this hilly city of 
ours, and the chagrin and annoyance 
caused our people by these traffic regu¬ 
lations, will realize that we are trying 
to do the greatest good for the greatest 
number; and that after all Is the real 
answer of government Itself. Anyone 
who knows the real traffic problems 
facing our city, knows that In this man. 
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we are seleccing one of the best men 
In the City of Pittsburgh. 

I have known him for many years in 
my personal capacity. In presenting the 
name of a man to fill a vacancy in 
Council I have never been able to say 
so much for anybody as I can say for 
him. It is an honor and a pleasure for 
me to nominate for the vacancy in 
Council, Frank L. Duggan. 

Mr. Coiinelley arose and said: 

Mr. President* In seconding the 
nomination of Mr. Duggan, I would 
like to state that I have known him 
for many years. I know him particu¬ 
larly through the work of the Safety 
First Council. I know what he has 
done in a public way and his untiring 
efforts to help recently here in the last 
four or five years in the Helping Hand 
Association. I know what he has done 
in the school system. I know what he 
has given to the people in public life. 
I know, in his public efforts, what he 
has done. 

I am very glad, indeed, that his 
friends are gathering, and I am sorry 
that we don’t have a larger place to 
accommodate them all. 

We asked Frank Duggan a good while 
ago, when these vacancies were appear¬ 
ing and would appear, if he would con¬ 
sider accepting the position. We had 
the same thought in mind as we had 
when we selected Mr. George S. Oliver. 
He did not seek the position. 

Knowing Frank Duggan and knowing 
his worth and what the people outside 
the City of Pittsburgh know of his 
worth, it is a great pleasure to me to 
second the nomination. 

Mr. Oliver arose and said: 

Mr. President: I want to say 
that Mr. Duggan comes in here well 
equipped. I am sorry to say that I 
knew very little about public affairs 
when I came into Council, and had to 
seek the advice of my colleagues, which 
was graciously given me. I think Mr. 
Duggan possesses a great deal of knowl¬ 
edge of public affairs. I am very proud 
of him, and I, too, second his nomina¬ 
tion.

I pledge you that I will do everything 
humanly possible to carry on the work 
of my native city. You have placed 
your confidence in me and I hope I 
will be able to carry on. I want to 
thank you, one and all.

SCHOOL FINANCE WINS HIGH RATE; 
CITY'S IS “PAIR” 

Confidential Report Made By Private 
Agency In Survey of U. S. 

Tax Record Hailed 

Back Payments Fairly Well Collected. 
Funds Stabilized, Paper Says. 


Municipal Pittsburgh’s financial rating 
is “fair to favorable,” according to a 
nation-wide survey Just completed by a 
private service. 

The confidential report called the 
city’s financial management “favorable,” 
appending this comment: 

“Despite political aspects, city and 
schools have excellent financial admlnts- 
tratlons and major economies are being 
affected. School administration especi¬ 
ally favorable.” 

STABILITY IS REPORTED 

The city’s economic and social status, 
the trend in tax levies, In operating 
costs, cash position, net debt per capita 
and floating debt situation all were 
rated “favorable.” 

“Pittsburgh”, the report said, “has 
kept its finances in remarkably stable 


position, considering the severe indus¬ 
trial decline, • and by drastic reductions 
in costs and reasonable allowances in 
the 1933 budget for tax delinquency is 
giving every indication of ability to hold 
its sound status. 

“The financial situation of the school 
district Is even more favorable.” 

Steel Recovery Is Seen 

Other notes on the report stated: 
“Strategically important industrial city; 
basic steel industry beginning recovery 
from abnormal depression; good devlr- 
sification of other industries; long-term 
prospects favorable.” 

Of the trend in the tax levy, the re¬ 
port said: 

“City levy for 1933 down 20 per cent 
from 1931 peak and school levy shows 
a slight reduction.” 

Other comment in the report: 

Back Taxes Collected 

Trend in Tax Collection: “Delinquency 
for 1932, 20,3 percent, compared with 9 
percent in 1930, a good showing in view 
of serious Industrial decline. Back taxes 
fairly well collected and new quarterly 
and monthly payment plan introduced.” 

Trend in Operating Costs: “Budget 
for 1933 down 24 percent from 1931 
peak expenditures for city. School costs 
back to 1926 basis.” 

Operating surplus or Deficit: “At the 
end of 1932. city had a cash deficiency 
of $1,300,000, but covered by more than 
$6,000,000 delinquent taxes. Schools 
opened 1933 with $1,210,323 cash on 
hand. Realistic and conservative 1933 
budgets allow for 20 percent tax de¬ 
linquency in city and 25 percent In 
school system.” 

Cash Position: “City had $704,306 in 
, operating fund, full secured, March 31, 
' 1933, with no tax anticipation borrow¬ 

ing and with new installment collections 
producing steady revenue. School cash 
position strong.”

(Mr. Duggan not voting) 

Ayes 5. Noes 3. 

And a majority of the votes ot Coun¬ 
cil being in the affirmative, the bill 
passed finally.

Which was read. 

Mr. Mc.Vrrtle arose and said: 

Mr, President: Under Bill 2479 
what is going to be the effect of this 
transfer on the ordinary activities of 
these divisions and bureaus from which 
! these transfers are made, if what they 

have told us from time to time regard¬ 
ing our appropriation for these activi¬ 
ties, and we take this much money from 
them, what Is going to happen to them? 

The Chair said: 

I have here a report from Mr. 
Reppert in which he says, “We are 
transmitting herewith a resolution 
transferring funds from certain regular 
salary appropriations to a Special 
Emergency Engineering Account, desig¬ 
nated as Code Account 1552-M, and In 


the amount of $26,000.00. This special 
fund is to be used for the purpose of 
defraying the costs of preparing neces¬ 
sary data for applications to the Federal 
Government in connection with financ¬ 
ing of the public works program. The 
transfers from the regular appropriations 
will make it necessary later in the year 
to reimburse the regular appropriations 
in the amounts transferred in order that 
the engineering expense of work con¬ 
templated by the regular appropriations 
can be met.“ Does that answer your 
question, Mr. McArdle? 

Mr. McArdle said: 

No, it does not. The resolution 
itself says that it shall “be further re¬ 
solved, that the funds transferred under 
this resolutions from the regular appro¬ 
priations shall be later reimbursed from 
such funds as may be made available,“ 
Well, there is no evidence of any funds 
becoming available unless they come 
from some fund now in existence, and 
there is nothing before us to lead us 
to believe that any funds will be avail¬ 
able later on. Also, there is nothing 
before us to show that they will re¬ 
quire this money for the preparation of 
preliminary plans or anything else. 

The Chair said: 

It is necessary for us to have 
this money before we get Federal aid. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

What Federal aid are you talk- 
Ing about? We talked about this for a 
month that this or that is going to 
happen, and we have nothing before us 
to indicate that anything is available 
on terms that the City could accept. 

The Chair said: 

If the present bill before Con¬ 
gress passes, we will receive 30 per cent 
if we match it with a like contribution. 
I think we should prepare ourselves for 
the time when such a contribution is 
available. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

We should prepare ourselves 
how? When are you going to finance 
the other 70 per cent? 

The Chair said: 

A way can be found to do that 
by bonds. 
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Mr, McArdle said: 

We can do it, and it will in¬ 
volve a bond election on the part of 
the voters of Pittsburgh to do any of 
the major projects. 

The riiiaJr said: 

There is already a bond issue 
of $2,000,000 available. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

Which? 

The Chair said: 

The $2,000,000 is available. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

We are not taking steps to make 
that available. 

Mr. Oliver arose and said: 

The bonds are before us. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

The Government is not going 
to pay 30 per cent of the cost to fix 
up dirt streets. 

The Chair said: 

The engineers are working that 
out. We have a lot of work today, 

Mr. McArdle said: 

We must first work out the 
financial problem. Everybody who has 
spoken, has spoken against it because 
that would involve an assumption of 
debt that would reflect in increased 
taxes. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Assuming that the Congress 
does pass the bill that was before it 
last Tnursday and the President ap¬ 
proves it—assuming that we could get 
30 per cent of the $2,000,000 referred 
to, would the gentleman favor us going 
ahead with the proposal? 

Mr. McArdle said: 

I would say most emphatically 
no—not on the basis of this legislation, 
because it is not necessary. We do not 
meet the answer on that question until 
the Government has acted. We have 
in times past, without number, had 
bond elections upon which we had the 
very same thing—the preliminary esti¬ 
mate of the cost of the projects made 
by our engineers. The same thing could 
be done in this instance, and they don’t 
need any addition to their present en¬ 
gineering force, because the most of 


the preliminary work has already been 
done and to the extent that even now 
they don't need an addition to the 
force. 

The Chair said: 

They tell us they do. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

When they do, I don't believe 

them. 

Mr. Garland arose and said: 

Mr. President: This is based on 
obtaining Federal aid, or money. It 
says in the preamble to the resolution— 
“It is deemed advisable to prepare for 
submission of application to the Federal 
Government for the financing of cer¬ 
tain public works improvements, and in 
connection therewith to make the neces¬ 
sary engineering investigations, surveys, 
plans and estimates.” It also says, “It 
is necessary to provide funds for the 
payment of the costs thereof, including 
the payment of the costs of salaries, 
wages, miscellaneous services, supplies, 
etc.” Why talk about other funds? 
This is specifically Federal Government 
money you propose to get. If the Fede¬ 
ral Government only donates 30 per 
cent, we must go to the people for the 
other 70 per cent. We all know that 
to expend $8,000,000 to $10,000,000 for 
public projects it will be necessary to 
have a people’s bond issue. It was 
evidently overlooked that we must go 
to the people. This probably would 
meet with defeat in view of the fact 
that many people have allowed their 
present taxes to become delinquent and 
a majority are paying on the Install¬ 
ment plan, and they would naturally 
oppose any proposal to further place 
taxes on their property. We are simply 
losing time talking about this proposal. 

I thought it was a good move a week 
or so ago when we moved to lay these 
on the table. It Is out of the question 
to put this Council on record today. 
It Is nonsence to think we might get 
30 per cent from the Government. It 
was thought a,few weeks ago that we 
would get a lot of money from the 
Government for nothing. There is a 
question whether the government will 
do that. I doubt whether they will 
even give cities 30 per cent. 

We sent two men down to Washing¬ 
ton—Director Lang and Mr. Waldschmldt 
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—and they furnished us a report, which 
was not spread on the minutes of Coun* 
ctl. In their report they stated that 
whatever money we get from the Gov¬ 
ernment we will have to pay five per 
cent. 

The proposal before Council Is to put 
a lot of people on the payroll to do a 
lot of surveying. It is not necessary to 
get down to a lot of details when you 
submit projects to the people for their 
vote. I believe there are sufficient em¬ 
ployes in the department now to figure 
on all the projects we might do. What 
is the use of camouflaging? Any man 
with Intelligence will say that this is 
all wrong. You talk here about getting 
money from the Federal Government. 
The legislation has not passed Congress, 
and there Is no assurance that it will 
pass. The assumption is that we can 
get money from Washington if we pay 
6 or 6*4 per cent. To pass this resolu¬ 
tion Is simply putting a lot of extra 
people on the payroll for making sur¬ 
veys for something which we will never 
get. We don’t need to borrow money 
from the Government; our credit has 
been and is good. 

Mr. KiigUsh arose and said: 

Mr. President: I don’t think the 
gentlemen understand the proposition, 
and if they do, they have made up their 
minds to be obstructionists. I stated 
that two weeks ago and said it last week 
and say it again today. 

This is nothing but a proposal to put 
the department in position to take ad¬ 
vantage of anything that might come 
up in the future. When we talked 
about it two weeks ago there was no 
bill in Congress to assist municipalities. 
A week ago a bill was introduced in 
Congress to permit States to obtain a 
free grant from the Government at 
Washington for the money spent the 
previous quarter for relief. Another bill 
was introduced in Congress last Thurs¬ 
day, which the President has had under 
consideration before taking office on the 
Fourth of March. They found out 
what we said in our resolution last 
week that owing to the Constitution 
and Laws of the State of Pennsylvania 
th City of Pittsburgh was, restricted 
from going to the Reconstruction Fi¬ 
nance Corporation for the loan of 
money. Why? Because the law govern¬ 
ing the Reconstruction Finance Cor¬ 


poration specifically provides that their 
fundamental purpose in loaning money 
is for self-liquidating purposes or pro¬ 
jects and you go down there and they 
tell you that you must have some kind 
of a bridge, tunnel or canal from 
which you get a revenue. We suggested 
in our resolution that the Congress 
liberaLse the provisions of the law so 
that we could obtain money for public 
improvements In the City of P.ttsburgh, 
because the City of Pittsburgh and the 
State of Pennsylvania long ago adopted 
a policy to do away with toll roads or 
bridges. Therefore, we cannot begin to 
charge tolls to make a project self- 
liquidating. Our community has gone 
on the theory that after spending pub¬ 
lic funds for improvements, it was ex¬ 
pected that the property In the vicinity 
of those improvements would Increase 
and enhance in values and buildings 
would be put on vacant land, and 
thereby the City will get more property 
to tax and enough money to pay the 
cost of the interest and sinking funds 
by reason of the new taxation due to 
the Improvement. The incidental thing 
was the general good of the public. If 
the public pays for these things, the 
public will get the benefit. We cannot 
borrow any money from the Reconstruc¬ 
tion Finance Corporation under the 
terms that have been laid down for a 
year and a half. There is no dispute 
about that. There was a bill Introduced 
in the United States Senate last Thurs¬ 
day by Senator Wagner of New York, in 
which it says, in paragraph 203; I will 
read It: 

“Section 203, (a) With a view to 
Increasing quickly employment (while 
reasonably securing any loans made 
by the United States) the President 
is authorized and empowered, through 
the Administration or through such 
other agencies as he may designate or 
create, (1) to construct, finance or 
aid in the construction or financing 
of any public-works project Included 
in the program prepared pursuant to 
section 202; (2) upon such terms as 
the President shall prescribe, to make 
grants to States, municipalities, or 
other public bodies for the construc¬ 
tion, repair, or improvement of any 
such project, but no such grant shall 
be in excess of 30 per centum of the 
cost of the labor and materials em¬ 
ployed upon such project; (3) to ac- 






quire by purchase, or by exercise of 
the power of eminent domain, any 
real or personal property in connection 
with the construction of any such 
project, and to sell any security ac¬ 
quired or any property so constructed 
or acquired or to lease any such 
property with or without the privi¬ 
lege of purchase: Provided, That all 
moneys received from any such sale 
or lease or the repayment of any loan 
shall be used to retire obligations is¬ 
sued pursuant to section 207 of this 
Act, in addition to any other moneys 
required to be used for such purpose; 
and (4) to aid in the financing of 
such railroad maintenance and equip¬ 
ment as may be approved by the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission as de¬ 
sirable for the Improvement of trans¬ 
portation facilities: .Provided, That in 
deciding to extend any aid or grant 
hereunder to any State, county, or 
municipality, the President may con¬ 
sider whether action is in process or 
in good faith assured therein reason¬ 
ably designed to bring the ordinary 
current expenditures thereof within 
the prudently estimated revenues 
thereof. The provisions of this sec¬ 
tion shall extend to public works in 
the several States, Hawaii, Alaska, the 
District of Columbia, Porto Rico, and 
the Virgin Islands. 

(b) All expenditures for authorized 
travel by officials and employes, in¬ 
cluding subsistence required on ac¬ 
count of any Federal public-works 
projects, shall be charged to the 
amounts allocated to such projects 
notwithstanding any other provisions 
of law; and there is authorized to be 
employed such personal services in 
the District of Columbia and else¬ 
where as may be required to be en¬ 
gaged upon such work and to be in 
addition to employes otherwise pro¬ 
vided for, the compensation of such 
additional personal services to be a 
charge against the funds made avail¬ 
able for such construction work. 

(c) In the acquisition of any land 
or site for the purposes of Federal 
public buildings and in the construc¬ 
tion of such buildings provided for 
In this title, the provisions contained 
in Section 305 and 306 of the Emer¬ 
gency Relief and Cou'^truction Act of 
1922, as amended, shall apply/’ 


Mr. President, I am sorry that we 
cannot have unanimous vote in favor 
of this resolution. My feeling is that if 
after this Investment of $25,000.00, we 
will put enough people to work to pre¬ 
pare all plans and surveys for whatever 
projects we might want to undertake, 
and we are then unable to get any 
Government money, we should be able 
to get enough money to make up a 
saving fund of this amount, I will 
undertake to do that, and I think the 
rest of the members of Council will be 
glad to pass it. For this small sum of 
money we can get detailed sketches and 
plans, which, if we decide later to go 
to Washington to ask for 30 per cent 
of the cost, and we now have $2,000,- 
000.00 available out of the 1932 work 
relief bonds, we might get $600,000.00 
donation from the Federal Government 
out of the Three Billions that the Gov¬ 
ernment is to appropriate for this pur¬ 
pose. The question Is, are we going to 
be in shape if there is an opportunity 
to get this money from the Government. 
If we don’t, there is only $25,000.00 at 
stake and we can work out a plan to 
save this money during the balance of 
the year. 

Mr. McArdIc arose and said: 

Mr. President: Just this, with 
all due respect to what the gentleman 
has said, it does not alter the situation. 
We don’t have before us any intimation 
that we are lacking sufficient amount 
of labor to lay before anybody that we 
wanted to get money for an improve¬ 
ment program. The Important thing of 
his remarks that Instead of us having 
even a remote promise of 30 per cent, 
the bill says an amount not in excess 
of 30 per cent. It will range anywhere 
from nothing to 30 per cent. My con- 
tentlon is that we do not need to spend 
money on a corps of engineers under 
any circumstances until we are assured 
that the money is available to carry out 
the projects contemplated. 

Mr. Connelley said: 

I studied this from the Wagner 
Bill and what the Engineers’ reports 
were. I too was wondering how far 
they could go, and asked Mr. Reppert 
if the department needed $25,000.00 to 
get plans ready for something we 
thought surely would go through. Mr. 
Reppert said, “Yes”. I then asked him: 
“Assuming we don’t get anything from 
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the Government, would you still need 
this appropriation for the preparation 
of plans and profiles?” and he replied. 
“Yes, because we have already $2,000,000 
granted us by a bond issue.” I then 
asked him, “When do you think you 
will be able to present the plans?” and 
he replied, "Just as soon as you allow 
these men.” 

Mr. Chairman, I am somewhat famil¬ 
iar with details in an engineering office 
and the getting out of plans and the 
making of surveys, and am confident 
that the present force in the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works is inadequate to 
work out the details which will be re¬ 
quired ,and therefore it is necessary for 
the department to secure extra help. 

I know the people want work, and 
the only way we can do it expeditiously 
is to have the plans ready Just as soon 
as we get this money or sell the bonds. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

May I ask one question: If that 
is the impelling force back of this, has 
the situation changed any within the 
last year? Hasn’t the same urge for 
this year been in existence for the en¬ 
tire year just passed; and if it was, 
why wasn’t the urge met with the ex¬ 
penditure of $2,000,000? Was it to save 
anything by the anticipation of this gift 
from the Government? 

Mr. Coniielley said: 

It is a case of watchful wait¬ 
ing. We have reached the point where 
the people are out of funds, and it is 
up to the city if possible, to do some¬ 
thing to help them. Answering my col¬ 
league, when he asked whether the 
crisis is any more severe this year than 
last year, I want to say that it is just 
a case of doing it at the right time. 
The pressure is so great now that we 
will have to do something. As a coun¬ 
cilman I will take a chance. 

Mr. Garland said: 

There is another thought pre¬ 
vailing, that Federal money will not be 
forthcoming unless we have self-liqui¬ 
dating projects ^in mind? 

Mr. Connelley said: 

It is not self-liquidating pro¬ 
jects. That is not the question today, 

Mr. Garland said: 

It is the question. 


Mr. Connelley said: 

We undertook to do this by get¬ 
ting money from the Government on 
self-liquidating projects. Such projects 
we do not have in Pittsburgh. Now, the 
proposal is to change the law, and if 
the Wagner bill passes, we will get 30 
per cent, or $600,000 grant of the $2,- 
000,000 we have available for public 
improvements to help out the unem¬ 
ployment situation. I think that is an 
answer to satisfy the gentleman. 

Mr. EnglLsh said: 

Mr. President: With your indul¬ 
gence, I will read Section 202 of the 
bill: 

"Section 202. The Administration, 
under the direction of the President, 
shall prepare a comprehensive pro¬ 
gram of public works, which shall in¬ 
clude among other things the follow¬ 
ing: (a) Construction, repair and im¬ 
provement of public highways and 
park ways, public buildings, and any 
publicly owned instrumentalities and 
facilities; (b) conservation and de¬ 
velopment of natural resources, in¬ 
cluding control, utilization, and puri¬ 
fication of waters, prevention of soil 
erosion, development of water power, 
transmission of electrical energy, and 

construction of river and harbor im¬ 
provements; (c) any projects of the 

character heretofore constructed or 

carried on either directly by public 
authority or with public aid to serve 
the interests of the general public; 
(d) construction under public regu¬ 
lation or control of low-cost housing 
and slum-clearance projects; (e) any 
project (other than those included in 
the foregoing classes) of a character 
heretofore eligible for loans under 
subsection (a) of section 201 of the 
Emergency Relief and Construction 
Act of 1932, as amended; and if in the 
opinion of the President it seems de¬ 
sirable, the construction of naval ves¬ 
sels within the terms and/or limits 
established by the London Naval 
Treaty of 1930 and of airplanes re¬ 
quired therefor and construction of 
such Army housing projects as the 
President may approve, and provision 
of original equipment for the mechan- 
Ization or motorization of such Army 
tactical units as he may designate; 
Provided however, That in the event 
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of an international agreement for the 
further limitation of armament, to 
which the United States is signatory, 
he President is hereby authorized and 
empowered to suspend, in whole or in 
part, any such naval construction or 
mechanization and motorization of 
Army units.” 

Now, my point is, that in this bill 
the Federal Government authorities in 
power at Washington apparently are 
finding out from all over the country 
that there are States, including cities 
like Pittsburgh, which cannot qualify 
under their Constitutions and Laws to 
borrow money from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation because the pro¬ 
jects are not self-liquidating. We 
knew that before we sent Mr. Wald- 
schmidt and Mr. Lang to Washington. 
I knew that the projects on which we 
would make application for a loan from 
the United States Government must be 
self-liquidating. What we sent them 
down to Washington for (Mr. President, 
you are one who suggested it) was to 
find out what the County had to do in 
order to get any money from the Re¬ 
construction Finance Corporation. Just 
like we are doing here, we wanted to 
get first-hand information in case we 
appealed to the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. Any projects on which we 
would borrow money from this Corpor¬ 
ation would have to be self-liquidating, 
and we would have to pay five per cent 
to the Government for the loan of that 
money. We had Mr. Edgar Kaufmann 
here for two or three days; he had a 
grand proposition, but we could not lend 
the city’s credit for that proposition, as 
the City Solicitor said, which we all 
know. We could not turn our streets 
over to private corporations; we could 
not turn over our wharves for private 
operation. If any money was to he de¬ 
rived from such an enterpriser the city 
should collect that toll Itself. That 
naturally answers Itself. We have a 
new proposition with this new bill. I 
don’t know whether the President will 
grant 30 per cent or 3 per cent. The 
City of Pittsburgh has authorized us to 
spend $2,000,000 for public work for un¬ 
employment relief, and Mr. McArdle 
when I asked him if he would vote to 
spend that money, said he would vote 
NO. I differ with him on this propo¬ 
sition. If we can get 30 per cent, or 
$600,000, because we have authority to 


spend $2,000,000, I am in favor of spend¬ 
ing that $2,000,000 already authorized 
by popular vote, to get the gift of 
$600,000.00 from the Government. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

Mr. McArdle did not say that 
he would not spend the $2,000,000. He 
did not say whether he would or would 
not spend that money. Mr. McArdle 
said under the circumstances the gentle¬ 
man laid down that he would not vote 
for the passage of this bill creating 
these positions. 

Mr. English said: 

Supposing we are able to get 
30 per cent free or $600,000.00 from the 
Government, would he be willing to 
vote for the ordinance providing for 
$2,000,000 of work? 

Mr. McArdle said: 

When this matter comes before 
this body in any definite shape, Mr. 
McArdle will vote as Mr. McArdle be¬ 
lieves it to be for the best Interests of 
the City of Pittsburgh. Now, this Is not 
a new subject here. It was said in one 
of our conference, where this subject 
was up for discussion and where some 
of us were told that great things were 
going to he done. That was based upon 
the possibility of the passage of legis¬ 
lation at Washington where municipali¬ 
ties would match dollars with dollars 
by the Government—or in other words, 
a fifty-fifty proposition, as it was ex¬ 
pressed. I said then, and I say now, 
that the situation may develop which 
in self-defence every city like Pittsburgh 
will ultimately pay back this debt that 
it avails itself of as much as it can to 
meet its own financial situation. That 
is the position Mr. McArdle is in now. 
Mr. McArdle will want to know what 
the $2,000,000 is to be expended for and 
the method of its expenditure, because 
he will have to know whether it is a 
good thing for the city. I have no 
hesitancy in saying that I would much 
prefer to take $2,000,000 and give it in 
direct relief, much as I favor the crea¬ 
tion of employment, than I would in 
expending It for so-called work relief 
under conditions that I might contem¬ 
plate as possible of existence. I think 
It might render a very great public 
service. 

And the resolution was read a third 
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time, and upon final passage the ayes 
and noes were taken, and being taken 
were:

Communication from 
Lewis M. Alpern, Attorney-at-Law, call¬ 
ing attention to damage to his prop¬ 
erty bounded by Sedgwick, Kirkbride, 
Lamont and St. Ives streets by reason 
of the construction of the California 
Avenue Extension of the Ohio River 
boulevard, and asking that Kirkbride 
street be repaired as were the other 
streets in this neighborhood.

WHEREAS, the City Council contem¬ 
plates pushing the construction of the 


I>owntown Waterfront street improve¬ 
ment as soon as the financial outlay

WHEREAS, this and other uncompleted 
portions of the Triaigle By-Pass System 
ought to be undertaken at the earliest 
possible moment to prevent continuance 
of present losses that are due to lack 
of traffic organization and free move¬ 
ment; and 

WHEREAS, an expenditure by City tax¬ 
payers of about seventy-two per cent of 
the total cost of the proposed Wabasn 
project would delay the completion of 
the By-Pass System; and finally 

WHEREAS, the proposed Wabash pro¬ 
ject and the traffic movements it would 
establish are in conflict with the traffic 
circulation and relief promised by the 
By-Pass System, a part of the Major 
Street Plan; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That 
City Council transmit to the Board of 
County Commissioners a request that 
the Wabash project be abandoned, and 
that instead the County assist in financ¬ 
ing the construction of the following 
projects to improve City and County 
traffic at the center of the region, and 
to improve communication facilities for 
motorists of the southern territory: 

Saw Mill Run Blvd., Banksville avenue 
to S. Main street. 

Grade Separation improvement at 
south portal of Liberty Tubes. 

Underpass at south end of Point 
Bridge. 

Banksville Avenue-Saw Mill Run Blvd. 
to Dormont Borough. 

j In City Council, June 22, 1933. 

I The Department of City Planning ob- 
I jects to the proposed Wabash tunnel and 
I bridge project, chiefly for the following 
j most Important reasons: 

1st.—Because the project intrudes It¬ 
self Into the Triangle In such a man¬ 
ner as to make Impossible the freest 
and most flexible traffic movement with¬ 
in that area. It would permanently 
fix the inflow of heavy traffic streams, 
to the detriment of normal use of the 
streets for business producing traffic. 
It is In conflict with the proper func¬ 
tioning of the traffic channels into 
which it empties. 

2nd.—^Because the project would thrust 
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an additional stream of traffic into Du- 
quesne Way, which street when widened 
will at once have to take care of all 
the traffic distribution on that side of 
the Triangle, including the movements 
to and from the 9th Street, 7th Street, 
6th Street Bridges and the two bridges 
at the Point. It therefore promises to 
needlessy overload the widened Duquesne 
Way and prevent the most successlui 
operation of traffic in that boundary 
street. 

3rd.—Incidentally, because the Wabash 
project itself, is poorly and inadequately 
planned (a) at the south portal, (b) 
at the widened bridge if the four-lane 
project is considered, and (c) at the 
surface street approaches in the vicinity 
of its north terminus in the middle of 
that portion of the Triangle. The con¬ 
ditions at these north and south ends 
will either remain Inconvenient to mo¬ 
torists and costly to control, or wdll 
lead to attempts at later correction in¬ 
volving large expenditures. 

4th.—^Because the amount of improve¬ 
ment of traffic conditions in other parts 
of the Triangle which the City Traffic 
Engineer calculated would be brought 
about by the original two-lane Wabash 
project will be trivial in comparison 
with the amount of improvement that 
would come through completion of the 
By-Pass System including the Down¬ 
town Waterfront Streets. 

5th.—^Because the whole community, 
city, county and region, will not share 
in the benefits alleged to be produced 
by the Wabash project, whereas all will 
be benefited by proper completion of 
the By-Pass System, Because the pay¬ 
ment of 72% of the cost of the Wabash 
project by City taxpayers would compel 
postponement of expenditures to com¬ 
plete the By-Pass System, and Involve 
continuance of those present losses 
which are due to the traffic inconveni¬ 
ences, delays, and lack of organization 
which the By-Pass System will so large¬ 
ly remedy. 

6th.—^Because, by retaining In the 
Triangle the overhead structure and Its 
proposed ramps, and by fixing perman¬ 
ently the traffic streams to and from 
the overhead highway, there can not be 
a satisfactory and widespread revitaliz¬ 
ing of the property values such as It 
is possible to secure by completing the 
Waterfront Street improvement and a 


proper traffic routing arrangement 
throughout the entire area. 

7th.—^Because the Wabash project is 
not essential to the early improvement 
of traffic movements for motorists of 
the South Hills. A reasonable, orderly 
and desirable improvement for those 
motorists would Include (a) the im¬ 
provement of the Banksville road; (b) 
the improvement of the proposed six- 
lane artery in Saw Mill Run Valley 
from Banksville road to the already 
widened South Main street; (c) a grade 
separation arrangement at South Portals 
of the Liberty Tubes; and (d) the 
building of the proposed underpass for 
west-bound Carson street traffic to pass 
under the south end of the Point 
Bridge, thereby improving entrance to 
and exit from that bridge at that point 
—all these projects being ample In 
capacity and being in the open air 
(therefore less costly to maintain and 
operate)—and the Point Bridge already 
being relieved of much of its traffic by 
the new West End Bridge.

Gentlemen: 

In response to request of your Com¬ 
mittee at meeting of June 13, 1933 for 
a report and recommendation on Coun¬ 
cil Bill 2722, an Ordinance vacating 
41st Street, from Willow street north¬ 
wardly, we have to advise; 

This proposition involves the vacation 
by Ordinance, which is now pending in 
your Committee, of 41st Street from 
Willow street to the right of way of 


the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. A 
detailed report on this matter was made, 
to Council by the Department under 
date of July 11, 1931. Summarizing 
the situation, there does not appear to 
be any objection to the vacation of 
41st Street provided access is restored 
to the property owners effected and 
provided a new street connecting 41st 
and 40th Streets is opened. 

The vacating of 41st Street makes it 
necessary to open a new street to main¬ 
tain access and the opening of the new 
street involves the removal or altera¬ 
tions of buildings probably owned by 
private parties but located on City 

owned property. It will also be neces¬ 
sary to grade and pave the new street 
and provide a new crossing over the 

railroad at 40th Street, which matter 
will have to be taken up with the Rail¬ 
road Company and approved by the 

Public Service Commission. 

In view of the amount of detailed 
information, which must first be ob¬ 
tained before we can furnish a complete 
report and estimate *of costs involved, 

I would request that you defer further 
action on this Council Bill until the 
Department can submit its report. 
Orders have been issued to our Division 
of Surveys to proceed as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible to make survey and estimates. 
We shall make every effort to have 
complete report, both as to vacation of 
street and the opening of the new street 
together with all costs involved, for 
you on Tuesday, July 11th.

There is also some question as 
to the cost of putting this new road¬ 
way in shape for vehicular traffic. We 
feel that before definite action is taken 
on the ordinance these matters should 
be straightened out, so that there will 
be no questions raised after the ordi¬ 
nance becomes effective. Let it be under¬ 
stood that we are in sympathy with 
the closing of the street.

Director, here Is the section I 
believe you should be acquainted with. 
“In addition to the payment to be made 
to the City as hereinafter provided and 
before the public crossing at Forty-flrst 
street is closed, Pittsburgh Rolls Cor¬ 
poration agrees to widen to a width of 
25 feet and pave with cinder or slag, 
to the satisfaction of the Director of 
the Department of Public Works of the 
City of Pittsburgh, the present roadway 
on the north side of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad right-of-way, between Fortieth 
and Forty-first streets.” That puts it 
right in your hands. It does not be¬ 
come effective unless they can do that.

By Act No. 144, approved June 1, 
1931, the legislature provided, in Sec¬ 
tion 522: 

“The specifications upon which con¬ 
tracts are entered into by the Com¬ 
monwealth for the construction, al¬ 
teration, or repair of any public work 
shall, as far as possible, contain the 
minimum wage or wages which may 
be paid by the contractor or his sub¬ 
contractors for the work performed by 
laborers and mechanics employed on 
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such public work, and such laborers 
or mechanics shall be paid not less 
than such minimum wage or wages.” 

There are certain penalties connected 
with this matter which are also re¬ 
cited in the Act changing the policy 
of the State in relation to State con¬ 
tracts. 

A number of years ago it was held 
in a case in Berk’s County that the 
City of Reading could not provide in 
Its contracts that the contractor should 
pay certain minimum wages. This was 
held to bo a violation of the pro¬ 
visions of the statutes regulating the 
letting of city contracts and interfer¬ 
ing with the provisions that all con¬ 
tracts shall be let to the lowest re¬ 
sponsible bidder. 

In view of the Act of 1931 cited 
above, I believe that the City is justi¬ 
fied under the conditions now evisting 
to change its contracts and make a 
provision that all contractors shall pay 
a minimum wage to their employes 
working on City contracts. This can 
be done by changing the specifications. 

I, therefore, recommend to you that this 
matter be laid before Council and a 
resolution be introduced directing that 
all contracts hereafter let shall contain 
such a minimum wagf provlslDii and 
such other provisions as may be neces¬ 
sary to enforce the same. I send you 
herewith a form of resolution.

Mr. Soost (for Mr. Oliver) presented 

No. 2896. Report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Public Works for June 27th, 


Also, with an affirmative recommen¬ 
dation, 

Bill No. 2800. An Ordinance en¬ 
titled, “An Ordinance authorizing and 
directing the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works to carry out Un¬ 
employment Relief Projects by the im¬ 
provement of streets, parks, playgrounds, 
wharves, sewers, water lines, bridges and 
other public properties of the City of 
Pittsburgh, with labor provided from 
among the unemployed; and to requisi¬ 
tion the purchase of supplies and ma¬ 
terials by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies; to rent or purchase 
tools, plant, motor trucks or equipment; 
to pay supervision, labor and engineer¬ 
ing expenses; all as may be necessary 
for the proper performance of said work; 
and providing for the payment there¬ 
of,” 

Which was read. 

Mr. Soost moved 

A suspension of the rule to al¬ 
low the second and third readings and 
final passage of the bill. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Aiuler.son arose and said; 

Mr. President: I think this bill should 
be laid over for the present. You have 
a proposition from the Department of 
Public Works in regard to the payment 
of labor at 45 cents an hour. It has 
been the custom of the department 
with these bills for work of this char¬ 
acter to run 60 and 70 per cent more 
than the contract jobs. I think it is 
up to the Council, if it is possible for 
the City to have the contractor pay 
the same money as the city does for 
labor, that we should save at least 40 
per cent on work of this kind.' Another 
thing we have a guarantee that the 
work will be done right. The principle 
involved in this matter is the conserva¬ 
tion of the taxpayer’s money. I don’t 
think the department should do this 
kind of work when it costs so much 
to the taxpayers. If it is possible for 
this Council to go along with the 
recommendation of the Mayor and his 
City Solicitor, and get the contractors 
to pay the same rate of wage as we pay, 

T think that should be done, as on all 
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contracts the conti-actor must furnish 
a bond that the work will be done ac¬ 
cording to specifications, and the City 
will save the difference in the cost on 
these contracts. Every man in Council 
knows that the work done in the man¬ 
ner that is prescribed here by this 
ordinance runs from 40 to 60 per cent 
more than if done by contract. My 
only thought is that we should save 
this amount to the taxpayers. I think 
the bill should lay over until after 
this conference which has been tenta¬ 
tively agreed upon. I so move you, Mr. 
President. 

The Chair said: 

The Bill is not yet on second 
reading. We will read the bill a second 
time and then you can follow with your 
remarks. 

And the bill was read a second time. 
Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: I would Just like 
to ask Mr. Anderson to repeat what he 
Is after. 

Mr. Anderson arose and said: 

Mr. President: My only thought 
is that the Council can save some 
money to the taxpayers of Pittsburgh. 
There is no question in the mind of 
the gentleman who asked the question 
what it would cost to do the work con¬ 
templated by City forces as compared 
with the cost if done by contract. It 
is generally conceded by everyone who 
has had any experience in the last few 
years that with the money appropriated 
by the City for this purpose from 
statements made by the department and 
by contractors—^business men who are 
engaged in this kind of business—these 
men stated that work done by the City 
from appropriations of this character 
has always cost from 40 to 60 per cent 
more. 

This $300,000.00 you are asked to turn 
over to the Public Works Department Is 
money that will be spent the same as 
over on the Mt. Washington Roadway. 
One time the Director went over and 
discharged all the men on the Job. 
When he was asked how many men 
worked on the job he replied 22, and. 
80 men were charged to the job. That 
is history. 

My opposition to appropriating this 
money at this time is, that if the 


Council feels that this work can be 
done cheaper by contract, it is the duty 
of the Council to have it done by con¬ 
tract. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: In answer to Mr. 
Anderson, I want to state that under 
the terms of the question submitted to 
the voters of Pittsburgh for their ap¬ 
proval. this work cannot be done by 
contract. The question specifically stated 
that the labor shall be provided from 
among the unemployed, and it is for 
the purpose of affording relief to the 
unemployed that this work is to be 
done. 

The only way that it might be pos¬ 
sible to do what Mr. Anderson suggests 
is to get the contractor, whoever he 
may be, to employ the unemployed that 
the City sends to him. .1 doubt very 
much whether the white-collared man 
who has suffered as much from this 
depression as anyone would be able to 
do the work that would be required of 
him if employed by a contractor. Some 
leeway would have to be made with 
reference to this class of labor, and 
this could only be done by having the 
work performed by City forces, as pro¬ 
vided by the bond item. 

It is not the purpose of Council to 
waste the taxpayers’ money; the purpose 
is to spend the bond money as Judici¬ 
ally as possible with the greatest good 
to the greatest number. I personally 
believe by having this work done by 
I City forces it would not entail a greater 
I expense than if the work were done by 
contract. 

Mr. .Anderson arose and said: 

Mr. President: My purpose is to 
save money—not waste money. Every 
one knows that on public work when 
done by contract, it results In a saving 
of from 40 to 60 per cent. My only 
thought is to conserve the funds of the 
City as much as possible. We are all 
acquainted with conditions which have 
existed In the past, and I am fearful 
that the same conditions will prevail 
if this work Is done by City forces. 

I What is the difference if the con- 
1 tractor or the City employs the labor? 
i I don’t know whether it can be done 
i or not. There is a conference to be held 
later in regard to the rate of wage to 
I be paid common labor on city contracts, 
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and this question could also be dis¬ 
cussed at that conference. 

On prior work done by City forces we 
were informed that there was a waste 
of money, and this was stated to a 
committee of Council, and yet you are 
going to do it again. There is no reason 
in the world why the department should 
pay 30 or 40 per cent more for work. 
It is a criminal waste of money. If the 
law says that you must do the work 
with City forces, that is all right, but 
we should find that out first. I have 
no quarrel with spending the money as 
appropriated; it is the method by which 
it is to be spent that I desire to object. 
We all know how hard we are up 
against it for money. We know the 
people who are loafing. We should help 
them, but in a way that the City 
would, at the same time, benefit. 

The Chair said: 

I remember very well In the 
past, contractors were open to criticism 
for the kind of work they performed. 
I might recall to your attention the 
Mt. Washington Roadway job where the 
contractor was accused of not doing the 
work according to specifications—that 
holes were found in the concrete abut¬ 
ments. You must also bear in mind 
that when this work is done by City 
forces the men receive double the wages 
that are paid by private contractors. 
We will not pay 40 or 50 per cent more 
in total if done by City forces. The 
men who will be assigned to the work 
provided for will be working under the 
supervision of competent engineers, and 
I might incidentally state that we have 
the best engineers in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I think we can do this work 
just as cheaply and just as good as 
private contractors. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

, Mr. President: There is grave 
danger that the people who are present 
and listened to his statement or who 
might read it will be as much confused 
as I think he is if Mr. Anderson’s re¬ 
marks are not challenged. 

For instance, this letter from the 
Mayor stating that contractors were pay¬ 
ing less than a living wage to men en¬ 
gaged on common labor work, and that 
the Mayor and the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, after con¬ 
ference with the contractors, obtained 


their agreement to pay common labor 
45 cents an hour on all city contracts, 
and for which they want us to confirm 
their action, has nothing to do with 
this bill. 

The matter before us is simply to try 
to carry out the wishes of the people 
as expressed on April 26, 1932, that the 
City should spend $2,000,000 on unem¬ 
ployment relief work projects. At the 
same election, April 26, 1932, the people 
also voted $3,000,000 for direct relief. 

There is quite a difference between 
the term “direct relief” and “unemploy¬ 
ment relief”, for which the people auth¬ 
orized $2,000,000. In the case of the 
direct relief we have already spent 
$800,000 of the City’s bond money, and 
there is another $500,000 In process of 
expenditure, making a total of $1,300,- 
000. The City will have nothing to 
show for the $1,300,000, on which the 
taxpayers of Pittsburgh will be paying 
interest and sinking fund charges for 
20 years. 

In the expenditure of this $300,000.00, 
we will have 4 or 5 miles of dirt streets 
made passable and available for vehicu¬ 
lar and pedestrian traffic, something for 
which the people living on these dirt 
streets have been petitioning and solicit¬ 
ing Council’s aid to have same put in 
passable condition. These streets will be 
fixed up by City forces, the men taken 
from the ranks of the unemployed.' 

I want to disabuse any person’s mind 
that the purpose of this bill is to enter 
into competition with contractors. That 
is not my idea of this at all. It is 
entirely the opposite. The purpose of 
this $300,000.00 is to put people who 
are out of work to work, and in return 
the taxpayers, who will be paying for 
this $300,000.00 for interest and sinking 
fund charges for 20 years, will receive 
some benefit and we will have some 
good dirt streets. 

The Chair said: 

And hard to let out by con¬ 
tract. 

Mr. English said: 

It would take a large corps of 
engineers to work out a plan if let by 
contract. It is too bad that we don’t 
have three times this $300,000.00 at this 
particular time. We have been paving 
Streets for 20 years, during all the time 
I have been a member of Council, and 
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we are not half through, and if the City 
keeps on expanding and eventually be¬ 
comes the County, as it is proposed to 
be voted upon in the General Election 
in November, I question whether in the 
next 50 or 100 years all the streets in 
the City or County will be paved. In 
the meantime the people are suffering 
from debris being washed down from 
dirt streets onto paved streets, which 
costs the City quite a large sum every 
year, and in addition to that, the dirt 
clogs up the sewers, and the City spends 
a second sum of money to clean up the 
mess. 

When we do this kind of work we are 
not competing with contractors, as it 
is an enlargement of the corps of work¬ 
ers in the Bureau of Highways and 
Sewers, which force is inadequate at 
this time to fix up dirt streets. 

Mr. .\mlerHon arose and said; 

All this argument applied to the 
Mt. Washington Roadway Extension job. 

Mr. EnglLsIi said: 

It is possible In attempting 
large contract jobs with skilled mechan¬ 
ics. the City did enter into the field of 
contract work, such as the Mt. Wash¬ 
ington Roadway, and that they did get 
out of their latitude; but I do not 
concede for one moment that 20, 30, 
40, 50 or 60 percent of this money Is 
going to be wasted. The work provided 
to be done under this ordinance cannot 
be done by contract. The Department 
will employ the men and supervise the 
work, and possibly rent some scrapers 
and other equipment to do the heavy 
work, 

I think you missed this point. There 
arc no Mt. Washington roadway jobs 
to be done under this method. Some 
of the streets in my district were fixed 
up in this manner, and I would like to 
take the members of Council over these 
streets. That is the purpose of this ordi¬ 
nance, to put the roadways on these 
dirt streets in proper condition by cover¬ 
ing them with slag or reddog and pro¬ 
viding drainage facilities, such as gut¬ 
ters, so that the people residing there 
will have decent streets; and I am 
satisfied that if the members of Council 
will look at some of these streets, they 
will be convinced that some relief should 
be afforded the taxpayers who live there. 


Mr. .Viiderson arose and said: 

Mr. President: It is the same 
thing as our appropriation for common 
labor, or work of this character that 
was done In the past. It was impossible 
for Council to find out how many men 
were assigned to these jobs. The Di¬ 
rector did n3t know. The payroll was 
abused, and before passing bills of this 
kind there should be a certain number 
of men charged to each job, and the 
members of Council who are concerned 
about It should go on that Job to see 
that the men are there. There should 
not be three and four in one family 
hired on these jobs, while other people 
in the neighborhood starve for want of 
employment. That has happened before 
and I want steps taken to prevent it 
occuring again. I am fearful especially 
what is going to happen here in the 
next couple of months. 

Remember, Mr. President, I am not 
opposing the work being done; but what 
I am opposed to is the lumping of large 
sums of money for common labor. I 
have opposed that system for 14 years 
and I am still opposed to it. This bill 
is placed in the same category. The 
department can hire any number of 
men it pleases under this ordinance. 
You cannot find out how or for what 
purpose the men are employed. People 
living In the City of Pittsburgh, who 
are called white-wings, are drawing 
money for which they never do one 
hour's work. 

The Chiih* said: 

Oh, no, Charley! 

Mr. .\nderw>u said: 

Oh, yes, Charley was there 1 
Charley knows; he was there. If it is 
possible to give this work out on con¬ 
tract it should be done. 

Mr. Couiiellry arose and said: 

Mr. President: I think this is 
an entirely new program that we are 
going through. What Mr. Anderson says 
is true, perhaps. That is, when times 
have been what they have for the past 
three or four years. On this particular 
ordinance providing for the relief pro¬ 
jects to be done by the unemployed, 
such as the improvement of dirt streets, 
fixing up our parks and playgrounds, 
etc., I don’t think such a thing as Mr. 
Anderson refers to will happen. I don’t 
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believe that the department will certify 
any person’s name on the payroll who 
has not rendered service. There are too 
many people who are out of work. I 
therefore, believe that we should do 
something Just as quickly as we can. 
I feel sure .that there will be no re¬ 
peating, If the thing is true, of what 
happened in years gone by. Last year 
we had the Mt. Washington Roadway 
Extension job; that kind of a Job will 
not be attempted again by City forces. 

The Chair said: 

We still have confidence in the 

Director. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President: What do you 
base that upon? 

The Cliair said: 

Upon past experience. 

Mr. Mc.Ardle arose and said: 

And that in view of what Mr. 
Anderson said and Mr. Connelley con¬ 
curred in, that something is wrong. 

Mr. Connelley said: 

The gentleman is mistaken. I 
said if there was something wrong it 
would be corrected. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President, I stand corrected. 
Personally, I don’t know whether the 
allegations are true or not. There are 
some things I do know, and I would 
like to point out that some of them 
are involved more or less In this ques¬ 
tion of the rate of wages to be paid for 
labor whether the project costs more 
to have it done by City forces or by 
contractors who pay the highest rate 
of wage. 

And this does not all hinge on the 
question of the so-called labor of the 
man who receives from 20 to 50 cents 
an hour, depending upon whom he is 
employed by. 

This provides for employment of a 
lot of machinery, and it applies, or did, 
to the rental of that equipment oper¬ 
ated by the men who owned it. I saw 
it in some of these past operations when 
trucks hauled dirt from the Mt. Wash¬ 
ington Roadway Job to a dump on Mt. 
Washington—when trucks did not con¬ 
tain enough dirt to fill two good wheel¬ 
barrows. No good contractor would do 


that. That entered into the cost, be¬ 
cause it prolonged the length of time 
to complete the work. The man who 
drove the truck had as much difficulty 
driving it full as half empty. I also 
know that material was hauled two 
miles from a job and dumped on pri¬ 
vate property when it was supposed to 
be put on a public dump that would 
be ultimately profitable to the City. 

There is another question that enters 
into this. This is a proposal similar to 
ones we have had in the past. There 
is nothing in this bill which says we 
will not do what we have done in the 
past. There is nothing in here to pre¬ 
vent us building a sewer, with the pos¬ 
sible exception of building a sewer 
which is subject to assessment or the 
improvement of a street subject to as¬ 
sessment. 

But it is wide open to do any num¬ 
ber of things that are ordinarily done 
by contracts. Supposing none of this Is 
done, there is an organization set up 
to augment an organization already in 
existence, namely the Bureau of High¬ 
ways and Sewers, and the Bureau of 
Highways and Sewers has not starved 
for want of labor. They cannot function 
in their ordinary fashion because they 
do not have the men with which to 
function; and these streets and sewer 
drops, In which rubbish is allowed to 
accumulate for long periods of time, 
not for lack of supervisory service, but 
possibly for lack of equipment and 
possibly for lack of labor, are taken 
care of by men to be employed under 
the provisions of this ordinance. We 
are concerned about the hiring of a lot 
of laborers, the most of them in this 
Bureau of Highways and Sewers. 

I think Mr. Anderson’s suggestion that 
the bill lay over until we consider that 
other matter, and finally decide to spend 
this money In the manner provided. I 
think we should give serious considera¬ 
tion to the agencies already set up. 
Our department, having in charge the 
Bureau of Highways and Sewers, is or¬ 
ganized for the purpose of doing the 
very thing indicated by Mr. English as 
being contemplated by this ordinance. 
They are doing it all the time in an 
inadequate fashion. I believe that the 
City should go as far as it can with 
the hiring of unemployed persons for 
the betterment of the streets of our 

















































city, but we should not throw money 
away for the use of equipment made 
idle by this and owned by contractors 
and put on these Jobs, which don't 
begin to do the service when they are 
in the service of the contractors. That 
is the particular thing I object to which 
has contributed to our method of doing 
city work and which represents a large 
part of the excessive cost by which 
public work is done by city forces as 
compared with contractor’s methods and 
costs. 

Mr. EiigUsh arose and said: 

Mr. President: Mr. McArdle's 
statement is very good, and I want to 
say for his benefit and the other mem¬ 
bers of Council, that what they are 
going to dd is to supplement the present 
force of the Bureau of Highways and 
Sewers by giving them some more men 
to do certain work that they cannot do 
with their present organization. Aside 
from all other questions, it Is doing 
something which the people of our City 
have been petitioning Council to do 
for many years—fix up their streets— 
and this can only be done by adding 
a few laborers to this or that gang and 
doing the work on these streets. The 
people, unfortunately, are not In posi¬ 
tion to pay for the grading and paving 
of their streets; hence their request to 
Council to put them in at least pass¬ 
able condition. I would hate to think 
that I was one member of Council who 
would not acquiesce in this request. I 
think every member of Council Is inter¬ 
ested in improving the conditions of our 
city, and one way to do that is by im¬ 
proving these dirt streets. As I said 
before, I can say that the* unemployed 
workers did splendid work in my sec¬ 
tion, and I have put in requests to the 
department to have other streets fixed 
In the same manner, and I will try 
hard to get some of these streets fixed 
up along the same lines. 

I don't know the time when a city 
department was asked to furnish Infor¬ 
mation that the request was voted down 
in Council. Never in all my years in 
Council have I voted against a motion 
made by any member of Council asking 
for information on any subject. I don’t 
recall the time when any member of 
Council was denied the opportunity of 
securing Information. 

The men who will be employed on 


the projects provided for in this ordi¬ 
nance, will be taken from the ranks of 
the unemployed and will supplement 
the present force of the Bureau of 
Highways! and Sewers. All this work will 
be done under the supervision of that 
Bureau. That is my understanding. 

Mr. Huggaii arose and said: 

Mr. President: Isn’t is a fact 
that we will have 69,000 families who 
are getting relief from this County and 
City. Personally, I am not so much 
concerned about 100 per cent efficiency 
out of these men, as I am in giving 
them something to do. We have thou¬ 
sands of white-collared workers in Pitts¬ 
burgh who are unable to do a day’s 
work with a pick and shovel. If we 
get 50 per cent service out of these men 
and they are able to earn a small wage 
to carry home to their families to tide 
them over the storm, I think we will be 
doing a charitable work. I am very 
much interested In getting this money 
in circulation. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President, I would like to 
ask Mr. English If there is anything 
indicated that any of it will be spent 
under the supervision of the Bureau of 
Highways and Sewers, or would have 
to be? 

Mr. Englisii arose and said; 

This is merely an authorization, 
Mr. Chairman, and Mr, McArdle knows 
that, and every member of Council 
knows that we cannot put a lot of 
specific things in It. It does It under 
the direction of the Director of the 
Department of Public Works. It Is up 
to him to carry it out to the best of 
his ability. We provide the set-up. 
There will be additional timekeepers, 
clerks, etc., in the Bureau of Highways 
and Sewers. They will come from the 
ranks of the unemployed. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

I am pointing this out because 
it does mention a few things that do 
not function under the Bureau of 
Highways and Sewers. It mentions prac¬ 
tically every line of endeavor that the 
Department of Public Works Is engaged 
In. and It would not be legal that the 
Bureau of Highways and Sewers would 
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be assigned work to do in the parks 
and playgrounds, sewei’s, etc. 

Mr. KJigllsli said; 

That is the language of the 
Item that the people voted upon. 

Mr. Me A rule said: 

I am reading Section 1. 

Mr. Coniielley arose and said: 

Will you allow me to answer 
that? All the authority given by this 
ordinance is placed in the hands of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works, and It is up to him to carry 
it out. 

Mr. McArUIe said: 

I know that. 

Mr. Coniielley said: 

Mr. McArdle is just confirming 
what I said about it. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

If there is any dispute, it is 
between him and Mr. English, There is 
nothing that this department needs in 
order to carry the expenditure in the 
ordinary fashion. If this money is 
spread out among the unemployed, they 
don't need anything except authority to 
employ laborers and the money with 
which to pay them. If it is to be done, 
as Mr. English seems to think is the 
Intention, the whole problem will be 
solved by allocation of the money upon 
their representation of the needs re¬ 
quired by the various divisions in the 
Department of Public Works, with the 
possible exception of the necessity of 
renting some equipment, in addition to 
what they have, If it Is to be hurried 
through in a short time. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

Mr. President: I have asked the 
Clerk to get me the language of the 
item the people voted upon. I think 
you will find all the language referred 
to In the ordinance in the preamble 
taken from that Item. All the other 
legislation has passed weeks ago. 

The Chair said: 

Do you want to take action on 
the ordinance? 

Mr. English said: 

I thing Mr. Anderson has made 
a motion to lay the bill on the table. 


The Chair said: 

Gentlemen, are there any fur¬ 
ther remarks on the bill? 

Mr. English said: 

Mr. President: I would like this 
I Inserted in the record as part of my 
remarks on Bill No. 2800. This is the 
language of the Item that the people 
voted for: 

“Question No. 2—Shall the indebted¬ 
ness of the City of Pittsburgh be In¬ 
creased in the amount of Two Million 
($2,000,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose 
of providing supplies, materials, equip¬ 
ment, labor and supervision (including 
engineering expenses) for the improve- 
i ment of streets, parks, playgrounds, 
f wharves, sewers, water lines, bridges and 
' other public properties of the City of 
Pittsburgh, the labor to be provided 
from among the unemployed?” 

And the question recurring on the 
motion of Mr. Anderson, “That BUI No. 
2800 lay on the table until after the 
members have had a conference with 
the Mayor on the question of fixing 
the rate of wage to be paid common 
labor by contractors on city work?” 

Mr. EngllHli demanded a call of the 
ayes and noes, and the demand having 
been sustained, the ayes and noes were 
taken agreeably to law, and were:

And the bill was read a third time 
and agreed to. 

And the title of the bill was read and 
agreed to.

On Bill No. 2913. Resolution autho¬ 
rizing and directing the City Controller 
to transfer the sum of $5,178.00 from 
Code Account No. to various Code 

Accounts in the Division of Recreation. 
Department of Public Works, which was 
given an affirmative recommendation 
subject to a report from the Law De¬ 
partment as to the legality of the Bill, 

I beg to advise you as follows: 

Council has no authority to take 
Bond Funds to replenish appropriation 
accounts. 

The $2,000,000.00 1932 People's Bond 
Issue is for the improvement of streets, 
parks, playgrounds, wharves, sewers, 
water lines, bridges and other public 
properties of the City of Pittsburgh, 
the labor to be provided from among 
the unemployed. 

In the letter of explanation asking 
for the transfer of $5,178 to various Code 
Accounts in the Division of Recreation, 
the first item is for the opening of 
swimming pools earlier than the sched¬ 
uled date and calls for temporary em¬ 
ployes, such as guards, caretakers ana 
matrons’ services to the extent of $1,- 
458.00. 

The next item is for six matrons for 
which the current appropriation pro¬ 
vides pay for only half time, but which 
matrons are required on a full time | 

basis while the swimming pools are in 
operation, to the extent of $900.00. j 

The third item is for repairs and j 


erection of equipment at the 17 swim¬ 
ming pools, 76 playgrounds and 42 
athletic fields, which requires the full 
time services of two carpenters for 
which the current appropriation pro¬ 
vided only half time. This would involve 
an additional expense of $1,320.00. 

The fourth item is for emergency 
i repairs to chlorinlzation and filtration 
equipment, plumbing, concrete work, 
etc., to the various pools, reqlirlng the 
additional sum of $500,00. 

The fifth item is for the purchase of 
chemical and cleaning supplies, baskets 
and other materials for the operation of 
the swimming pools, requiring an ad¬ 
ditional sum of $500.00. 

The sixth item is to lay dust on 
various playgrounds and athletic fields, 
requiring an additional $500.00 for the 
purchase of calcium chloride for this 
purpose. 

The first item is for the wage ac¬ 
count for employes and is not within 
the purpose of the bond issue but is 
for the purpose of payment of em¬ 
ployes, for which not sufficient funds 
were set up in the appropriation made. 
As this is not for the Improvement of 
any of the projects set up in the bond 
issue, bond money cannot be used for 
i this item. 

The next item is to provide money 
for additional time for six matrons and 
this is not for any of the improve¬ 
ments as provided in the bond Issue. 

The third item provides for repairs 
j and the erection of equipment at the 

I seventeen swimming pools, seventy-six 

! playgrounds and forty-two athletic fields. 

! Council has provided two carpenters at 

j half time. This additional amount is 

for the extra time for these two car¬ 
penters, so this fund is not for any of 
the items contemplated in. the bond Is¬ 
sue but is merely for Incidental work 
to be done. 

The fourth item is for emergency 
repairs to the chlorinlzation and filtra¬ 
tion equipment, plumbing, concrete 
work, etc. These repairs are not with¬ 
in the terms of the bond issue, which 
is for the Improvement of properties 
of a permanent nature. 

The fifth item is for the purpose of 
purchasing chemical and cleaning sup¬ 
plies, baskets, etc., for the operation of 
the swimming pools, and is merely 
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operation coats and not for any of the 
Items provided for in the bond isssue. 
These are Incidental Items provided for 
In the bond issue. These are incidental 
Items or supplies which are to be fur¬ 
nished to the swimming pools and not 
supplies which are in fact necessary for 
the improvement of the work to be done 
as contemplated in the bond issue. 

The sixth item is purely an incidental 
item—to lay dust on the playgrounds 
and athlete fields, and is for the pur¬ 
chase of supplies, which would be of 
no permanent character, and is not 
such as would be contemplated under 
the terms of the bond issue. 

All these items are merely incidental 
and repair items which should be 
taken from appropriation accounts and 
are not of any permanent character 
or nature or to change or Improve the 
streets, parks, playgrounds, wharves, 
sewers, water lines or other public prop¬ 
erty of the City of Pittsburgh in any 
permanent manner, and, therefore, are 
not for improvements as contemplated 
in the Ordinance providing for the sale 
of bonds. 

The law clearly says that the bond 
funds must be used for items specified 
in the bond issue and for the purpose 
for which the bonds were sold, and not 
to be used for incidentals or operating 
costs of the City, but something of a 
permanent nature which would add to 
the capital Investment. It is not with* 
in the province of Council to transfer 
bond funds to other code accounts, or 
to mingle bond funds with other ap¬ 
propriation funds. Each must be kept

On the portion of 
the street covered by the proposed or¬ 
dinance, there is a considerable traffic 
moving on the wrong side of the street. 

An ordinance was enaced in 1932 
widening and realigning Chartiers Ave¬ 
nue from Corliss Street to Azalia Street, 
but no steps, as yet, have been taken 
to actually widen the street to the 
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new lines. Under this proposed ordi¬ 
nance. steps will be taken to grade the 
street to a partial width in conformity 
with the above mentioned widening or¬ 
dinance.

Gentlemen: 

I am transmitting herewith a plan 
of operation of the Public Relations 
Auxiliary Committee on Maternal Care 
of the Allegheny County Medical So¬ 
ciety, which has been forwarded to me 
as the effort of the Allegheny County 


1. . During the present emergency or 
until rescinded by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Allegheny County Medical 
Society, the members of the Allegheny 
County Medical Society agree to render 
to the expectant mother adequate medi¬ 
cal supervision during her pregnancy, 
labor and puerperal period, including 
the baby after its birth under the fol¬ 
lowing conditions. 

2. All duly qualified and registered 
physicians residing and practicing medi¬ 
cine in Allegheny County shall be en¬ 
titled to participate in this plan and 
the remuneration unless later removed 
for cause as provided in paragraph 9. 

3. The patient shall have a free 
choice of physician or hospital. 

4. At the time of the first contact 
between the physician and patient the 
physician shall make a thorough physical 
examination of the patient including 
a pelvic examination, pelvic measure¬ 
ments, Wasserman (or Kahn) and a 
blood count when necessary. The re- 
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suits shall be recorded on a chart ap¬ 
proved by the Public Relations Auxiliary 
Committee on Maternal Care of Alle¬ 
gheny County Medical Society. 

5. The physician shall instruct and 
insist upon the patient making monthly 
calls during the first months of her 
pregnancy, bi-monthly during the 
seventh month and weekly during the 
eighth and ninth months. On or about 
the middle of the eighth or the be¬ 
ginning of the ninth month of the 
pregnancy the examination must in¬ 
clude the determination of the pre¬ 
sentation and position of the fetus and 
whether or not a demonstrable part of 
the placenta is intervening between the 
presentation part and the lower uterine 
segment, all of which, including uri¬ 
nalyses, are to be recorded on the 
chart. 

6. The physician shall respond 
promptly when the patient goes Into 
labor and spend suffcient time with 
her watching the progress of labor and 
the welfare of the infant to insure 
the patient’s safety. If complications 
develop, he may have any patient moved 
to the hospital of his selection under 
such conditions as are set forth in 
paragraph 11. 

7. After delivery the case shall be 
reported to a visiting nursing service. 
The nurse responding to the call shall 
follow the orders left by the physician 
and report any change in the condition 
of the mother or infant, and whenever 
necessary the physician shall visit the 
patient even though it involves an ad¬ 
ditional call or calls. The physician 
shall be responsible for a proper record 
of the puerperal period. 

8. At the end of the puerperal period 
the physician must insist upon the 
patient calling at rtis .office, when any 
treatment necessary shall be given and 
her condition recorded. 

9. Upon completion of the case 
(about six weeks after delivery), the at¬ 
tending physician shall submit the en¬ 
tire case history to the Public Relations 
Auxiliary Committee on Maternal Care. 
If the history is approved, recommen¬ 
dation for payment will be made to 
the Controller of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Payment will not be recom¬ 
mended when for any reason the en¬ 
tire service and history are not con¬ 
sidered satisfactory by this committee. 


Payment will not be made by the City 
of Pittsburgh without this approval and 
recommendation. Histories not approved 
will be returned to the attending phy¬ 
sician with a notice to the effect that 
the Committee has not recommended 
payment. The Public Relations Auxiliary 
Committee on Maternal Care of the Alle¬ 
gheny County Medical Society shall 
have the right to remove from the 
list of participating physicians to whom 
the city wil Ipay the usual compensa¬ 
tion the name of any physician whose 
services are unsatisfactory. 

10. The plan outlines above shall ap¬ 
ply also to hospitals, the patient go¬ 
ing to the hospital of her selection. 
Upon admission to the hospital she 
shall be seen by and attended by a 
staff physician to whom she may be 
assigned, the hospital receiving 60 per 
cent of the compensation and the phy¬ 
sician 40 per cent, 

11. If a complicated case is referred 
to the hospital when in labor, the com¬ 
pensation shall be divided as follows: 
hospital 60 per cent (attending staff 
physician not participating) the 40 per 
cent shall go to the physician submit¬ 
ting satisfactory evidence of proper pre¬ 
natal care. 

12. The remuneration given to the 
physician or hospital shall be $25.00 
divided when necessary as provided 
above. 

13. Only cases residing in Pittsburgh 
receiving relief when applying to the 
physician are eligible for this service. 
The patient must submit satisfactory 
evidence of this at the time of her 
first or second visit, such evidence be¬ 
ing made a part of the record. 

14. The earlier a patient presents 
herself, in a given pregnancy, to the 
physician or hospital of her choice, the 
greater her safety, hence this plan is 
operative only when the patient pre¬ 
sents herself for prenatal care. Excep¬ 
tions can be made only by the Ck)m- 
mittee on Maternal Welfare of the Alle¬ 
gheny County Medical Society. 

15. Once a patient has exercised her 
right of selection of either physician 
or hospital she may change either phy¬ 
sician or hospital only if she first com¬ 
pensates the physician or hospital for 
the work done at the prevailing rate 
of pay in that community, turn the 
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physician or hospital accepting a given 
case must complete the same. 

16. The Allegheny County Medical 
Society may issue a certificate of ser¬ 
vice and proficiency to all physicians 
who participate in this plan and render 
satisfactory service in a specified num¬ 
ber of cases to be subsequently deter¬ 
mined by the Public Relations Auxiliary 
Committee on Maternal Care.

SUBJECT: Additional Funds, Divislop of Surveys, 
Bureau of Engineering. 

Chairman and Members of Committee on Finance, 

Council of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant to request of your Committee, we are submitting detailed informa¬ 
tion as to the necessity for providing additional funds in the amount of $5,000.00 
for the payment of engineering salaries In the Division of Surveys, Bureau of 
Engineering. 

There was appropriated for this Division in the annual budget $18,940.00, out of 
which $4,000.00 was transferred leaving a revised appropriation of $14,940.00. The 
balance will have been exhausted on or about August 15th. Our estimate of the 
cost of the anticipated deficits in this Division up to the end of the year is $8,376.00, 
which after giving allowance for the transfer, would mean a deficit as compared 
with the original budget appropriation of $4,376.00. This estimate is further pre¬ 
dicated upon anticipated furloughs of part time men during the latter part of the 
year. 

In order to afford your Committee the necessary information as to why It has 
been necessary to incur additional expense to date in this Division, we are handing 
you herewith a list of all Job assignments, started or completed in this Division 
from January 1st; to August 1st. It is to be noted however, that there are require¬ 
ments of a routine and administrative nature, which do not reflect in specific as¬ 
signments. 

It should also be noted that the amount of business handled and on hand in 
this Division during the present year, has been very! great. There are also engineer¬ 
ing projects whicn it will undoubtedly be necessary to refer from time to time, in¬ 
cluding a number of projects in connection with State highway improvements. This 
Division is also called upon constantly by other Divisions and Departments for data 
In connection with preparation of plans for various projects. To furnish a detailed 
list of such requirements would be quite lengthy, but as an illustration, the Bureau 
of Highways and Sewers frequently calls for line and grade in connection with their 
maintenance work; there will be a demand for lines and grades for dirt street im¬ 
provements now being carried out as unemployment projects and from time to time 
the co-operation of this Department with the City Planning Department Is necessary. 

The engineering force of this Division at the present time Is as follows: 


6 regular employes—total annual salary_$15,020.00 

4 part-time employes—total annual salary_ 3,920.00 

5 temporary draftsmen (until Sept. 26th) at $175.00 per month- 875.00 


TOTAL—15 employes_$19,815.00 


We urge that the additional funds requested be provided, so that the desires of 
Council may be taken care of and the important service rendered by this Division 
maintained.

Gentlemen:— 

As requested by your Committee, we are submitting herewith as complete a 
report as it has been possible to prepare in the short time available with reference 
to engineering expenses in connection with the preparation of studies, designs, plans, 
estimates and survey work for various projects now under way in the Department, 
which are designated as National Public Works projects and for which additional 
funds in the amount of $15,000.00 have been requested in a bill now pending 
In Council. 

We are submitting a statement giving the distribution of expenses of Appro¬ 
priation 1562-M to date of July 31, 1933, the same aggregating for Engineering 
Salaries $21,510,07 After taking into account expenditures for supplies, etc., an 
approximate balance of $3,000.00 remains as of August 1st. 

Exhibit No. 2 is a spllt-up of the expenditures under Appropriation 1552-M for 
each of the three trunk sewers to which have been added prior charges for engineer¬ 
ing work on these several projects and estimates of the cost of completing all of 
the engineering work Including plans on the several projects. Comparison can be 
made as to the total cost of engineering for the various projects and the estimated 
construction costs. 

We are unable In the time available to give a distribution of the costs for 
each of the twenty small trunk sewer projects, the aggregate total construction 
cost of which is $325,000.00. A brief summary of the status of the several projects 
is herewith submitted. 

On the River Front Improvement $6,199.50 has been expended to date. The 
estimated additional expenditure for this project is $2,500.00 which would make the 
total amount expended for the River Front Improvement to about $8,700.00. The 
work when completed will consist of general plans and designs, permit plans for 
U. S. Government and State, contracts plans for part of the work. We will be In 
shape as of August 15th to make application to the Federal Government In case 
It is desired and be ready to advertise the initial contracts Immediately. The 

























































estimated cost of the entire project is $4,500,000.00 and to complete all engineering 
work up to the point of completion, completing all contract plans, a reasonable 
estimate is about $90,000.00. It is not necessary, however, in starting a large 
project of this kind to have contract plans for the entire project advertised at 
one time. 

In the preparation of plans for the three major trunk sewers, the aggregate 
expenditure to date is $12,970.18. An additional expenditure of $10,000.00 is now 
contemplated to complete the contract plans for all of these projects which will 
make the total expenditure for contract plans for major trunk sewer projects about 
$23,000.00. The estimated cost of these projects is $1,626,000.00. To the foregoing 
engineering expenses, however, must be added $2,753,00 which was expended on 
engineering work for these projects under other appropriation accounts for this 
year- and previous years. 

The schedule of small trunk sewers include twenty projects, engineering cost 


data being as follows: 

Expended to date 1552-M-$1,490.00 

Prior charges account surveys and plans- 4,480.00 

Estimated to complete field work and general designs and 

plans only - 5,060.00 


making a total expenditure account these twenty projects $11,020.00. Estimated 
aggregate cost of these projects is $325,000.00. 

The estimated cost to make contract plans after general plans and designs have 
been completed is $5,450,00 which would give a total cost of all plans and field 
work up to the point of advertising contracts of about $16,500.00. The engineering 
costs on these projects are higher when compared with the large projects for the 
reason that the percentage of engineering costs on sewers are much higher for 
small than for large projects. 

With regard to Water Works projects, the aggregate construction cost of which 
is $4,462,000.00, the amount expended on these projects is extremely small for the 
reason that the Bureau of Water have been out of their funds from time to time 
been preparing designs and estimates of costs of many of the projects and the 
work in hand at the present time Is limited to the general plans and estimates 
only. 

At the present time, expenses are being Incurred with the Post Office ramp 
project. Surveys have been completed and a general working plan is being prepared 
so as to enable the Immediate preparation of general and contract plans if same is 
necessary. The estimated cost of this project If carried out in conformity with 
scheme approved by Council is $2,000,000.00 including damages.

WHEREAS, The said wharf improve¬ 
ment would fit in the Improvement for 
the elimination of floods in the down¬ 
town Pittsburgh district; and, 

WHEREAS, The wharf Improvements 
would fit In with the future improve¬ 
ment of the inland waterways system, 
especially for the improvement of the 
Allegheny and Monongahela Rivers in 
reference to water transportation; Now,

RESOLVED, That it is the desire of 
the City of Pittsburgh through its 
Mayor and Council to ask the United 
States Government to provide funds 
under the National Recovery Act, or 
such other legislation as the United 
States Government may have to make 
free grants to the City of Pittsburgh 
for the construction of the Post Office 
Ramp and for the Wharf Improvements 
as above recited, so as to have these 
improvements for the utilization of 
labor and for the general improvement 
in and about the City of Pittsburgh 
carried on under and by virtue of the 
powers granted under the National Re¬ 
covery Act.

DEPARTMENT OP LAW

Gentlemen: 

By Act of the Legislature approved 
March 17, 1927, P. L. 45, the City had 
authority conferred upon It to create 
an additional department to be known 
as the Department of City Development, 
to be composed of five members to be 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to the 
approval of Council and to have such 
employes as might be determined by 
Council. 

The powers conferred upon this De¬ 
partment by Section 2 of the Act are 
as follows: 

“Section 2. The Department of City 
Development shall, 

(a) Make surveys of, and, subject 
to the approval of Council and Mayor, 
supervise and regulate the housing 
conditions in such city. 

(b) Make surveys of conditions for 
the encouragement and development 
of industries in the city. 

(c) Make such recommendations to 
the Mayor and Council as it shall 
deem proper for the improvement and 
development of the facilities for 
housing of persons and for the en¬ 
couragement and development of in¬ 
dustries In the city. 

(d) Enforce and carry into effect 
the laws of the Commonwealth and 
ordinances of the city, pertaining to 
housing conditions and the encour¬ 
agement and development of indus¬ 
tries and business facilities.” 

By Ordinance No. 529 of 1927 the 
Department was created. Since then it 
has fallen into desuetude and I believe 
no appropriation has been made for it 
for several years. 

In view of the economic condition 
now existing, it seems advisable that 
the Department be recreated. It could 
aid in bringing into the City new In¬ 
dustries. It could represent the City 
in negotiations with governmental agen¬ 
cies, such as the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, for the purpose of securing 
aid within the scope of the laws passed 
by Congress. I, therefore, recommend 
to you that legislation be passed re¬ 
creating this Department.

I 
voted to confirm Mr. McNamara, who is 
a friend of mine, and so did most of 
the councllmen. 

We should at least have a reason for 
the dismissal of a man who has per> 
formed the duties of his office in a 
manner which I believe to be of benefit 
to the people of Pittsburgh. 

I have never noticed one line of criti¬ 
cism in the last eight years in regards 
to his actions as a police magistrate. 
This Council has never had any com¬ 
plaint in regard to his actions. 

It is due to Council, especially the 
members who voted for his confirma¬ 
tion, that the Mayor give some reason 
for the discharge of a faithful servant, 
since it is the duty of Council to con¬ 
firm these appointments.

Then why should he be asked 
his reasons for dismissing an appointee?

Mr. President* I want to be 
recorded that I am opposed to Bill Nos. 
3089, 3189, 3190 and 3191. 

One of these Is a bill to change the 
method of allowing for steamfltters’ 
service in the building. In line wdth 
what has been done in previous cases 
to which I repeatedly raised objections, 
It destroys the fixed number of men 
employed and makes the number in¬ 
definite at the pleasure of the appoint¬ 
ing power, and is a bad structure for 
the salary bill.. 

I am opposed to the other bill ex¬ 


tending the service providing means of 
pay for the force which was set up to 
do a specific thing and proposes to 
spread that service in another direction. 

I am opposed to transferring this 
money from funds set up for specific 
purposes to meet this added obligation. 
In one case it takes it from the garb¬ 
age and rubbish appropriation, which 
probably means that it would be merely 
adding to the deficit which exists in 
that appropriation at the end of the 
year; or if there be none, lessen the 
amount which be offset against the 
general deficit which we know does 
now exist. 

I am opposed to the transfer of 
these funds from the two other ac¬ 
counts from which they are taken, in 
each case being for materials with no 
disturbance of the other activities, 
which it would seem to me to indicate 
immediate throwing out of balance the 
operation of those particular activities. 
It will be either men employed without 
material with which to work or It in¬ 
dicates that there was a large over- 
appropriation for the materials when 
the budget was set up. And I think 
that certainly ought to be explained 
why either of these two appropriations 
would yield such an amount without 
requiring the balance of them with 
the appropriations with which they 
work. I know, of course, that It may 
be answered that if there Is no ma¬ 
terial to work with, there will be 
balances In other appropriations. I 
concede that as a possibility, but I 
don’t look forward to it as a proba¬ 
bility. 

And the bill as read a second time 
was agreed to.

Your attention is called to the fact 
that the National Industrial Recovery 
Act provides that Federal funds may 
be made available to pay all or any 
part of the cost of Improving Federal 
Aid Highway routes into and through 
municipalities or for the relocation of 
such routes.

It Is not a complaint against the use 
of voting machines; it is not in criti¬ 
cism of the County Commissioners or 
any of the County employes. It is a 
simple precaution which the City offi¬ 
cials as the elected represenlatlves of 
the people of Pittsburgh have a right 
to take. The City of Pittsburgh is the 
largest municipality In Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty. Over 60% of the taxes and revenue.^ 
of Allegheny County is paid by Pitts¬ 
burgh. Surely there can be no ques¬ 
tion of the right of the Council of 
Pittsburgh to urge that the voters of 
Pittsburgh be given every opportuni y 
to vote on November 7, 1933. A diffi¬ 
cult task confronts the County Com¬ 
missioners. The Election Law is rather 
involved and in the particular matter 
of machines It seems to me it will be 
practically a physical Impossibility for 
the Commissioners to Inspect, correct 
and put in good working order vote 
machines In every district in the City 
of Pittsburgh by November 7, 1933. 

As I understand it, for thirty days 
after the Primary Election of September 
19, 1933. the machines must be left 
exactly as they were at the close of 
the Election. No one can touch th^m 
or work on them during this thirty day 
period. The machines must be kept in 
status quo under the law. That fixes 
the date of release for Inspection and 
repair as October 19th. In the short 
time of eighteen days remaining, be¬ 
tween October 19th and November 7th 
over 900 machines must be turned back 
to zero, new printing must be Inserted, 
springs, bolts, etc., must be adjusted 
and the machines must be In working 
order. Unless the County officials have 
an army of skilled mechanics who are 
acquainted with and understand this 
new type of machinery, one can readily 
see what a big Job It Is to have over 
900 voting machines ready for use in 
the 18 days between October 19th and 
November 7th. If the machines must 
be transported from each polling place 
back to the Central County shop for

inspection and correction and the new 
printing installation, certainly that 
work will require time. Then the re¬ 
turn trip from the County shop to | 
each district is another job, and in the 
handling it is possible some machines 
are liable to be injured and get out of 
order, unless a second inspection and 
trial is made in each district before 
November 7, 1933. 

In addition to this, candidates, under 
the law, have an opportunity thirty 
days prior to the election, or on Octo¬ 
ber 7th, to be present and see the 
machines tested and sealed. How is It 
possible to comply with THIS thirty 
day provision of the law without hav¬ 
ing any conflict with the other thirty 
day provision which does not begin 
until October 19, 1933. 

Surely the small expense of printing 
paper ballots for a few elections, pend¬ 
ing the perfection of voting machines 
is a wise and prudent precaution. 

We have no purpose or desire to 
harass or annoy the County Commis¬ 
sioners. The Council of Pittsburgh has 
never had any quarrel with the Board 
of Education, the County Commissioners 
or any other public authority, but 
surely we have evei*y right to suggest 
that the people we represent should 
not be disfranchised in this coming 
election on November 7, 1933, or at 
any other election. 

Any one who attempts to belittle the 
purpose of this resolution or tries to 
stir up any trouble between the City |

It has been gratifying to me, 
and I would like to have it placed in 
the Record, that once more, during the 
world depression, the City of Pittsburgh 
has been able to sell bonds at a great 
premium, notwithstanding that our own 
Country Is off the gold standard. This 
great achievement is due to the careful, 
cautious management of the City’s busi¬ 
ness by the Council under the leader¬ 
ship of John S. Herron who has been 
President of Council for many years. 

I do not think enough emphasis has 
been placed upon the wonderful finan¬ 
cial standing of the City of Pittsburgh, 
particularly as compared with some of 


the other great cities of this country. 
Of course, the world depression means 
that there is trouble all over the world, 
particularly regarding money matters. 
We know that other countries are in 
much greater trouble than our own 
country. We also have enough physical 
evidence in such cities as New York. 
Chicago and Detroit, to say nothing of 
the thousands upon thousands of smal¬ 
ler towns and hamlets, where a lot of 
the people working for the municipality 
are not being paid. In many communi¬ 
ties the school systems have broken 
down; perhaps half of our states. In the 
rural districts, are not being supplied 
with educational facilities, due to lack 
of money. Even in our own state. I 
learned while in Harrisburg a few weeks 
ago, this condition prevails, and unless 
matters can be rushed, many more 
schools in Pennsylvania will have to 
be closed in addition to many that are 
now closed. 

jl think this is such a wonderful 
achievement that something should be 
put in our printed record because we. 
who are here today, know that this did 
not come all of a sudden. This won¬ 
derful record of Pittsburgh is due to 
the care and caution which has been 
exhibited by the Council as a whole, 
not any one man; but always the Coun¬ 
cil of Pittsburgh has been very careful 
of the credit of this great City, for 
example, we are entitled to issue bonds, 
to go into debt, to the extent of .«even 
per cent of our assessed valuation. We 
have never done that In my twenty 
years in this Council. Right today, we 
are a trifle under five per cent. We 
have never exceeded the extent of our 
borrowing power, and we must be care¬ 
ful at all times to preserve the credit 
of this great City. 

A number of our best Institutions 
are in financial trouble, their functions 
interrupted, mortgages have been fore¬ 
closed. Notwithstanding the fact that 
we now have from twelve to fourteen 
millions of dollars In delinquent taxes 
owed to the City of Pittsburgh, we have 
not sold a single property in order to 
get money with which to run the City. 

This remarkable achievement should 
stop the unfair criticisms hurled against 
the City government, which were with¬ 
out any foundation. I want to take 
this opportunity to stand up for my 





















































City and particularly the record of its 
Council and its financial transactions. 

There were sixteen banking houses 
bidding for the bonds of the City of 
Pittsburgh. I think eight of them com¬ 
bined into groups in order to make 
their bids. I believe there were twelve 
bids in all submitted. This is a re¬ 
markable record and I think it only 
proper to devote a few Inches of print¬ 
ed space in our Record, since we have 
been denied front-page publication of 
this in the newspapers. We may expect 
any other kind of news in the promi¬ 
nent parts of the papers, rather than 
news to the interest of the welfare and 
standing of the City of Pittsburgh. We 


are the representatives of the people 
and parties to the government, and 
have a perfect right to put this in the 
Record.

Gentlemen: 

The emergency In this case arose 
from the Illness of the City Treasurer 
and his inability to sign checks. There 
being no provision In the Act of 1901 
or in the present Ordinance pertaining 
to City deposits, and there being a 
demand for immediate payment of cer¬ 
tain City claims or debts, it became 
necessary to resort to the emergency 
clause of the Act of 1911. 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to 
authorize the Chief Clerk and the As¬ 
sistant to the Treasurer to sign the 
name of the City Treasurer. Then, of 
course, the checks are countersigned as 
usual by the City Controller. 

As the emergency does not call for a 
special appropriation to meet the same, 
the call is made upon the certificate 
of the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh. 
When no appropriation Is necessary the 
suggestion of the Mayor alone is needed 
for a public emergency. As to the call, 
any irregularities therein are waived by 
the members appearing pursuant to said 
call and voting on said legislation.

We, the undersigned members of the 
Special Committee of Council, appoint¬ 
ed for the purpose of meeting with 
the Committee of the City Transit Com¬ 
mission, and with representatives ol 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company to 
learn the attitude of the Railways 
Company towards the operation of a 
subway if and when built by the City 
of Pittsburgh, beg leave to report as 
follows: 

On October 16, 1933, the above-nam¬ 
ed committees and representatives met 
In the Council Chamber and discussed 
the subject before it. 

The outgrowth of the meeting was 
an expression from Mr. Prank R. Phil¬ 
lips, on behalf of the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company, to the effect that if the 
City of Pittsburgh constructed a sub* 
way, the Pittsburgh Railways Company 
would enter into an agreement to oper¬ 
ate said subway, and would agree to 
pay to the City of Pittsburgh for the 


use of said subway such sum or sums 
as might accrue to the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company in the form of savings 
over the operation of the same service 
over surface lines. 

Secondly, that the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company would enter into an 
agreement to operate the subway for 
the City for a fee for said operation. 

It was further agreed that the Pitrs- 
burgh Railways Company, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the City Transit Commission, 
or their representatives, would engage 
in a study of the amount of savings 
which might be expected to accrue by 
the operation of said subway as against 
operation of the surface lines, and 'to 
report their findings at a later date. 

The Pittsburgh Railways Company 
through Mr. Phillips made it clear that 
it had no recommendations to make 
as to whether or not the City should 
build a subway. 

It was further agreed at this confer¬ 
ence that your Special Committee 
would recommend that some time after 
the submission of this report a confer¬ 
ence should be arranged between the 
members of Council and the members 
of the City Transit Commission to fur¬ 
ther discuss a policy to be pursued. 
Your committee hereby recommends 
that such course of action be followed, 
and that a date for such conference be 
fixed by the President of Council and 
the Chairman of the Transit Commis¬ 
sion.

Mr. Englisli arose and said: 

Mr. President: I think this 
shows a remarkable record for the man¬ 
agement of the City of Pittsburgh, 
when, at the end of the year of the 
continued depression, we are able to 
borrow money. Other large cities of the 
country have been and are in worse 
shape than Pittsburgh. Pennsylvania 
has come to the financial assistance of 
the City of Philadelphia; Michigan has 
helped the City of Detroit, and the 
State of Illionis has rendered financial 
assistance to the City of Chicago. 
Pittsburgh, fortunately, has been able 
to paddle its own canoe without out¬ 
side help up to the present time. 

It is unfortunate that the newspapers 
do not carry the true story of the 
financial condition of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. These newspapers do not publish 
the fact that the City of Pittsburgh 
lias upwards of $15,000,000 outstanding 
in delinquent taxes, and that if these 
delinquent taxes were paid there would 
be no talk of a deficit at the end of 
the year. The City has a real asset in 
these delinquent taxes. If the country 
gets back to normalcy and the property 
owners, whose taxes are delinquent, 
could pay their taxes, the City would 
be In a remarkable financial condition. 

We would have millions of dollars as 
a surplus, and lower taxes. 

The unfortunate thing is that we do 
not have legislation from the State to 
take advantage of this wonderful asset 
of delinquent taxes. The State of New 
Jersey has given city authorities in vari¬ 
ous cities a law providing for receiver¬ 
ships to be appointed for income-paying 
property. That is, where a man owning 
property is collecting rents and does not 
pay his taxes, the Courts were em¬ 
powered to appoint receivers. The City 
Treasurer as receiver, collects the rents 
from those properties and turns over 
the taxes dpe the city and the balance 
is paid to the owners. It would be a 
good thing if we had such a law in 
Pennsylvania. 

I do not want to strike any note of j 


alarm, but the Council will have to 
increase taxes on all property if tin 
City is to function and furnish service. 
I believe a lot of people are holding 
back and not paying their taxes in the 
hope that the Legislature will strike off 
the penalty and interest charges. These 
people will have had the use of their 
money all these years and yet they ex¬ 
pect a new law will permit them to 
come in later and pay their taxes at 
face value, less penalty and interest. 
Those people who have previously paid 
their taxes will be penalized. 

I believe something will have to be 
done in order to collect the $15,000,000 
outstanding in city delinquent taxes 
$13,000,000 of the County’s and the 
School Boards $11,000,000, a total ol 
$39,000,000. It would seem kind of a 
folly to keep on levying taxes if the 
people cannot pay them. If the City 
is to continue to function at normal 
it will be absolutely necessary to In¬ 
crease taxes. No one wants to do that. 
We are all in favor of reducing taxes; 
and if such is the case, we will have to 
devise some ways and means to get the 
benefit of these delinquent taxes. 

If an act could be passed at Harris- 
burgh to permit cities to put up these 
delinquent taxes as collateral, I feel 
sure that the banks would loan the 
city money, and in that way the city 
could get a reduction in taxes. If we 
could borrow Two or Three Millions of 
Dollars on the $15,000,000 delinquent 
taxes, in the hope that the country 
would come back to normal, the tax 
rate could be reduced. 

The authorities at Washington re¬ 
fused to give government aid to cities. 
Pittsburgh has been able to keep well 
under the constitutional debt limit 
notwithstanding the tremendous sums 
spent for improvements in the past ten 
years. The City of Pittsourgh is better 
off financially than most other cities 
in the United States. These frozen 
assets of delinquent taxes should be 
released and put to work. 

I feel sure if the matter were prop¬ 
erly submitted to the Legislature st 
Harrisburg some law would be passed 
permitting the City to take advantage 
of these debts owing to the city. Under 
present laws, the City is compelled to 
take either' one of two courses to over¬ 
come the inability or refusal of prop- 




















































erty owners to pay their taxes. We 
must impose a burden on those who 
do pay by increasing taxes or we must 
shut down certain activities of the City. 
The problem is a serious one. I do not 
offer this as an apology, but as a solu¬ 
tion for a difficult situation. If the 
present rate of delinquencies continues 
through 1934 and 1935 the difficulties 
will be increased. 

And the bill, as read a seond time, 
was agreed to.

Mr, President; I Just want to 
carrect a statement that appeared in 
this morning’s paper, which would in¬ 
dicate that the City is trying to con¬ 
tinue some ward chairmen or super¬ 
visors. I object to the newspaper article. 

What I wa^ trying to do and what 
this Council insists should be done, is 
that the City have some control over 
or check the expenditures or bills for 
materials. 

I am pleased that the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment has stepped in and will spend 
some relief money in Pittsburgh. The 
Federal Government takes many mil¬ 
lions of dollars out of Pittsburgh in 
Income taxes and other taxes. 

It is unfair for the newspapers to 
imply that we are trying to play poli¬ 
tics. It was my pleasure to sponsor 
last spring all of the unemployment 
legislation passed by Council. The first 
$300,000.00 bond fund for the unem¬ 
ployed was battled out in Council, and 
it proved a good thing. The second 
$300,000.00 of work relief bonds were 
sold quickly to the bankers after the 
Primary Election on September 19, 1933, 
thus proving that our credit was good 
and that the City could borrow money 
during these strenuous times of de¬ 
pression. 

The real point of our discussion In 
Committee yesterday was overlooked In 
the newspaper article. That point is 
that since the City is going to spend 
over $200,000.00 for materials. Council 
should see to it that City employes and 
not Government employes should check 
the receipt of this $200,000.00 worth of 
materials. It would be better for the 
City to keep 10 men employed at $1,- 
000.00 each or $10,000.00 and spend the 
$190,000.00 for materials, etc. Checkers 
or clerks employed by the City, paid 
by the City and under control of the 
City, should be on each Job to see that 
the City gets every load of brick, slag 
or whatever sort of material Is billed 
to the City. I do not think that the 
Federal Government should supervise 


our expenditures, or vice versa. Per¬ 
haps, in the excitement to get the 
thing started, our engineers did net 
understand the matter. Certainly It was 
not clearly explained to us in Com¬ 
mittee yesterday. 

I have suggested to the Controller 
that he watch this new program and 
have City employes receive the materials 
ordered so that the City gets the ma¬ 
terial which it pays for. I have no 
criticism against either the City or 
Federal Government because I think the 
new plan will work out all right. But 
I think it proper to safeguard this ex¬ 
penditure of the City now, as no doubt 
the City will sell more work relief bonds 
for additional material. 

Mr. ^Iv.Vrdle arose and said: 

Mr. President: I would like to 
point out, this bill provides for the 
purchase of supplies, materials and 
equipment, to rent or purchase tools, 
plant, motor trucks and equipment, and 
to pay for certain engineering and gen¬ 
eral supervisory expenses.

TO THE COUNCIL 
Gentlemen: 

May I call to your attention the fol¬ 
lowing program which this Department 
believes may effect economies in the De¬ 
partments throughout the City Govern¬ 
ment and which, we believe, it would 
ba wisdom to include in your considera¬ 
tion of the Budget for 1934, 

FIRST — We would recommend a 
more active administrative supervision 
at the City Home and Hospital at May- 
view with the view of securing a more 
careful operation in the handling of the 
supplies and materials that are delivered 
at the Institution. 
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It is our judgmont that all materials 
and supplies received at Mayview should 
be checked Into the warehouse and dis¬ 
tributed by requisition from the differ¬ 
ent heads of Departments there, that a 
dally inventory should be very carefully 
kept in order that the Superintendent 
would have before him at all times the 
exact amount of goods, materials and 
supplies on hand at the Institution. 

We have endeavored to set up a plan 
of that kind which we think would be 
very valuable if It were properly admin¬ 
istered. 

SECOND—^Thls Department has rec¬ 
ommended to Council on previous oc¬ 
casions the wisdom of establishing a 
Central Storehouse at the City-County 
Building where all office supplies could 
be kept and disbursed under the close 
supervision of a Storekeeper whose duty 
it would be to dispense these supplies 
and materials upon requisitions from 
the several departments and bureaus. 

The requisition for such distribution 
should be in triplicate signed by the 
proper officer of the department receiv¬ 
ing the goods, one copy to be retained 
by the Storekeeper; one copy to be filed 
in the bureau or department securing 
the supplies and the third copy to go 
to the City Controller’s office. 

We are of the opinion that consider¬ 
able money could be saved In this man¬ 
ner, because all of the office supplies 
could be purchased In wholesale lots 
and a close supervision and accounting 
oi the supplies would then be a matter 
of record. 

THIRD—We should like to suggest 
that a small revolving fund be estab¬ 
lished In the Department of Supplies to 
be used for the purchase of trifling 
items which are necessary in the op¬ 
eration of the City Government. That 
would relieve the department of making 
up orders which often cost much more 
than the supply item is worth. 

FOURTH—We should like also to rec¬ 
ommend a revolving fund to be estab¬ 
lished In the Department of Public Saf¬ 
ety. This money would be for use In 
the return of prisoners. When a pris¬ 
oner is arrested In a distant city it is 
necessary for an officer or officers to 
bring the prisoner back to the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of this Court. 

The County pays the expense but not 


until after the prisoner has been re¬ 
turned. The purpose of this fund would 
be to have immediate cash for the re¬ 
covery of these prisoners, the fund to be 
reimbursed by the County after the 
prisoner has been delivered here and if 
properly administered should be intact 
at all times.

I transmit herewith, for your con¬ 
sideration, the Departmental Estimates 
for 1934, as furnished by the various 
departments of the City government. 

You will note that there are no new 
positions or salary increases recommend¬ 
ed, other than those that automatically 
follow continued service in various posi- 
tlon.s in the Bureaus of Police, Fire, 
Carnegie Library, and City Home & 
Hospitals at May view, etc. 

My recommendations, have follow^ed, 
as closely as possible, the appropria¬ 
tions for 1933, but in order that all 
departmental recommendations might Dc> 
before you for consideration. I have 
included In the printed Budget every 
recommendation made, my recommenda¬ 
tions being confted. however, to a total 
of $21,445,128.46 and while this is an 
Increase of $273,523.46 over the 1933 
figures. I hesitated In cutting any other 
Item to further reduce the Budget in 
view of the fact that fixed charges, 
such as Sinking Fund, Municipal Pen¬ 
sion Fund, Firemen’s Pension Fund, etc., 
represent a mandatory Increase of $720,- 
101.15, which has been reduced through 
eliminations from other Items to a net 
increase over 1933 of $273,523.46. 

I shall be glad to appear before

Coun- 
cllmanic bonds held in Sinking Funds is 
$724,800.00; cash held in Councllmanic 
Sinking Fund $179,600.00, making a 
total of $904,400.00. The appropriations 
to take care of the Sinking fund of 
the next year is $1,326,600.00. That 
will be taken care of in the new ap- 
! propriation. Tliese total $2,231,000.00. 
That leaves the councllmanic margin as 
of January 1, 1934, of $1,046,000.00. Two 
per cent, of the estimated valuation of 
$1,100,000,000.00 is $22,000,000.00. The 
councllmanic borrowing power, there¬ 
fore, as of January 1, 1934, will be $1,- 
046,000.00. 

Now, we have ordinances passed for 
the improvement of certain streets at an 
estimated cost of $241,200.00, and the 
damages amount to $48,000,00. You 
have ether ordinances authorized for 
the widening of streets. In which the 
estimated damages is $881,610.80. Now, 
if you were to repeal these ordinances 
that would Increase your borrowing 
power $1,122,610,80. So that you would 
then be able to pass your bond Issue 
of $1,200,000.00 if you cared to do so. 

I think that covers the whole situa¬ 
tion.

That will not, however, help your 
coiincilnianic borrowing fund, but It 
will help the financial condition of tivj 
City of Pittsburgh, 

Mr. l>Uf;gaii said; 

What is necessary there—take it to 
the Legislature? 

Dr. Kfir said: 

The ordinance is in Council and can 
be called up any time and passed. 

Mr. .Mr.XrdU' arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I think this bill 
should be returned to committee and 
given consideration in connection with 
the power that has been invested in 
the City to Issue bonds against the 
delinquent taxes. I think Mr. Bell pre¬ 
sented such a bill. We have not' been 
definitely informed just what powers 
are given in that bill or how it is to 
be interpreted. But If the bond Issue 
is to be $1,200,000.00 or any other sum 
within the councilmanic limit, and wc 
have, as the records show, outstaiicl- 
j Ing delinquent taxes to the book value 
! of some $15,000,000.00 or more, and that 
this Act gives us power to issue bonds 
I against them, if we have the council- 
manic authority (I mean borrow up to 
80 per cent.) it would seem to me the 
part of better business to make use 
of that latter than to make use of a 
’ direct charge against the councilmanic 
credit, which sticks until the bonds arc 
i redeemed. And as I understand this 
Act, which Is more or less hazy, as 
! these delinquent taxes if collected 
up to the amount outstanding they 
would be directly set aside to the 
credit of these bonds no matter what 
the sum was Issued against them, and 
as fast as collected would release these 
i debt obligations. It is a big question 
I and has the other side to It, that If 
* wc issue these 10-year bonds for the 
purpose of paying the current obliga¬ 
tions for a part of the year 1933 they 
stand and continue to be a charge 
I against the public until they are Uqul- 
j dated. With both Interest and retire- 
I ment funds and then that leaves the 
j entire amount of oustandlng delln- 
I quent taxes to be spent as the public 


























































officials see fit, who have charge of 
the expenditure of public funds, and 
I say it Is a distinct advantage to 
the taxpayers of the city, and it is in 
keeping with good Jtidgment to make 
the money which we have outstanding 
and the non-collection of which is re¬ 
sponsible for the issuance of any bonds 
available to the application of the debt 
of 1933 rather than allow those funds 
to be freely used for the expenditure 
of 1934, 1935, 1936, 1937 and 1938 or to 
whatever time they would be available. 
I would like that this bill be laid over 
or refen*ed back to committee for fur¬ 
ther consideration. 

Dr. Kerr said; 

I am sorry to say that no matter 
how that act may be interpreted, it 
would still be a charge against the 
councllmanic borrowing power. In 
other words, the city pledges its credit. 
The Law says how they shall be paid. 
Nevertheless the City pledges Its credit 
to redeem those bonds. I cannot see 
it will relieve this situation. I 
agree that it might be good business 
to pa.ss a bond ordinance under that 
authority and segregate the delinquent 
taxes to the redemption of those b^nds. 
That, of course, takes the delinquent 
taxes out of the current revenue, and 
sets it aside for that purpose.

The Act says that you should go to 
your constitutional limit. 

Mr. Ciurhind said: 

Does it mean the people's or coun- 
cilmanlc borrowing power?

SPECIFICATIONS 

For the collection, removal and dis¬ 
posal of garbage, offal, dead animals, 
condemned meat In the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh for the year ending December 
31st. 1933. 

FIRST: All the provisions of the fol¬ 
lowing Act of Assembly shall be deemed, 
taken, included and made part of the 
Specifications to-wit: An Act entitled, 
“An Act for the government of cities 
of the second class,” approved the 7th 
day of March A. D. 1901, and an Act 
entitled, “An Act amending and sup¬ 
plementing an Act entitled, “An Act 
for the government of cities of the 
second class,” approved the 7th day 
of March A. D. 1901, in the following 
particulars, etc., approved the 20th day 
of June A. D. 1901; and an Act en¬ 
titled, “An Act creating a Bureau of 
Health in the Department of Public 
Safety In cities of the second class, 
defining the powers and duties thei>- 
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of and the officers thereunder, prescrib¬ 
ing rules and regulations and laws re¬ 
specting the public health, and au- 
tnorizing and imposing fines, penalties 
and punishments for violations there- 
cf.” approved the 26th day of June A. 
D. 1895. And an Act approved April 
1st, 1909, amending Articles Two, Ar¬ 
ticle Six, Article Sixteen and paragraph 
twenty-four of Article Nineteen, of an 
Act entitled “An Act for the govern¬ 
ment of cities of the second class,” ap¬ 
proved the 7th day of March A. D. 
1901. Ordinance No. 180 of the City of 
Pittsburgh, approved June 30th, 1915, 
.shall also be deemed, taken Included 
and made part of the specifications. 

SECOND: The manner, mode and 
form ol the disposal of garbage, offal, 
dead animals, and condemned meat in 
and throughout the City under these 
specifications shall be by that process 
known as the reduction process, in¬ 
cineration method, cr by some other 
equally as good method, subject to 
the approval of the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, who shall 
be the sole and absolute judge as to 
what might be termed any other ap¬ 
proved method. 

THIRD: Any reduction, incineration 
or other plant or plants as may be 
necessary for carrying out these speci¬ 
fications in their entirety, if located 
within the limits of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, shall be at such point or points 
as the Director of the Department of 
Public Health shall select and approve, 
but the contractor may locate his plant 
or plants outside of the corporate limits 
of the City of Pittsburgh, if he su 
desires. 

FOURTH: If. in the disposal of gar¬ 
bage. offal, dead animals and con¬ 
demned meat in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh by reduction or any other method 
that may be used, there shall be any 
resldum, refuse matter or materials of 
any kind whatever of any offensive 
character arising or resulting from or 
remaining after said disposal, said resl- 
dium, refuse matter and material shall* 
within twenty-four hours, be removed 
from and beyond the limits of the City 
of Pittsburgh by the contractor. 

FIFTH: The term “garbage,” where- 
cver it occ\:::5 in thc^e specifications, 


means all refuse of animal and vege¬ 
table matter which has been used for 
food for man, and all refuse, animal 
and vegetable matter which was in¬ 
tended to be used, and includes con¬ 
demned food. The term “dead animals” 
wherever it occurs in these specifica¬ 
tions, means all dead animals or parts 
thereof, not intended to be used for 
the food of man. 

SIXTH: The contractor shall collect, 
remove and dispose of all garbage and 
dead animals, as defined in these speci¬ 
fications, from all places wherever the 
same may accumulate within the cor¬ 
porate limits of the City of Pittsburgh, 
namely: from the first to the thirty- 
second wards, both inclusive, except 
from storage and produce commission 
houses. 

SEVENTH: No person other than the 
contractor shall carry, convey or trans¬ 
port through the streets, alleys or pub¬ 
lic places of the City from the first 
to the thirty-second wards, both in¬ 
clusive. any garbage, affal, condemned 
meat or dead animals, without permis¬ 
sion from the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 



EIGHTH: Collecting shall be made 
dally, except Sunday, from all public 
markets, hotels, restaurants, fish mar¬ 
kets, butcher shops, hospitals and 
places where animals, game and fowl 
are killed or dressed within the City 
providing, however, that the removal 
of dead animals and animal offal shall 
be at such hours as shall be prescribed 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Health. 

NINTH: Collections shall be made 
once each week from all places except 
those designated in the Eighth Para¬ 
graph. Provided that the Director of 
the Department of Public Health shall 
have the right to require two collec¬ 
tions each week from private houses 
where the accumulation of garbage may 
be such as to require it, and provided 
further that said two collections each 
week shall not be made from more 
than one hundred private houses. 

TENTH: Dead animals, lying upon 
any of the streets, alleys or public high¬ 
ways, or elsewhere, must be removed 
Immediately to the disposal plant upon 
receiving notification thereof, cither 
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from the Department of Public Health 
or the Bureau of Police; and if the 
contractor falls, neglects or refuses to 
have the same removed within four (4) 
hours after receiving notice, either by 
telephone or otherwise (excepting in 
cases where such notices shall be given 
between the hours of 9 P. M. and 6 
A. M. in which Instance the reckoning 
of the four (4) hours shall be com¬ 
puted from 6 A. M.) the sum of $10.00 
per day for every day of failure, neg¬ 
lect or refusal to comply herewith 
shall be deducted from the next month¬ 
ly bill of said contractor, which de¬ 
duction shall be deemed, taken and 
treated as liquidated damages and not 
as penalties. 

ELEVENTH: Garbage, offal and con¬ 
demned meat shall be collected in and 
transported through the streets of the 
city in vehicles in water-tight, closed 
metal boxes, the same to be approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Health, and shall not be changed 
without the approval of the aforesaid 
Director. These receptacles or wagons 
shall have closely fitted lids, which lids 
must be at all times closed and kept 
closed except when loading or unload¬ 
ing garbage, offal and condemned meat 
and must not at any time be driven 
over the public streets or highways in 
an overcrowded or overloaded condition. 
The wagons shall be thoroughly washed 
and disinfected in a manner approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Health, each day during the 
period from November 1st to May 1st, 
immediately after the close of the day’s 
hauling, and after each load during the 
period from May 1st to November 1st, 
and shall not appear in the public 
streets and highways of the City of 
Pittsburgh in an Insanitary or un¬ 
sightly manner. For any failure, neg¬ 
lect or refusal on the part of the con¬ 
tractor or any of his agents or em¬ 
ployees to thoroughly wash and disin¬ 
fect daily the wagons as herein pro¬ 
vided, there shall be deducted from 
the next monthly pay due said contrac¬ 
tor, until improper conditions are rem¬ 
edied, the sum of $5.00 per day for 
each and every offense, which deduc- | 
tion shall be deemed, taken and treated I 
as liquidated damages and not as pen¬ 
alties. 


I TWELFTH: The entire work of col¬ 
lecting. removing and disposing of gar- 
I bage, offal, dead animals and condemned 
meat shall be at all times accessible 
j to the Director of the Department of 
: Public Health or his authorized repre¬ 

sentatives, and the said Director may 
reserve the right to cause the contrac¬ 
tor to deliver any portion of garbage, 
offal or dead animals at any jiolnt 
1 within the city limits for the purpose 
j of exp3rimentation. 

THIRTEENTH: Each bidder shall 
submit with his bid drawings distinctly 
and clearly showing his method by 
which it is Intended to dispose of gar¬ 
bage, dead animals and animal offal; 
but no bid will be considered which 
contemplates the dumping or burying 
of .such material either within or with¬ 
out the corporate limit of the city, ex¬ 
cept as herein previously provided In 
case of residum. 

FOURTEENTH: All receptacles, carts 
or conveyances of whatever kind used 
for the collection and removal of gar¬ 
bage. offal, dead animals and con¬ 
demned meat shall be so constructed 
and loaded as to prevent any part 
therein from falling on any of the 
streets, alleys, lanes or public high- 
: ways of the city, and must have the 

name of the contractor and the number 
of the wagon printed on each side of 
the same in letters of a size to be 
easily read, and shall thereon have at 
least one gallon of good quality of dis¬ 
infectant for use in cases of emer¬ 
gency. and should any driver or em¬ 
ployee of the contractor, by his care¬ 
lessness or negligence, allow any gar¬ 
bage, offal, dead animals or condemned 
meat to fall upon any public streets, 
lanes, alleys, highways or sidewalks of 
the City of Pittsburgh, he shall im¬ 
mediately clean up the same and place 
it In the wagon or receptacles, and 
thoroughly disinfect the place on which 
said garbage, etc., was dropped; and 
for any failure on his part to comply 
herewith, there shall be deducted from 
the next monthly payroll or sum due 
the said contractor, the sum of $10.00 
for each and every offense, which sum 
shall be deemed, taken and treated as 
liquidated damages and not as penal¬ 
ties. 

FIFl'EENTH: No money, gratuity, re- 
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ward, fee or other valuable consldera- i 
tlon. except the compensation agreed to i 
be paid by the City, shall be charged, 
received or taken by the contractor, or 
any of his agents or employees, for 
doing or failing to do any part of the 
work required to be done under these ^ 
specifications. 

SIXTEENTH: The contractor shall at 
all times use such appliances and em¬ 
ploy such or so many men for the 
performance of all the operations con¬ 
nected with the work embraced under 
these specifications as will secure a 
satisfactory rate of progress and qual¬ 
ity of work, and in case it shall ap¬ 
pear at any time that the work, or 
any part thereof, is not being properly 
done, the same shall be immediately 
corrected upon the demands of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Health, or his authorized representa¬ 
tive, but no omission on the part of 
the said Director to notice or call at¬ 
tention to such defect .shall be held to 
be a waiver of said rights of said Direc¬ 
tor to do so. or from directing the same 
to be corrected as aforesaid. 

SEVENTEENTH: In case of failure by 
the contractor to comply in any respect 
with the specifications or with the con¬ 
tract, the Director of the Department 
of Public Health shall have the right 
and power and is authorized to provide 
tor the collection, removal and disposal 
of garbage, olfal, dead animals and con¬ 
demned meat which the contractor shah 
fail to collect, remove or dispose of, 

and to charge to the expense of the 

contractor, and the contractor and his 
sureties shall be liable for the expense 
incurred therein. 

EIGHTEENTH: The contractor shall 
make monthly reports on blanks ap¬ 
proved by the Director of the Depart¬ 

ment of Public Health which shall show 
the number of all loads and parts of i 
loads and tonnages collected, or in case 
of dead animals, the number of species 
collected together with the weights 
thereof, and shall bo sworn to before 
the City Controller. 

NINETEENTH: All the work shall be 
done under the supervision of the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Health, and all details of such work 
as arc not herein particularly specified 


shall be done In a manner acceptable 
to him. 

TWENTIETH: The contractor shall 
have and maintain telephone communi¬ 
cation with the office of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, and be prepared 
to receive orders between the hours of 
6 A. M. and 12 P. M., said telephone 
communication to be at said contrac¬ 
tor’s own proper cost and expense. 

TWENTY-FIRST: All wagons for 
hauling dead animals shall have a lid 
or covering of an approved design or 
style, which lid or covering must be at 
all times thrown over the wagon so as 
to cover up all carcasses or dead ani¬ 
mals, except when loading or unload- 
ing, 

TWENTY-SECOND: Any official or 
employee of the contractor for remov¬ 
ing garbage, offal, dead animals or con¬ 
demned meat, using improper or vile 
language, being under the influence of 
liquor while on duty, filling his wagon 
with water or other foreign matter, or 
demanding or accepting pay from citiz¬ 
ens for services rendered, or falsifying 
any reports he may be called upon to 
make, or If refusing to collect or re¬ 
move garbage, offal, dead animals and 
condemned meat without being paid 
for same, except as is provided and al¬ 
lowed as compensation by the City of 
Pittsburgh, shall Immediately be dis¬ 
charged and debarred from further em¬ 
ployment in said work. Should 
contractor keep in his employ or at 
any time re-employ any person or per¬ 
sons in violation of this paragraph, 
there shall be deducted from the next 
monthly sum due him five ($5,00) dol¬ 
lars for each person for each and every 
day so employed, which sum shall be 
deemed, taken and treated as liquidated 
damages and not as penalties. Only 
adult men shall be employed in said 
work, and each of said employees shall 
wear in a conspicuous place a badge 
showing hts number and marked ’’Gar¬ 
bage Collector.” 

TWENTY-THIRD: The contractor 

shall Indemnify and hold harmless the 
I City of Pittsburgh, the Mayor, the 

I Director of the Department of Public 

I Health and the Superintendent of the 

! Bureau of Sanitation of the City of 

I Pittsburgh against any and all claims 



which may he made by reason of any 
infringement of any patent right in 
the use of any machinery or apparatus 
necessary in the disposal of garbage, 
offal, dead animals and condemned 
meat under these specifications, and said 
bond shall also indemnify and hold 
harmless the Mayor, the Director of the 
Department of Public Health and the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Sani¬ 
tation of the City of Pittsburgh, its 
officers, agents, and servants, and each 
and everyone of them against and from 
all suits or actions of every kind and 
description brought against the City of 
Pittsburgh, the Mayor, the Director of i 
the Department of Public Health and | 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Sanitation, or any of the officers, agents 
or servants, and each and everyone of 
them against and from all suits or ac¬ 
tions of every kind and description 
brought against the City of Pittsburgh, 
the Mayor, the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Sanitation, 
or any of the officers, agents, or ser¬ 
vants; and also from damages and j 

costs to which It, they, or any of them ^ 
may be put by reason of Injury to the 
person or property of any other, re¬ 
sulting from negligence or carelessness, 
or otherwise, in the performance of its 
obligations under the contract, or from 
any defective or improper appliances | 

used in the performance of same. I 

TWENTY-FOURTH: The City shall i 
direct all persons having garbage to be 
collected by the contractor to provide 
and maintain suitable receptacles there- i 
for In which nothing but garbage shall 
be deposited and all such receptacles 

shall be required to be kept or placed 
in a location accessible to the employees 
of the contractor for the purpose of 

collection and removal of the garbage. 
The size, type, character and the loca¬ 
tion of said receptacles shall be pre¬ 
scribed and approved by the Director 
of the Department of Public Health. 

TWENTY-FIFTH; The Director of the 
Department of Public Health shall print, 
at the expense of the contractor, a 
notice or notices to be left at each 
and every dwelling house and all other j 
buildings in the City of Pittsburgh i 
where garbage may accumulate, stating | 
that the collector will call for garbage } 


on certain days mentioned in the notice 
I or notices and requesting that such 

I garbage be ready in prescribed and sult- 

j able vessels for the collector when he 

I calls for the same. Each notice shall 

I have appended thereto, a statement 

I based on Section 20 of an Act of As¬ 

sembly entitled “An Act creating a 
Bureau of Health in the Department 
of Public Safety in cities of the sec¬ 
ond class, defining the powers and du¬ 
ties thereof, and the officers thereun¬ 
der, prescribing rules and regulations 
thereunder respecting the public health, 
and authorizing and imposing fines and 
penalties for the violation thereof, ap¬ 
proved June 26. A. D. 1895, and the 
various amendments and supplements 
thereto. The said notice shall also 
contain the name, address and tele¬ 
phone number of the contractor and 
the address and telephone number of 
the Department of Public Health. It 
shall also contain the official definition 
of the term “Garbage” and the term 
"Rubbish”, and directions for and the 
manner of preparing the garbage and 
I rubbish for the collector, and such 

! other information as may be necessary, 
based upon Ordinance No. 180 or other 
ordinances referring to the same sub¬ 
ject. In case of any failure to collect 
garbage on the day or days specified In 
the notice, or at the time provided in 
i Paragraphs Eight and Nine, there shall 
I be deducted from the next monthly 

payroll or sum due said contractor, the 
I sum of $2.00 for each and every said 
failure, which sum shall be taken and 
deemed as liquidated damages and not 
i as a penalty, except, no deductions 
shall be made if the contractor shall 
remove the garbage within twenty-four 
hours after receipt of notice of such 
failure from the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Sanitation. 

TWENTY-SIXTH: Each bid shall be

TWENTY-SEVENTH; All labor and 
equipment of every kind necessary to 
carry out the provisions of these speci¬ 
fications, shall be furnished by and at 
the expense of the contractor. 

TWENTY-EIOHTH: When the con- 
tract is entered into, it shall not be 
assigned, transferred or set over to any 
other person or persons, firm or firms, 
corporation or corporations, nor will 
any power of attorney to collect money 
due be recognized, and any party as¬ 
suming the direction of the work, or 
taking part therein, shall be considered 
as an employee under these specifica¬ 
tions and under the contract. Any 
violation of the Acts of Assembly or 
the ordinance or these specifications 
shall be suffclent cause for the im¬ 
mediate cancellation of the contract 
by the Mayor, aiid the Director of the 
Department of Public Health, who may 
thereupon employ the necessary labor 
to perform the work, or readvertise and 
re-let the work at the expense of the 
offending contractor and his sureties. 

TWENTY-NINTH: All parts of these 
specifications are intended to be ex¬ 
planatory of each other, but in case 
any misunderstanding or doubt as to 
the meaning of any of the provisions 
hereof shall arise, the same shall be 
submitted to the Mayor and the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public Health 
for their decision, and their interpreta¬ 
tion shall be final, binding and con¬ 
clusive, without exception or appeal. 

THIRTIETH: Monthly payments shall 
be made to the contractor within the 
first ten days of each and every month, 
■aid payment to be made after the 
contractor has filed proper vouchers, 
according to Law for the same, and 
upon the certificate of the Director of 
the Department of Public Health, in 
such sums as may be agreed upon and 
fixed in the contract hereinafter to be 
entered into between the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and the contractor, said pay¬ 
ments to be made subject to the pro¬ 
visions of these specifications. 


THIRTY-FIRST: The provisions of 
these specifications as set forth In para¬ 
graph twenty-fifth (25) shall be sus¬ 
pended for such period or periods of 
time as the shipment or delivery of 
garbage by railroad to the disposal plant 
of the contractor may be prevented by 
reason of: Acts of the United States 
Government, priority orders, railroad ent- 
bargo, insufficient car supply; railroad 
congestion or inability or failure, other¬ 
wise, upon the part of any railroad used 
to transport such garbage to furnish 
proper and adequate iran.spjrtatlon faci¬ 
lities for said purpose, or if the river 
transportation is used, or if the dis¬ 
posal plant is located upon the river 
bank, the provisions of these specifica¬ 
tions as set forth in paragraph 26 
shall be suspended at such period of 
time as high water in the river may 
interfere with transportation or proper 
operation of the disposal plant. AH 
questions of fact relating to what shall 
constitute proper and adequate trans¬ 
portation facilities within the meaning 
of this paragraph, or all questions of 
fact as to what shall constitute inter¬ 
ference by reason of a high river with 
the proper operation of a reduction 
plant within the meaning of this para¬ 
graph, shall be decided by the Director 
of the Department of Public Health. 

THIRTY-SECOND: The Director of 
the Department of Public Health shall 
notify the contractor within forty-eight 
(48) hours after each and every as¬ 
sessment of liquidated damages or fine 
imposed under the provisions of these 
specifications. The signed statement of 
any householder of failure to collect ac¬ 
cording to the terms of the apeclflca- 
tlons shall be sufficient evidence of the 
contractor’s failure to do so, when veri¬ 
fied by a representative of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

THIRTY-THIRD: If the contract for 
the work herein provided shall be let 
on a tonnage basis, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall provide a suitable person 
or persons who shall weight all gar¬ 
bage, offal, dead animals, condemned 
meat, etc., collected or removed by the 
contractor, and file with the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Sanitation 
daily a report setting forth the number 
of loads and weights of garbage, offal, 
dead animals, condemned meat, etc., 
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collected during said day. The Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Sanitation 
shall verify such reports on or before 
the filing of the claim for the preceding , 
month’s services, and no claim for ser- I 
vices rendered will be approved until j 
such verification has been made. Each j 
person so employed to take such weights j 
shall be bonded by the City of Pitts- | 
burgh In the sum of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollar for the faithful per- j 
formance of his duties.

approved method. 

THIRD: Such Incineration, or other 
plant or plants as may be necessary 
t<jc carrying out these specifications in 
their entirety, if located within the 
limits of the City of Pittsburgh, shall 
be at such point or points as the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Health shall select and approve, but 
the contractor may locate his plant or 
plants outside of the corporate limits 
of the City of Pittsburgh, if he so de¬ 
sires.

FIFTH: The term “Rubbish”, where- 
ever It occurs in these specifications, 
means all paper, pasteboard, rags, mat¬ 
tresses, wornout furniture, old clothing, 
old shoes, old rubbers, leather, carpets, 
broken glass, crockery, bottles, straw, 
excelsior, floor sweepings, old metal, (ex¬ 
clusive of stoves, boilers, pipe, furnacesh 
packing boxes and barrels and broken 
parts thereof, tin cans, Christmas Trees, 
leaves, grass cuttings, (exclusive of tree 
trimmings) and household refuse gen¬ 
erally. exclusive of garbage and ashes. 

SIXTH: The rubbish shall be rc^ 
moved at least once each week from all 
dwellings and apartment buildings, all 
public buildings, religious, educational 
and charitable institutions and hospi¬ 
tals; also only household rubbish and 
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not rubbish from small stores connected 
With apartments or living quarters. 

SEVENTH: Rubbish shall be collected 
in and transported through the streets 
of the City xn vehicles to be approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Health, and shall not be changed 
without the approval of the aforesaid 
Director. These receptacles or wagons 
shall have canvass coverings, which 
coverings at all time must be closed, 
except when loading or unloading rub¬ 
bish and must not at any time be 
driven over the public streets or high¬ 
ways in an overcrowded or overloaded 
condition: and for any failure, neglect 
or refusal on the part of the contrac¬ 
tor. or any of his agents or employes, 
to comply with the same as herein pro* 
vlded, there shall be deducted from the 
next monthly pay due the said contrac¬ 
tor until Improper conditions are reme¬ 
died, the sum of five ($5.00) dollars 
for each and every offense, which de¬ 
duction shall be deemed, taken and 
treated as liquidated damages, and not 
as penalties. 

EIGHTH: The entire work of collec¬ 
ting. removing and disposing of rub- 
blah shall be at all times accessible to 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health and hts authorized represen¬ 
tatives and the said Director reserves 
the right to cause the contractor to 
deliver any portion of the rubbish at 
any point within the City limits for 
the purpose of experimentation. 

NINTH: Each bidder shall submit 
with his bid, drawings distinctly and 
clearly showing the method by which 
he intends to dispose of the rubbish, 
but no bid will be considered which 
contemplates the dumping of such ma¬ 
terial either within or without the cor¬ 
porate limits of the city, except as 
herein previously provided in case of 
resldlum. 

TENTH: All receptacles, carts and 
conveyances or whatever kind, used for 
the collection or removal of rubbish, 
shall be constructed and loaded as to 
prevent any part therein from falling 
on any of the streets, alleys, lanes, or 
public highways In the City, and must 
have the name of the contractor and 
the number of the wagon printed on 
each side of the same In letters of a 


size to be easily read; and for any fail¬ 
ure on his part to comply herewith 
there shall be dedlctcd from the next 
monthly payroll of sum due the con¬ 
tractor the sum of ten ($10.00) dollars 
for each and every offense, which sum 
shall be deemed, taken and treated as 
liquidated damages, and not as penal¬ 
ties. 

EILEVENTH: No money, gratuity, re¬ 
ward, fee or other valuable considera¬ 
tion, except the compensation agreed to 
be paid by the city shall be charged, 
received or taken by the contractor or 
any of his agents or employes, for do¬ 
ing or failing to do any part of the 
work required to be done under these 
specifications, 

TWELFTH: The contractor shall at 
all times use such appliances and em¬ 
ploy such or so many men for the 
performance of all the operations con¬ 
nected with the work embraced under 
these specifications as will secure a sat¬ 
isfactory rate of progress and quality 
of work and in case it shall appear at 
any time that the work, or any part 
thereof, is not being properly done,

Dear Sir:— 

In reference to the C. W. A. allot¬ 
ment for Allegheny County, we have 
gone over the situation this morning 
and beg to advise you that we are ex¬ 
pecting the City of Pittsburgh to fur¬ 
nish materials for projects, enabling us 
to put 10,000 men to work In the City 
of Pittsburgh. So far, provisions have 
been made through projects sent in 
by the Engineering Department of the 
City to cover the employment, you fur¬ 
nishing the material, for 4.000 unem¬ 
ployed up to the first week In Jan¬ 
uary. 

In order that the City of Pittsburgh 
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can take advantage of Its full allotment 
of funds from the Civil Works Adminis¬ 
tration, it will be necessary for the City 
to have on hand money with which to 
purchase materials amounting to ap¬ 
proximately $700,000. This is in addi¬ 
tion to the funds previously made avail¬ 
able. 

From my conversation with you ear¬ 
lier this morning, I understand that 
Council had authorized the sale of ad¬ 
ditional unemployment bonds amount¬ 
ing to $1,400,000. In order to carry out 
the C. W. A. program for Allegheny 
County, more funds should be made 
available immediately. I judge from 
what you stated this morning, it would 
probably be the first of January be¬ 
fore these bonds can be sold and money 
on hand to purchase material for the 
projects applied for and to be applied 
for. This situation will make it im¬ 
possible to employ the additional men 
and will entirely disrupt the program. 
Not only will the City fail to fully 
participate in this program, but it will 
seriously interfere with the success of 
the Civil Works Administration pro¬ 
gram in this County. We will then fail 
to relieve the unemployment situation 
as far as otherwise would be possible. 

Under the circumstances, which really 
constitute an emergency, can there not 
be some way found by which the City 
will be able to order their materials 
at once? Could not Emergency Legisla¬ 
tion be enacted in this instance?

Mr, English arose and said: 

Mr. President;—I want to have 
printed in the record this statement. 
Speaking for myself, I wish to state 
frankly that I am opposed to any in¬ 
crease in the tax rate on the property 
owners of Pittsburgh In a futile at¬ 
tempt to stop the world depression. 

We must be reasonable and sensible. 

In the past three years the Council 
of Pittsburgh has cut the cost of gov¬ 
ernment over $6,600,000—approximately 
23 per cent. In spite of such terrific 
cuts, unheard of in any city of the 
country, the delinquent taxes have in- j 
creased. Eelther some of the people 
have refused to pay if they are able, 
or else a goodly number of them, 
whether through the unemployment or 
losses of one kind or other might be 
unable to pay their taxes. 

Unfortunately due to the system and 
laws which have existed in the State 
of Pennsylvania for many years, the 
City has never been able to collect 
00% of its taxes. Occasionally we have 
figured that the estimated collection 
would be anywhere from 87 per cent, 
to 89 per cent. In other words, we had 


to figure, before fixing the tax rate, 
that over 11 per cent, of the taxes 
levied at the beginning of the year 
would positively be delinquent by the 
end of the year. Thus for many years 
those who did pay taxes have been 
penalized to make up for the deficiency 
of those who either would not pay 
their taxes or who were unable to pay 
them. 

The increase in the delinquencies has 
become extremely marked in the last 
three years, so that the latest figure 
from the Controller of the City of 
Pittsburgh Is that there are now about 
$15,000,000 worth of delinquent taxes 
on the books of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. A conservative figure is that 
about $9,000,000 of these delinquent 
taxes have accumulated in the past 3 
years. During the past 3 years, while 
the tax collections have been dropping 
and the delinquencies have been rising 
to the extent of $9,000,000, the cost of 
city government has been cut over $6,- 
600,000. This proves at once. Mr. Presi¬ 
dent .that the tax miUage of the past 
3 years has nothing whatsoever to do 
with the percentage of delinquencies. 
However, when, perhaps, due to the de¬ 
pression, the delinquencies, which in 
former years, were 10 to 121/2 per cent, 
have now reached a total of 25 or 26 
per cent., it is manifestly impossible 
for the city to go on in this manner. 
The figures for 1933 show that only 75 
per cent, of the taxes are being col¬ 
lected. Is it not an unfair proposition 
to continue to p>enaUze and add to the 
burdens of the people who pay this 75 
per cent, of the taxes In order to carry 
the 25 per cent, of delinquents who 
either are unable to pay or have so 
far refused to pay. 

Unfortunately, except for the mem¬ 
bers of Council and other city officials, 
the people generally do not know how 
Pittsburgh is handicapped through the 
lack of sufficient and flexible laws from 
the Legislature at Harrisburg regard¬ 
ing city financing. It Is wise that 
the Constitution is so written, be¬ 
cause a corrupt administration could 
do a lot of damage to the city’s credit. 
Although we have plenty of assets in 
this $16,000,000 of delinquent taxes, we 
are unable to borrow any money on 
them. I submit that In depression 
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times like the present, it is absolutely 
necessary to step out along a new line 
for financing. If this Council had 
failed to take warning with the coin¬ 
ing of the depression, and if this 
Council had failed to cut the cost of 
government, then the responsibility 
would be on Council alone. But fgr 
the past 3 years the Council has done 
its full duty by cutting down the cost 
of government by over $6,600,000, near¬ 
ly 26 per cent. But there is a minimum 
limit of cutting If the people are to 
be given the many public services to 
which they have been accustomed and 
which they still demand. 

I state, without any fear of con¬ 
tradiction that there is not much left 
in the cost of government according to 
this budget which is now before us, 
except the matter of salaries and wages 
of upwards of 4500 employees amount¬ 
ing to $8,800,000. 

I say it is manifestly unfair to con¬ 
tinue to penalize the 75 per cent, of the 
people who pay their taxes. In favor ! 
of the 25 per cent, who will not or 
cannot pay. In like manner I subjnit 
that it Is unfair also to penalize the 
city employees who are also taxpayers 
and are also victims of the depression. 

I am opposed to forcing them into the 
bread line. It is not necessary at all 
when we have $15,000,000 worth of as¬ 
sets which should be used in a time 
of depression. 

Consequently, in fixing this millaga 
at 20.6 on land and 10.3 on buildings, 

I do It with a full knowledge and 
responsibility that it will hasten relief i 
from the State in the matter of de¬ 
linquent taxes. It might be possible 
with an energetic system of collection 
to bring In more taxes In 1934. We 
did make this effort in 1933 through 
our new City Treasurer, Mr. Hilliard. 

We gave him all he asked for in the 
way of additional employees to bring 
about a better collection of taxes. In 
some little degree it resulted In In¬ 
creased collections, but not enough to 
help in the matter of the tax rate for 
1934. Having made every effort to 
bring about the collection of delinquent 
taxes. I subit that it is not the fault 
of Council that the City of Pittsburgh 
is short of cash. One reason for the 
shortage of cash is because the money ^ 
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was not protected in some of the banks 
in absolute violation of ordinances pass¬ 
ed by Council. Council by ordinance 
limited the deposits in any one bank to 
$1,000,000. Instead of one bank having 
this limit of $1,000,000 as provided in 
the ordinance, over $2,600,000 was put 
in that bank and this huge sum of 
money was not properly protected by 
bonds as is required by the ordinance 
of City Council. Naturally since tno 
Council does not administer the laws, it 
is not fair to blame Council with thh 
serious violation of the Bank Depository 
Ordinance. 

Therefore, I disclaim and disown any 
and all responsibility for the violation 
of the Bank Depository Ordinance. 

If we had the city's money now which 
is tied up in closed banks, we would 
not have been compelled to borrow the 
$760,000.00 on September 27th and re¬ 
newed on November 27th. Failure to 
obtain proper bonds as security for city 
bank deposits cannot be blamed on the 
Council. 

Again since any bonds issued by 
Council are charged to our councilmanic 
borrowing power of 2 per cent, of the 
assessments, it is manifestly impossible 
for us to do any borrowing if the City 
Assessors, another branch of the City 
Government, and under the laws of 
Pennsylvania, are permitted to wipe out 
by one stroke of the pen councilmanic 
borrowing power of $2,000,000 by reason 
of the reduction in property assess¬ 
ments of $100,000,000. In addition to 
wiping out Council's borrowing power 
of $2,000,000, this reduction of $100,- 
000,000 In assessments automatically in¬ 
creases the budget over $1,400,000, which 
means 2^4 mills increase in taxes. In 
addition the increase of delinquent taxes 
over 5 per cent in 1933 increases the 
budget an additional $1,000,000 or 1% 
mills. These two items make a total 
of 4 mills Increase in taxes if the 
public service of 1933 Is to be con¬ 
tinued in 1934. Come what will, I 
refuse to put on the property of Pitts¬ 
burgh any such increase in taxes at 
this time. 

The City Council has not been ex¬ 
travagant. The records show that for 
the past 3 years, 1931, 1932 and 1933, 





































the City Council cut the cost of City 
Government In the amount of $6,600,000. 
In these 3 years other taxlevying bodies 
did not cut taxes, while the Federal 
Government actually increased the 
taxes. One item, that of the matter 
of electricity, will illustrate one Federal 
increase. Last year while the Council 
of Pittsbui'gh was cutting taxes, the 
Federal Government put on a new tax 
which was the 3 per cent, tax on elec* 
Irlcity to he paid by the consumers. 
It looked as though the reductions of 
taxes by the city made it easier lor 
the Federal Government to increase Fed¬ 
eral taxe.s. 


In closing, I want to be recorded as 
voting AYE on this ordinance, on the 
ground that I am opposed to any ad- 
ditlon to the burdens of the people of 
Pittsburgh. I hope it will compel a 
more liberal recognition of the rights 
of the people of Pittsburgh by the Leg¬ 
islature. Numerous laws of the past 
which have handicapped and penalized 
the people of Pittsburgh for the benefit 
of the State must be repealed or amecl- 
ed. We must demand genuine home 
rule for Pittsburgh and a liberal share 
of auto tax revenue, gasoline tax rev¬ 
enue and other revenues which the 
State has reserved for itself. 


And the bill as read a second time 
was agreed to.

Mr. President:—Without discussing the 
matter of a subway, or its needs or 
anything connected with its construc¬ 
tion, I wish to have placed in the 
record that I do not approve for my¬ 
self, as a member of Council, the at¬ 
tempt of Council to vote out or make 
void such a large Item of this nature 
which the people themselves authorized 
at a public election, In other words. 
Mr. President, I feel that it is entirely 
something that the Council should not 
do. The people after a strenuous elec¬ 
tion approved, by popular vote, the 
authorization to increase the indebted¬ 
ness of the City of Pittsburgh in the 
sum of $6,000,000 for the construction 
of a subway In the First and Second 
Wards. That was in 1919, and since 
that time various experts have studied 
the question, and for several years the 
Transit Commission has been studying 
the matter. This Commission has not 
yet submitted its final report, and to 
take this action today, would be to 
void all the prior work done by this 
Commission and its staff. 

I do not believe this Council should 
even attempt to repeal something, which 
the people recorded by their popular 
vote, determined should be done. Cer¬ 
tainly the people of Pittsburgh should 
be given an opportunity to express their 
opinion on it. 


For the reasons given, I want to be 
recorded as voting No on Bill No. 2999. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—We have certain invest¬ 
ments along Sixth street and In the 
Sixth Street bridge, and 1 Intend to 
vote the same as 1 did in committee; 
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Mr. arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I voted for the repeal 
of these suhway bonds. Personally, I 
have always been vigorously opposed to 
the subway; but I question whether we 
In Council can repeal the vote of the 
people. 

Mr. CSarlaiKl arose and said: 

Mr. President:—The gentleman who 
just spoke is not aware of the fact 
that we have a legal opinion from the 
Department of Law saying that it is 
perfectly legal for Council to repeal this 
bond ordinance, 

Mr. nui'gaii arose and said: 

I am not familiar with that opinion. 

Mr. Garland arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^It is perfectly legal 
for Council to repeal these bonds. It 
is good Judgment on the part of Coun¬ 
cil to do this, even though they were 
voted upon and approved by a majority 
vote of the people. Fourteen years 
ago when these bonds were approved, 
conditions were different. There is no 
need of a subway. I made the state¬ 
ment that if this question were sub¬ 
mitted to the people today, the vote 
would be preponderantly against spend¬ 
ing the money and increasing taxes. It 
should not require any discussion. We 
are putting our city practically $6,- 
000,000 to the good in unexpended bor¬ 
rowing power. Our city stands high with 
respect to its borrowing power without 
this $6,000,000. and if this subway 
bond ordinance were repealed, we would 
make our city the greatest of all cities 
in the matter of borrowing power. 

This question can be submitted to a 
vote of the people at any time, and 
if submitted again, it will be under 
different conditions and auspices, and 
will not be as hastily drawn as this 
question was when it was submitted to 
the people in 1919. The members of 
Council in 1910 well remember that it 
was gotten out over night. Should the 
time arrive, whether in five or ten years, 
that a subway is needed, the question 
can be submitted to the people for a 
vote, but my opinion Is that It will 
never be. 

Mr. Duggan knows the experience of 
other cities, and now that we have a 
legal opinion that it is perfectly O. K. 


to repeal this ordinance, are you sat¬ 
isfied? 

Mr. Duggan arose and said: 

Yes, just one point. I would like 
to bring out the fact that since 1924 
the traffic in the downtown section of 
our City has increased 63 per cent. 
If you will recall, before we organized 
the Traffic Bureau, many cars were 
turned back at Sixth avenue and other 
points before reaching the Golden Tri¬ 
angle. Since that time many streets, 
namely. Perry street, the Boulevard of 
the Allies, Grant street and William 
Penn way. have been widened, and in 
addition to the traffic control system, 
we are now able to take care of this 
traffic. There is no need of a subway, 
and I think it would be fool-hardy to 
build one. We know the experience of 
other cities, and I do not want to see 
such a condition repeated here in Pitts¬ 
burgh, 

Mr. Anderson arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Notwithstanding the 
fact that the City of Pittsburgh has 
certain moneys invested in the pro¬ 
posed subway, such as the piers in the 
Sixth Street Bridge and taking care of 
new buildings on Sixth street, in case 
a subway were built along that thor¬ 
oughfare, I am nevertheless in favor of 
the repeal of this ordinance. A subway 
is not needed at this time. I agree 
with Mr. Garland that if the time 
should ever arrive that a subway is 
needed, it can again be submitted to 
the people for their approval or disap¬ 
proval. 

If this bond issue is not repealed, 
the ffrst thing we know is, that the 
money will be spent and the people 
will receive no benefit from it. I think 
it Is a protection that the ordinance 
I be repealed so that no further amounts 
from this fund can be spent. 

Mr. Soost arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I heartily favor the 
repeal of this bill. I am satisfied that 
if the parking regulations are enforced, 
we don’t need a subway. Furthermore, 
you don’t know whether the street cars 
will be on the streets In five years. 
There is all kinds of vacant property 
and people are induced to put up 
parking garages to take care of the 























































automobiles that come into the down¬ 
town section. 

Mr. nuj^gan arose and said: 

Mr. President:—You are familiar with 
what we are trying to do with Fifth 
avenue. At the present time, the City 
has acquired deeds for the widening of 
certain portions of Fifth Avenue, name¬ 
ly, in the Oakland district. I would 
like to have the $6,000,000 to widen 
Fifth avenue from Grant street to 
Point Breeze. This is a traffic problem, 
and Pittsburgh is the only large muni¬ 
cipality in this country that does not 
have . one “show” street. Boston has 
Ck)mmonwealth avenue; New York, Fifth 
avenue and Broadway; Philadelphia, 
Broad street, and Cleveland, has its 
Euclid avenue. We are entitled to a 
thoroughfare connecting the “Golden 
Triangle" with one of the most beau¬ 
tiful civic centers in the country. Some 
day we hope to have enough money to 
complete the improvement of Fifth 
avenue.

Dear Mr. Herron: 

An article in the Post-Gazette this 
morning wouiU seem to question the 
statement I made in my letter to you 
under date of December 23, with re¬ 
gard to the quota of men assigned to 
the Transit Commission's work by the 
C. W. A. The Transit Commission holds 
two orders, both signed by James Lyle 
Stuart, Administrator of Allegheny 
County, and by the State Administra¬ 
tor of the C. W. A. One is No. 0248 
which assigns seven (7) men to work 
upon the continuation of the Transit 
Commission's survey of sub-surface utili¬ 
ties which it was necessary to discon¬ 
tinue when our forces were cut down. 
Order No. 0250 assigns thirty-eight (38) 
men to work upon a comprehensive 
check of passenger traffic in Pittsburgh 
and the immediately adjacent territory. 
Including the traffic of street cars, buss¬ 
es and other vehicles, and Including a 
study of the economic factors Involved. 
The Pittsburgh Railways Company has 
assigned one of its officers to cooperate 
with the Transit Commission in this 
work. This latter survey is of a na¬ 
ture which it was heretofore impos¬ 
sible for the Transit Commission to 
make because it never had a suffeient 
force for such a purpose. This work 
Is very necessary to obtain an ade¬ 
quate picture of the economic, financial 
and operating phases of Pittsburgh's 
transit situation and of the needs of 
the public for transportation service; 
and is in pursuance of the recent nl- 
structions given the Transit Commission 
by a special committee of City Council. 

The seven men assigned under order 
, No. 0248 are working in the Transit 
Commission's rooms in City Hall. The 
personnel for order No. 0250 is now In 
process of organization. Their head¬

leave our plans in an unfinished con¬ 
dition. Somebody can make use of 
them in the future. 

Mr. Duggan: 

j When completed, what use do you 
intend to make of the records? 

Mr. Davison: 

They will belong to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and will be preserved for future 
use. There is a great deal of this in¬ 
formation with respect to .surface and 
sub-surface transportation which will 
be made available for lower end of the 
( City, namely, from Grant Street to the 
“Point,” and that is necessary in any 
plans that might be adopted by the 
Transit Commission in the future. We 
have gone down to the “Point” In our 
studies, and there are other parts in 
the Triangle that the plans for are not 
finished. We are working on those, the 
surveys. We have a very small o:gani- 
zation, and the men to be engaged 
under the Civil Works Administration 
will prepare this data under our super¬ 
vision. 

Mr. Duggan: 

If we cancel the money that i.s avail¬ 
able under the bond issue, what effect 
will It have on the men who are com¬ 
pleting the records?

That Is what I am afraid of, that a 
future Council might take some action 
to build a subway, I don't think the 
city is in a position to build a sub¬ 
way. If the proposal were put to the 
people today, they would vote against 
It. 

Mr. Davison; 

We are not here today advocating 
the building of a subway. We came 
before Council several times within the 
last several weeks, and at no time have 
we recommended the construction of a 
subway under the plans suggested at 
different times. I think the Transit 
Commission deserves some commenda¬ 
tion for the stand it has taken In not 
doing anything at all until wc have 
something tangible to report on. 
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Mr. 

That is why I raised the question: 
Just how far we should permit the 
preliminary work to proceed? 

Mr. Davison: 

I might say that the plans are for 
future reference. All our records are 
clear. Once a court injunction was 
asked against us. and we defended our 
position. Our record is clean and we 
want to leave it clean. As far as I 
am concerned, I don't need this job. 

Mr. .\ii(lerson said: 

I know that. 

Mr. Davison: 

I feel that there are certain things 
to be done to bring this proposition up 
to date. 

Mr. .Anderson said: 

I think this arrangement to carry 
on is up to a decision by Council, 

Mr. Davison: 

It will not have anything to do with 
any decisions of Council. 

Mr. Duggan: 

I think every man in Pittsburgh ap¬ 
preciates the wonderful work Mr. 
Davison and his committee has done for 
the benefit of our city. Mr. Davison, 
are you personally sold on the idea of 
a subw'ay? 

Mr. Davison: 

Not at this time, because many things 
might happen in this town before a 
subway Is built, and even after It is 
built. We don't want to throw away 
all the work we have done In the last 
eight years. 

Mr. Duggan: 

Notwithstanding the financial condi> 
tion of our city? 

Mr. Davison: 

I will go a little further and say 
that the transportation facilities In 
Pittsburgh are not settled, and It will 
be some time before they are settled. 
I don't want to leave any plans started 
by our committee left unfinished. We 
don't want to spend any money on ac¬ 
tual construction until all details for 
its construction and use have been 
worked out. Is that clear? 


Mr. Duggan: 

Yes, but I think you have the horse 
before the cart. Do you think the City 
I should have this $5,810,000 charged up 
against Its borrowing power in times 
like this? 

Mr. Davison: 

. I don't see why this particular ad- 
; ministration should take action at this 
time—the very last minute of this ad¬ 
ministration. Most of you men have 
been in this Council for the last eight 
years and have gone along In an in¬ 
telligent manner with respect to this 
matter and have watched the situation. 
I think it is rather queer in the very 
I last days of this administration some¬ 
thing should be done to hamper the 
activities of this commission. Can any¬ 
body explain this hasty action to me? 

Mr. Connelley said: 

Mr. Davison. Are the records made 
by your office available now? 

Mr. Davison: 

Yes, sir, but they are not complete. 
It has been a year and a half that the 
: Council has been asking us, from time 

I to time, what the Pittsburgh Railways 
j Company will do in giving an answer to 
you on this contract. We worked faith- 
I fully with the Pittsburgh Railways Com- 
! pany on the plans, but could not get 
together, and have not been able to get 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company to 
commit themselves on what they wll! 
do with the contract. The early part 
of the summer we asked you to ap¬ 
point a committee of three or more 
to sit In with the Railways Company 
and a committee from the Transit Com¬ 
mission. This was done, because the 
i report of your committee shows that 
the Railways Company and the Com- 
! mission agreed to go ahead and get the 
data that was necessary to show what 
might be done in the way of a con¬ 
tract, and that Is what we are work¬ 
ing on now. We did not know where 
we could get the money, although 
there is some available in our appro¬ 
priations, yet we have not been spend¬ 
ing any of it; but this C. W. A, sit¬ 
uation came up and we went forward 
this time and have this help. We arc 
going along with this work, as I un¬ 
derstood it was the desire of your 
special committee that this work should 
be done.

Mr. Garland said: 

Those 45 men can function on the 
general transportation question. They 
can employ the 45 men and still func¬ 
tion without regard to a subway. They 
can go along the lines of transporta* 
tlon. 

t Mr. l>avlson: 

I I don’t know. 

Mr. Garland; 

I think Mr. Reppert said that. As 
a matter of fact, don’t you think they 
could? 

Mr. Ilavlson; 

I would say tliey could. 

Mr. Reppert said: 

They were requisitioned to work un* 
der Mr. Haydock. 

Mr, Duggan: 

I am of this opinion that we can 
go ahead and get the plans read, but I 
think we have the cart before the 
horse. 

Mr. Anderson said; 

Mr. President:—I have this to say 
as one of the members who will hold 
It over. I am opposed to the idea now, 
although the money is available to 
build a subway. I am not afraid of 
criticism, because I will vote in the 
new Council, as I did the other day, 

J to repeal this ordinance. It doesn't 

change my position with regard to what 
action the Mayor takes on the bill. 
When this action comes up in the new 
Council I assure you that I will vote 
to repeal the bond ordinance, 

Mr. {''iiKh.sh said: 

Mr. President:*-! want to say a word 
on this subject. Of course. I have 
taken the position in the past that I 
I didn^t feet as a member of Council I 

* should veto anything the people voted 

should be done. This is a new ques¬ 
tion. We have a specific letter from 
Mr. Davison, Chairman of the Transit 
i Commission, notwithstanding the article 

in the newspaper, In which the C. W. 
A. officials say they will put to work 

1 45 men for the Transit Commission. 

The fair thing to do is to recall this 
repeal ordinance from the Mayor. I 
made the motion to recall this ordi- 
rance from the Mayor for the purpose 


of giving further consideration on this 
question. It has nothing to do with 
! spending money on the subway; it is 
merely a courtesy to the Commission 
! and the Mayor that I made this mo- 
\ tlon. 

: Mr. McArUle said: 

I Mr. President;—I want to explain my 
( position on this motion. I will vote 
to recall the bill from the Mayor, but 
only because I think it is the thing 
to do to keep myself clear in the record. 

■ My own opinion is that If the bill l.s 
I to be recalled It should have been re¬ 
called on the direct request of the 
Mayor, who for some reason satisfactory 
to himself, did not care to act on it 
in its present form, or on the request 
of some member of Council who voted 
in the affirmative on the bill, I am 
not questioning the right of Mr. Eng¬ 
lish to make the motion. 

Mr. Dugan said; 

As one who voted for the bill, I 
move that It be recalled from the 
Mayor for further consideration. I 
j think it Is only fair to the Mayor and 
Mr. Davison. I cannot see what they 
will accomplish by bringing It back. 

Mr. Anderson said: 

Mr. President;—In recalling this bill, 
does it mean that it will come be¬ 
fore Council for another vote, or will 
It die in Council?

The Clxalr: 

Mr. Duggan can repeat his motion or 
withdraw it. 

Mr, English said: 

I am perfectly within my rights in j 
making the motion to recall the bill ’ 
from the Mayor; but under parliamen¬ 
tary law after we get the bill back, ; 
I wouldn’t have the right to move to 
reconsider the vote on it, because I 
voted against the bill on second and 
third readings and flnal passage. It is a 
simple motion. Recalling it from the 
Mayor doesn't settle it. Suppose Council 
recalls the bill and doesn’t take any fur- ; 
ther action, then in that case it dies. 
Suppose the motion fails, what happens? j 
Why tell this man when all he is do- ! 
ing is to recall the bill from the Mayor i 
for further consideration, I had a right ' 
to make that motion. Why should | 
anybody become confused because of my 
making the motion? However, in order 
to keep the record clear I will with¬ 
draw my motion. 

Mr. Garland said: 

I say that is tantamount to this 
Council reversing its action. If you 


I bring it out of the hands of the Mayor, 
within a few days is a new year and 
you cannot do anything. If Mr. Duggan 
wants it brought back, let him make 
his motion. 

Mr. Coniielley said; 

Mr. President:—I would like very 
much, indeed, to follow out what Mr. 
Davison would like to do, but he ad¬ 
mitted here on the floor of Council that 
under existing circumstances a subway 
should not be built. Now, since I have 
been a member of Council we hnvt 
I had two or three meetings on this sub¬ 
ject. and we have not gotten anywhere, 
and do not expect to seemingly get 
very far now. 

I I would like very much to have all 
i the credit of the City of Pittsburgh 
enhanced, especially the amount of 
money set aside by the issue of bonds 
for the construction of a subway, name- 
I ly, $5,810,000.00, and get into a place 

f where the City can have as its credit 

about $19,000,000, which to my mind 
Is the greatest amount of credit that 
any city in the country has at present. 
It is for the purpose of preserving the 
credit of the city that I voted for the 
repeal of this subway bond ordinance, 
keeping in mind what the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company said on the subject, 
and also keeping in mind the attitude 
of the people towards constructing a 
subway at this time. I feel if it is 
withdrawn now that it will Just be a 
matter of leaving it die in Council. 

This action will naturally follow If 
the motion to recall the bill from the 
Mayor prevails. It is not a question 
of parliamentary practice, as both Mr. 
Garland and Mr. English are right. 

In conclusion, I want to say that 
I have the greatest respect for Mr. 
Davison and know and respect the 
work he and his committee have done 
on this matter, but he said it will never 
be built under existing conditions. I 
am opposed to building a subway and 
for that reason, as I said before, I 
voted for the repeal of the bond ordi¬ 
nance. 

And the question recurring on the 
motion of Mr. Duggan to recall Bill 
No. 2099 from the Mayor without ac¬ 
tion thereon. 

Mr. Garland demanded a call of the

Council: I have not prepared a writ¬ 
ten Statement. 

The appropriation ordinance Is in ac¬ 
cordance with the record of the Clerk 
of the Finance Committee, the Chief 
Accountant in the Controller’s Office 
and myself. They all agree. 

The Chair offered the following, and 
asked that it he printed in full in the 
record: 

We have complied with the request of 
the Building Owners and Managers As¬ 
sociation <our largest taxpayers group), 
not to increase the present millage. 
We fully recognize that this is not 
the time to raise taxes. Within the 
past month we were confronted with 
a communication from the Chief Prop¬ 
erty Assessor stating that the City 
Valuation on land and buildings would 
be reduced approximately one hundred 
million dollars, which means a reduc¬ 
tion in expected revenue of approximate¬ 
ly one million five hundred thousand 
dollars. This unprecedented and as¬ 
tounding cut was entirely unexpected. 
The incoming Mayor, however, has 
stated to Council in conference that 
he was personally of the opinion that 
many of the appeals for lower assess¬ 
ments would not he granted. In such 
event, the present situation will be 
helped very materially. 

The presentation of an unbalanced 
budget seems to be the order of the 
day. The Federal Government Itself, 
as well as the majority of our large 
cities, are in the same plight, due to 
conditions brought about principally by 
non-receipt of taxes, and the hope is 
that with better times this revenue will 
come in. Delinquency continues to be 
the most pressing problem that con¬ 
fronts American Municipalities, and in 
our case It is extremely difficult to 
estimate what the revenue will be, a 
great deal depending upon the im¬ 
provement of business conditions. In 
our case, we have at the present time 
what a business corporation would style 
Accounts Collectible in the shape of 
delinquent taxes amounting to approxi¬ 
mately fourteen million dollars; in the 
history of our City, an unprecedented 
amount. Measures will undoubtedly be 
taken by the new Administration to 
collect these taxes from those who can 
pay, and even under present law, de¬ 


linquent taxes may be used as collateral 
to a loan in such an amount as will 
more than balance the budget, and take 
care of all deficits. 

Inasmuch as many municipalities of 
our Commonwealth are In the same 
plight, we fully anticipate new remedial 
legislation at the next session of the 
Legislature which will go far towards 
a correction of conditions. 

Government must continue. We must 
keep our streets lighted; we must afford 
Police and Fire protection to life and 
property. Our Health Department, In 
all Its functions; our Libraries, our 
Recreational facilities, and other activi¬ 
ties must continue to operate. 

In many municipalities, streets are 
not lighted, schools are closed, there Is 
inadequate fire or police protection; 
filth accumulates in streets, and holes 
remain to menace life and limb, and 
many essential services are discontinued. 
With American Cities in this plight 
in practically every State In the Union, 
due principally to non-coUectlon of cur¬ 
rent and delinquent taxes caused by the 
depression, we must admit that, in 
common with other American Cities, 
there has also been an expenditure of 
money during times of prosperity, which, 
through bond issues for large improve¬ 
ments, comes back to haunt all of us 
in additional provision for Interest and 
sinking funds, and Pittsburgh has never 
defaulted in such provision. 

Perhaps the most drastic recent il¬ 
lustration of present conditions cornea 
from our neighboring State of West 
Virginia, where local governments have 
closed down almost entirely. One Mayer 
electrified his community by discharging 
himself and 270 City employees. This 
blanket dismissal order removed all 
members of City Coxincll, the Police and 
Fire Departments, and others from of¬ 
fice., The National Municipal Review 
in the November issue on this particu¬ 
lar subject, states as follows: 

“In West Virginia cities and coun¬ 
ties, local government has shut down 
entirely, due to a combination of tax 
limitation laws and Judicial decisions. 
In such places, police and fire pro¬ 
tection stops, schools close their doors, 
filth accumulates In streets and holes 
remain to menace life and limb, pub¬ 
lic health nurses no longer pay their 
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needed visits, men, women and child¬ 
ren starve because there is no agency 
to feed them.” 

And in this month’s issue of the Re¬ 
view, it is stated: 

”In one large southern state, 85 per 
cent of the schools were closed early 
last year and many of them were un¬ 
able to open this fall. Pijblic health j 
units have been eliminated, libraries 
have been closed, and recreation cen¬ 
ters abandoned, all because of lack of 
funds to keep local government going. 
And it must have come as a terrific 
shock to the citizens of the largest 
and richest city of the country, New 
York, if they are still subject to 
shock, to learn of the difficulty that 
that great metropolis had to gee 
necessary funds for its continued 
maintenance. 

Nevertheless, the mayor there, de¬ 
spite promises to economize and avert 
municipal bankruptcy, blithely sub¬ 
mits a 1934 budget representing an 
increase of nearly $20,000,000 over 
1933." 

In our own local condition, we can 
see daylight. School children are lead¬ 
ing their normal life in open schools, 
street repairs are being made as need¬ 
ed; our streets are well lighted; libraries 
are open and doing a land-office busi- | 

ness, and parks and playgrounds are ' 

filling an important niche in the lives 
of those who have leisure. Unlike many | 

other cities, we have adequate police | 

and fire protection. We are not suffer¬ 
ing for lack of essential service. 

The $14,000,000 of delinquent taxes 
or Accounts Collectible, are a distinct 
asset. There are many who cannot pay, j 

and there must be many who can pay, 
who don't on account of the city’s ( 

laxity. Our policy has been to refrain [ 

from exercising our right of foreclosure. | 

We have even been lenient to the ex¬ 
tent of not advertising tax delinquents. 

As times get better, these delinquents 
will pay, and as they pay, and to the 
extent they pay, the Budget becomes 
nearer to a balance. 

As stated, money can be borrowed 
with these overdue taxes as collateral 
to the obligation. 

Our Financial Position 
Notwithstanding the astounding re¬ 


duction in the estimate of Assessed 
Valuations for 1934 of $101,000,000, the 
City will have on January 1st, an unim¬ 
paired or unexpended borrowing power 
of over $19,000,000,* which places Pitts¬ 
burgh at the very top of American 
Cities in financial standing. It is per¬ 
haps unnecessary to refer to our four 
largest Cities, all in a deplorable state 
of financial chaos. 

New York 

Quoting Samuel Untermyer, of New 
York: 

"We are today witnessing the ap¬ 
palling spectacle of the richest city 
on earth, with its priceless real estate 
made well-night worthless by the in¬ 
tolerable burdens of taxation heaped 
upon it, with the grim specter of 
bankruptcy hovering over it,— 

"Its 4>^ per cent long-term, tax-ex¬ 
empts, are selling between 65 and 70, 
while its short-term 6’s at 88 are 
finding a hard time to secure a mar¬ 
ket on a 10 per cent interest basis. 
When its officials appear, hat In hana, 
meekly begging the bankers to sup¬ 
ply it from month to month with the 
funds required to prevent It from de¬ 
faulting on its current payrolls, teach¬ 
ers’ salaries and other obligations, it 
is forced not only to pay 6 per cent 
interest but to submit to all manner 
of humiliating conditions_” 

Chicago 

Prom this month’s National Municipal 
Review, we quote: 

“Similarly, we must be grieved by 
the latest bulletins of the Civic Fed¬ 
eration regarding Chicago to learn 
that the taxes there for 1932 have 
not yet been billed, but they have 
been anticipated and spent.” 

Detroit 

perhaps the worst example of all— 
Exceeded her borrowing power by a 
huge amount and still circulating scrip. 
In Detroit the Hotels alone are de¬ 
linquent over two million dollars. 

And our nearest neighbor among large 
cities— 

Cleveland 

For December payrolls, using scrip. 
From the Christian Science Monitor 
of December 15th last, in a special Item 
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dated Cleveland, December 15th, we 
quote: I, 

“This “bankrupt“ city yesterday 
met Its Dec. 1 $350,000 payroll half 
in cash and half in scrip, and an¬ 
nounced it would meet its Dec. 15 
payroll sometime before Christmas. 

A $982,000 scrip issue, authorized 
by the Ohio State Tax Commission, 
is on the printing presses now and 
efforts are being made to sell it to 
large taxpayers at 100 cents on the 
dollar, so that city employees may be 
paid fully in cash. 

When the New Year rolls around the 
City of Cleveland will not have one 
dime in Its treasury. To meet the 
emergency, Gov. George White has 
promised a special January session of 
the State Legislature to take up the 
whole question of obtaining relief for 
distressed cities.” 

Budget 

In making the Appropriation and Sal¬ 
ary Bills, we had in mind the attitude 
of the incoming Mayor in recommend¬ 
ing to Council somewhat drastic reduc¬ 
tions in his own Department, shown in 
the Budget Bill under the heading "De¬ 
partment of the Mayor.” Other reduc¬ 
tions. some rather slashing, were recom¬ 
mended by the incoming Mayor to the 
Budget Committee. Inasmuch, however, 
as he will be the Chief Administrator 
during the 1934 operations, we believe 
that he and his Directors, who under 
him will be in charge of operations, will 
be in better position to order such ad¬ 
justments as will be deemed necessary 
as to anticipated revenue, and particu¬ 
larly as to expense cf operation. An 
important factor will be his conclusion 
as to the final Assessed Valuation of 
Real Estate upon which our largest 
revenue is based, as to which he will 
have Jurisdiction and direction under 
hl8 appointing power, which Council 
does not have. And of just as great 
Importance will be his attitude as to 
the $14,000,000 of uncollected taxes or 
accounts collectible, which, as times get 
better, should be considerably reduced. 

If foreclosures had been ordered, large 
amounts of revenue would have result¬ 
ed. 

21 States have found it necessary to 
pass remedial legislation affecting de¬ 
linquent taxes. The State of Illinois 


passed an Act which permits the Court 
to appoint a receiver for Income-pro¬ 
ducing property after six months* de¬ 
linquency, and this law has operated 
successfully in Chicago. If desired, a 
similar law might be passed at the 
next session of the Legislature. 

It is extremely probable that there 
are many cases where Income-producing 
properties could pay their taxes, the 
laxity as to collecting, the moratorium 
on foreclosures and non-advertising due 
to the depression, undoubtedly have had 
their bearing on the situation. 

It might also be remarked that had 
not the drastic and unexpected reduc¬ 
tion of approximately one hundred and 
one millions in Assessed Valuation 
reached us at the eleventh hour, we 
could have very readily balanced the 
Budget,

This ordinance attempts to nullify 
the expressed wish of the citizei^s who 
voted for the increase of indebtedness 
for the purpose of builaing a subway 
in the 1st and 2nd wards of the City 
of Pittsburgh, and while I realize it 
la within the province of the Council 
and the Mayor to cancel or abandon 
the bond issue, if In their judgment, 
they feel that the project speciAcally 
provided therein should not be proceed¬ 
ed with; nevertheless, in view of the 
fact that this matter has been under 
consideration by Council since it was 
passed in 1919, and that a Transit Com¬ 
mission was created which has spent 
many years in gathering data and pre¬ 
paring plans, etc. for the prosecution 
of the work at a cost of many thous¬ 
ands of dollars, and further, in view 



of the fact that through the creation 
of the Civil Works Administration and 
in accordance wih the recommendation 
of the City Transit Commission, there 
has been assigned to a further study 
of this project, a force of some 45 en¬ 
gineers, I believe, in all fairness to the 
expressed wishes of the people as re¬ 
corded in 1919 and to the co-operation 
of the City Transit Commission and 
the C. W. A., we should delay any 
deffnite repeal of this bond issue until 
the detailed study now being made is 
presented to Council for its considera¬ 
tion, especially in view of the fact that 
this latest Investigation is being made 
at absolutely no cost to the City of 
Pittsburgh.

The newspapers have been generous 
with space and head line stories about 
me and my claim for salary which bad 
been unlawfully deducted from me. 

It has been suggested that 1 should 
retiurn the salary paid to me for the 
4 >4 months wheu I was away in an 
effort to recover my health. Nothing 
was said about hospital bill and other 
expenses. 

I regret that the honest and hon¬ 
orable public service I have rendered to 
the people of Pittsburgh is of no con¬ 
sequence to some people and is now 
after so long a time to be reduced to 
a dollars and cents basis. Therefore, 

I wish to submit a few items for this 
new mercenary conception of public ser¬ 
vice. 

On June 13, 1932, there was quite an 
argument in Council as to whether the 
interest rate on $1,200,000.00 of refund¬ 
ing bonds should be or 

One of the fond recollections the rest 
of my life will be the memory of that 
meeting. All the other members of 
Council agreed with me on that oc¬ 
casion and my motion to fix the rate 
of interest on these bonds at 
was adopted by unanimous vote. 

On July 5, 1932, Council authorized 
issuance of $800,000.00 Welfare Bonds. 





Again the rate of interest was fixed at 

On July 11, 1932, Council authorized 
issuance of $300,000.00 Smithfield Street 
Bridge Bonds. Again the rate of in¬ 
terest was fixed at 4l^%. 

In August, 1932, the three bonds is¬ 
sues totalling $2,300,000.00 at 41 / 2 % in¬ 
terest were sold at a premium. The 
difference in interest between 4%% 
and 414 % saved the taxpayers, $142,- 
000 . 00 . ; 

My total salary for 20 years, 16 at 
$6,500.00 and 4 at $8,000.00, is $136,- 
000.00. Hence the City is ahead $6,- 
000.00. as a result of Council adopting 
my motions to pay 4^% interest rather 
than the 4%%, Shakespeare says the 
“Evil that men do lives after them, 
the good is oft interred with their 
bones." In this case for 30 years the 
taxpayers of Pittsburgh will continue 
to enjoy some benefit from my having 
been a member of Council in the year 
of 1932. 

Again if we are to figure our service 
in dollars and cents, what about the 
17 years’ battle I waged in the Council 
of Pittsburgh for adequate security of 
the City’s bank deposits? From the be¬ 
ginning of my service as a member of 
Council I never gave up the idea that 
the City’s money was entitled to the 
same protection obtained by the State, 
the County of Allegheny and the Board 
of Education. At last my efforts were 
successful because the fourth Mayor 
with whom I labored gave his support. 
The $500,000.00 fund of people’s money 
maintained for 17 years by the City 
was returned to the taxpayers in a 
reduced tax millage. What a wonderful 
benefit this was to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh when the bank crisis struck the 
entire world two years ago! Notwith¬ 
standing the careful work of Council 
in providing for the security of the 
City’s money, the laxity and carelessness 
of other officials have made a lot of 
trouble. The actual cash shortage to¬ 
day and the recent borrowing of $750,- 
000.00 is not the fault of Council, If 
those whose duty it was and is to 
comply with the Bank Deposit Ordi¬ 
nance had properly functioned, no one 
bank could have obtained over Two and 
one-half Million Dollars because Coun¬ 
cil’s ordinance placed a limit of One 


Million Dollars as the maximum for any 
bank to have. The people should know 
who are responsible for this failure to 
protect the city’s bank deposits. Cer¬ 
tainly the blame does not fall on the 
Council. 

It is my hope that succeeding Coun- 
cilmen will never go back to the old 
and unsound policy of the city insur¬ 
ing its own money at its own cost by 
tying up $500,000.00 or any other sum. 
The two items just mentioned occurred 
in this my last term of Council. 

Boing back to my first term in Coun¬ 
cil, I recall the successful effort to 
abolish the separate debt tax on the 
property of the former City of Alle¬ 
gheny and other sections of the Greater 
City. The forced annexation of Alle¬ 
gheny to Pittsburgh compelled those 
taxpayers to pay the cost of the larger 
city government and still pay for their 
own old debts. This in the face of the 
new Act of 1909 (after Allegheny had 
been forcibly annexed) which new act 
Invited all the boroughs into the City 

and the City would absorb all their 

separate debts. Rather hard on the 
folks in Allegheny, to be compelled to 
pay their own separate debt of Seven 
Million Dollars and still have to help 
pay the old debts of every borough 

which might thereafter be annexed to 
the City of Pittsburgh. It was my 

pleasure to initiate the movement to 
grant to the taxpayers of Allegheny. 
Sheraden, Esplen and Elliott the same 
treatment for handling their old debts 
as was now offered by this new Law 
of 1909. At my request Attorney Lee 
C. Beatty drew up the proposed law, 
Senator John P. Moore introduced it 
in the State Senate, and Wm. A. Magee 
presented me to Governor Brumbaugh, 
who signed the Act of 1915. 

I consider this equalization of taxes 
a worthy piece of statesmanship. 

In the seven years from 1908 to 1915, 
Allegheny property was taxed 4 mills 
for its separate debt. In these seven 
years, one million dollars of debt was 
paid reducing the separate debt of Alle¬ 
gheny from Seven Million Dollars to 
Six Million Dollars. At this rate of 4 
mills annual tax, It would have re¬ 
quired 42 years more, or the year 1957. 
before Allegheny property owners could 
get rid of this old debt. Wonder what

In 1914 I had the privilege and the 
pleasure of fighting for the Two Platoon 
System for the Firemen. I have never 
regretted my support of that wox’thy 
measure. I have lived to see the N. R. 
A. with its 30 hours of employment per 
week. Why not have a three platoon 
system for both policemen and fire¬ 
men? 

Throughout my public service I have 
tried to be fair to the City employees 
and fair to the taxpayers. When times 
were good and the general public was 
prosperous and happy we increased the 
pay of the city employees. I always 
tried to spread such pay Increases over 
large groups rather than discriminate 
against one group and in favor of an¬ 
other. I am proud of the harmony and 
peace which prevailed In the making of 
the salary and appropriation bills for 
1930. I am particularly proud of the 
spirit shown to Council by the Police 
and Firemen on that occasion. The 
people had voted In favor of material 
increases in the pay for the Police and 
Firemen In November 1929. I think the 
total Increase was $921,000.00. But 
Council only increased the tax rate 1 
mill before taking up the matter of 
salaries. As one mill Increase only 
brought in about $650,000.00, we could 
not increase salaries for the entire 12 
months.

Y. English struck a magnanimous ges¬ 
ture yesterday ^s he forgave all his 
critics for overlooking his great public 
record as they stooped to chide him 
about demanding the return of his pay 
cut of $1,333.33. 

He ran the scales of literature as he 
played a mighty paean to his success 
as a city councilman, and then shower! 
his true greatness by piping a little 
ditty that might be entitled, “Though 
You Threw Me Down. I Can Still For¬ 
give.” 

Council was about ready to adjourn 
when English made known his wish to 
make a speech, which was construed as 
his swan song, his valedictory to 20 
years on the councilman’s payroll. He 
entitled his speech, "Lest We Forget”, 
a line he ran across in Kipling’s "Reces¬ 
sional.” And. though he quoted Shakes¬ 
peare and Lincoln, too, many of his 
hearers observed with thankful hearts 
that he omitted his Bible quotations 
for once. His last public speech of for- 
p'lveness was entitled: "Forgive Them. 
Father, They Know Not What They Do.” 

A few of the 3,000 words in the 
speech ran like this: 

“It has been suggested that I should 
return the salary paid to me for the 
four and one-half months when I was 
away in an effort to regain my health. 
Nothing was said about hospital bills 
and other expenses.” 

His speech took oh bitter irony as he 
mentioned the newspapers. “They have 
been generous.” he said, as he evidenced 
the bitterness in his great heart. "Gen¬ 
erous with space about me and my 






claim for salary which has been un¬ 
lawfully deducted from me.” 

The city has paid $136,000 to English 
for his 20 years of service, but he point¬ 
ed out with modesty, he managed to 
save the city $142,000, so the taxpayers 
are still $6,000 ahead. 

“The city is ahead $6,000,” he said, 
“as a result of council adopting my 
motions fb pay 4V4 per cent Interest 
rather than the 4% per cent (on cer¬ 
tain bonds), Shakespeare says the ‘evil 
that men do lives after them, the good 
Is oft interred with their bones.' In 
this case, for 30 years the taxpayers of 
Pittsburgh will continue to enjoy some 
benefit from my having been a member 
of council in the year 1932,” 

Tells of His “Martyrdom” 

In his first term of council Statesman 
English, as he styled himself, success¬ 
fully fought the effort to establish the 
separate "debt tax on the residents of 
the old city of Allegheny when it was 
annexed to Pittsburgh.” 

“No matter when I die,” said States¬ 
man English with pride, “there are 24 
years of good still coming to the tax¬ 
payers of the former city of Allegheny 
at the rate of 4 mills per year.” 

English looked back for a moment at 
another dark period in his great career 
when he suffered in “silence” because 
he and Mayor Herron were branded 
“bolshevik” and “anarchist” because 
they wanted to provide “a couple of 
swimming pools,” 

But he soon got back to the happier 
subject—the great deeds he did as the 
people’s champion. He pointed with 
pride to lowered water rates for folks 
on the Southside, the platoon system 
for police and firemen and the city’s 


recreational facilities — improvements 
which he admitted were brought about 
by him or largely through his modest 
efforts. 

Ha.s Malice Toward None. 

But those great things are so quickly 
forgotten, he seemed to indicate. Never- 
theless, like Lincoln, Statesman English 
declared that he had “charity toward 
all, malice toward none.” 

Some of the councilmen who thought 
it was an act of charity when they took 
voluntary pay cuts—all except English, 
couldn’t quite figure out that last re¬ 
mark. 

And in searching for a reason as to 
why English failed to quote the Bible 
it is conceivable that some of them 
might have recalled these Biblical quo¬ 
tations; 

“Charity suffereth long and is kind; 
charity envieth not, charity vauntetli 
not Itself, Is not puffed up.” 

“Though I speak with the tongues 
of angels and of men and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding brass 
or a tinkling cymbal.”

The 
rental reserved shall be $1,000.00 per 
annum for the said term of one (1) 
year, payable in equal monthly Install¬ 
ments of $83.34, on the first day of 
each month during said term.

Said tenants shall maintain as now 
provided a place for a farmers’ market 
in said building. 

Said lessees shall keep the demised 
premises, fixtures and equipment In 
adequate repair, and shall carry fire in¬ 
surance upon the same in the sum of 
$25,000.00, in favor of the City of 
Pittsburgh and the lessees individually 
or collectively, as their respective in¬ 
terests may appear. 

If during the original term of said 
lease or as extended the said market 
shall be damaged by fire or other cala¬ 
mity so as to substantially interfere 






























































with Its being operated as a public 
market, the lessees may surrender said 
lease or may repair the market. While 
It Is being repaired the rental shall be 
abated proportionately as said market 
may be usable. 

The entire cost of the operations or 
said market house, including the fur¬ 
nishing of water, gas, electricity and 
the maintenance of said demised prem¬ 
ises and equipment In good repair shall 
be paid by the lessees.

AN ORDINANCE—Making appropria- 
tions to pay the expenses of con¬ 
ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and for meeting the 
debt charges thereof for the fiscal year, 
beginning January 1, 1934. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburghj in Council 
assembledt and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
the revenues of said City derived from 
taxes and other sources for the fiscal 
year beginning January 1st, 1934, and 
ending December 31, 1934, are hereby 
appropriated in the sum of $21,252,- 
649.00 to pay the expenses of conduct¬ 
ing the public business of the City of 
Pittsburgh and meeting the debt* 
charges thereof during the said period 
beginning January 1st, 1934, and end¬ 
ing December 31st, 1934, and all unen¬ 
cumbered balances of appropriations re¬ 
maining open upon the books of the 
City Controller at the close of the 
fiscal year shall be and the same are 
hereby ordered to be cancelled, except 
such amounts as shall be specially re¬ 
quested by letter from the Director or 
Chairman of the special activity having 
the matter in charge certifying that 
the amounts requested are required for 
the purpose for which specifically ap¬ 


propriated, or such amounts as shall 
be cirected to be carried over to the 
fiscal year 1934, by resolution or ordi¬ 
nance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be in¬ 
curred against any appropriation item 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation items 
shall be administered subject to and in 
conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 

(a) The heads of the several depart¬ 
ments shall prepare their several pay¬ 
rolls for audit by the Controller in 
accordance with the items of the ordi¬ 
nance establishing the respective posi¬ 
tions and rates of compensation, and no 
payroll shall be approved for payment 
by the Controller unless the incum¬ 
bents and the rates of compensation 
agree with the items of said ordinance, 
and unless the payroll shows the ap¬ 
propriation account or accounts charge¬ 
able with the compensation of each 
employe included thereon. 

(b) There shall be affixed to all 
payrolls a certificate made by the per¬ 
son preparing such payrolls to the 
effect that there is a time record on 
file in said department certified to by 
a person or persons having knowledge 
of the facts, showing the character of 
service and exact time of employment 
of each person named in the payroll, 
and that the distribution of time as 
shown on the payroll is in accordance 
with such time records. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from 
one appropriation item to another ex¬ 
cept by resolution or ordinance of Coun¬ 
cil^ and such resolution or ordinance 
shall in each case set forth the reasons 
for such request, and be accompanied 
by a certification from the Controller 
stating that there is a sufficient balance 
unencumbered and available In the ap¬ 
propriation item from which the trans¬ 
fer is to be made. 

Section 3. No obligation shall be In¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon City Busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an 
order, stating the service to be ren¬ 
dered, work performed, or supplies, 
materials or equipment to be furnished 
together with the estimated cost of the 











































same. The Director of the Department 
of Supplies is hereby authorized and 
directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department all neces¬ 
sary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no requisition of 
any department shall be filled by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
of the appropriation properly charge* 
able, and that no order shall be issued 
by the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, or by the head of any other 
department of the City Government, 
until it has been approved by the City 
Controller. Payments on account of 
direct purchase shall be made from the 
amounts hereinafter appropriated there¬ 
for respectively. Purchases made by 
the Director of the Department of Sup¬ 
plies to go into stores shall be paid for 
from the fund provided for such pur¬ 


pose, and when and as directed by the 
City Controller, said fund shall be reim¬ 
bursed from other appropriations to 
the extent of deliveries made from 
stores. 

Section 4, Council may, by resolu¬ 
tion of the Finance Committee, from 
time to time, restrict expenditures from 
the appropriations made hereby, both as 
to amounts of expenditure and the 
periods within which such expenditures 
may be made, and may also, by resolu¬ 
tion of the Finance Committee at any 
time cancel in whole or in part any 
unencumbered balance of any of said 
appropriations. 

Section 5, For purposes of adminis¬ 
tration and accounting control, the 
code symbols indicated herein shall be 
considered as part of the appropriation 
titles;
